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Editorial 


The Building of a New ‘Platform’ for Transportation 


MAS: IF NOT MOST, of the research projects pro- 
ductive of great and lasting benefits to the public 
were begun unceremoniously, without such proclamation or 


other effort to attract public attention as might be la- 
beled “fanfare.” 


The first step in a transportation research undertaking 
of the National Academy of Sciences and its National 
Research Council will be taken in seminars to be held dur- 
ing August at the conference facilities of the Academy-Re- 
search Council in Woods Hole, Mass. The planning for 
these seminars has proceeded quietly, over a period of 
months, unattended by requests for publicity from the 
Academy-Research Council or from its Division of Physical 
Sciences. The executive secretary of this division, John S. 
Coleman, has done the “spadework” for the seminars 
(T.W., Feb. 20, p. 36). In letters he sent to prospective 
participants in the transportation study and research pro- 
gram, Mr. Coleman said that the proposed study of ‘‘trans- 
portation needs and capabilities, and their relation to 
national growth,” would have as its first objective the “iden- 
tification and classification of the difficulties and possibilities 
facing each of the major sectors of transportation.” Another 
of the objectives he has specified is that of “identifying 
specific key areas which can appropriately be undertaken 
by the Academy-Research Council and other organizations 
and agencies having a concern for the future development 
of an efficient and compatible transportation system.” 


So-called “crash programs” that had been undertaken 
in the past to deal with particular situations at particular 
times in the transport field had failed to bring into exist- 
ence at the present time an industry program for a “‘con- 
structive and enduring solution of our transportation prob- 
lems,” said Arne C. Wiprud, in his article on ‘“Transporta- 
tion and the Free Enterprise System,” published in the 
June 11-issue of TRAFFIC WorLD. Mr. Wiprud averred that 
any coordinated and comprehensive effort to resolve the 
transportation industry's problems must be preceded by “an 
objective, competent, critical and imaginative exploration of 
all the roads to economic survival.’ He added that “we re- 
quire nothing less than a new national transportation policy 
securely founded on sound and enduring business perre 
which will assure . . . that the industry will go forward in 
the dynamic tradition of the American economy to give 
better and more economical service.” 


HE task of exploring “the roads to economic survival” 

and formulating a new national transport policy must 
be assumed, Mr. Wiprud wrote, “by leaders whose vision 
encompasses the entire transportation problem in relation 
to the national economy and whose responsibility for a 
sound solution matches the nation’s stake in a vital and 
progressive transport industry.’’ He suggested that “these 
leaders could undoubtedly best function through a neutral 
organization of commanding national stature which would 
act as a catalyst, giving guidance and control in design to 
the vital problems that they must solve.” 


Recently, in a speech at Stanford University, John J. 
Allen, Jr., the Under Secretary of Commerce for Trans- 
portation, urged transportation industry action to develop 


policy statements “as explicit as those now in being or 
emerging from public agencies.” Referring to the ‘Federal 
Transportation Policy and Program’’ report of the Commerce 
Department and to the transportation study now being con- 
ducted by the Senate interstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee, he said that “transportation should respond with 
positive programs of industry policy and industry develop- 
ment in line with the public policy now emerging.” 
“Transportation should assemble its best executives and 
best policy makers and outline a positive program,” said Mr. 
Allen. “This program should outline the questions that 
need to be answered from the standpoint of industry. The 
industry should then retain research facilities, perhaps utilize 
the services of outstanding consultants or great universities, 
to present research reports bearing on the outstanding ques- 
tions. The research conclusions, or better alternative meas- 
ures suggested by an industry assembly, should then form 
the basis of a transportation development program. . . .”’ 


Wi were informed, a few days ago, that in a letter to a 
lawyer in Washington a transportation company exec- 
utive expressed discouragement over what he regarded as 
a failure by the Eisenhower Administration to do anything 
constructive about the transportation situation, and indicated 
he was disappointed that an organization comprising rep- 
resentatives of various transportation interests had shown 
inability to agree on a number of important transportation 
policy questions. He said that profit and good credit were 
two ingredients absolutely necessary for maintaining a strong 
transportation system, but that profits had decreased and 
credit had diminished, and that these were omens of a dan- 
gerous drift toward government ownership. 


For every form of public transportation, the formula- 
tion and establishment of national policies that will make 
possible the maintenance of carrier solvency and provide 
reasonable assurance against nationalization in the future are 
urgent. The Academy-Research Council, in the federal gov- 
ernment, appears to measure up fully to the specifications 
stated by Mr. Wiprud for the organization through which 
transportation leaders striving to preserve free enterprise 
in transport could function best: “A neutral organization 
of commanding national stature. . . .”’ It’s our understand- 
ing that in the seminars at Woods Hole there will be as- 
sembled a truly select group, including executives from the 
different modes of transport, outstanding educators in 


transportation, and others able to contribute valuable thought 
and ideas to the discussions. 


The fact that the Academy-Research Council transporta- 
tion research project is proceeding with a minimum of 
“noise” in advance of its Sctibberaticns makes us more hope- 
ful than we might be otherwise that it will lead to worth- 
while accomplishments. It’s possible that out of the seminars, 
discussions and studies under the guidance of the Academy- 
Research Council will come sound proposals, persuasively 
presented, for action to strengthen the whole system of 
transportation in ways not attainable by means of ‘‘crash pro- 
grams” or attempts to “reconcile the irreconcilable.” Any 
endeavor that holds forth such a possibility should be en- 
couraged.

State v. Interstate— 
Shipments To and From Airports 


Question—New York 


We make out bills of lading, showing 
consignees at various destinations out- 
side the state. These are prepaid ship- 
ments, which we route via motor carrier 
from point “A,” in care of an air line at 
point “B.” The motor carrier transports 
these shipments 25 miles, wholly intra- 
state, before turning them over to the 
air line at point “B.” The air line bills 
us On a combination rate, showing the 
motor carrier’s charge from points “A” 
to “B” and the air line’s charge from 
point “B” to point “C” destinations. 
The motor carrier is a party to both 
the New York Motor Carrier Conference 
tariffs and Middle Atlantic Conference 
tariffs. In the New York Motor Car- 
rier Conference exceptions tariff, the 
carrier has a provision for a plus charge 
on shipments to the airport. No simi- 
lar provision is provided for in Middle 
Atlantic Conference tariffs, which re- 
sults in a lower charge therein. 

We have revised freight bills to the 
lower charge on the motor carrier 
movement, under application of the in- 
terstate rate, as published in Middle At- 
lantic Conference tariffs. We maintain 
that, since these shipments are des- 
tined for points outside the state of 
origin, the motor carrier movement, 
which is wholly intrastate, is part of 
the through route and, as such, becomes 
interstate in character. 

Would consigning the shipment to the 
air line at the airport, with sidemarking 
in the body of the bill of lading, showing 
the ultimate consignee and destination, 
change the character of the motor 
movement as to interstate versus intra- 
state? 


Answer 


Since the original bill of lading re- 
quested transportation from point “A” 
to point “C,” it is evident that the ship- 
ment is intended to be a joint through 
movement via the motor carrier and air 
line from point “A” to point “C,” and 
that the interstate rate from point “A” 
to point “B” should be assessed, instead 
of the intrastate rate. 

Although we can locate no case in- 
volving a joint through movement via 
motor carriers and air lines, we think 
the above opinion is well supported in 
the following cases, which hold that 
where there is an original and continu- 
ing intention that the goods shall move 


through from point of origin in one state 
to a point in another state the trans- 
portation is interstate in character.

State v. Interstate— 
Shipments To and From Warehouses 


Question—New York 


Carload shipments, made from point 
“A,” in Ohio, consigned to a shipper, in 
care of a warehouse at point “B,” in 
New York state, are held at point “B” 
until the consignees at points “C,” “D,” 
and “E” are in need of the material, at 
which time the motor carrier makes de- 
livery. The movement from point “B” 
to points “C,” “D,” and “E” is within 
New York state and the carrier is apply- 
ing the intrastate rates, as published in 
New York Motor Carrier Conference 
tariffs. 


We feel that the motor movement be- 
tween these points should be rated 
under interstate rates, as published in 
Middle Atlantic Conference tariffs, since 
the origin was point “A” in Ohio, and 
it was known that the ultimate destina-

Answer 


The determining factor is the purpose 
for which your shipments move from 
point of manufacture to the warehouse— 
for storage thereat, with.final destina- 
tion unknown, or for storage with final 
destination known. Your intention at 
the time of shipment determines which 
rate applies. 

If it is known, at the time the ship- 
ment is given to the carrier in Ohio, 
that the particular shipment will move 
through to final destination in another 
state, the interstate rate is applicable 








for the movement to and from the 
warehouse. It is not the method of 
transportation, but the continuity of 
movement from a point of origin in one 
state to a point in another state which 
determines whether traffic is interstate. 
Baltimore & O. S. W. R. Co. v. Settle, 
260 U.S. 166, 43 S.Ct. 28; Hughes Bros. 
Lumber Co. v. Minnesota, 272 U.S. 469, 
47 S.Ct. 170; Walling v. American Stores, 
133 F.2d 840, 141 F.2d 331, and 167 F.2d 
700. 

If, however, the shipment comes to 
rest at the warehouse, that is, if the final 
destination of the shipment is not 
known at the time it originates, the 
intrastate rate may be applied from the 
warehouse to final destination. 

y, unless at the time a ship- 
ment moves from point of origin, the 
final destination has been fixed as the 
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second destination point, the movement 
under a new bill of lading from the orig- 
inal destination in the same state is not 
an interstate movement. The intention 
of the parties at the time the shipment 
moves from point of origin governs and 
not the subsequent disposition of the 
shipment after its arrival at the original 
destination. Sinclair Refining Co. v. Fort 
Worth & R. G. Ry.

Tariff Interpretation— 
Released v. Unreleased Value Rates 


Question—Pennsylivania 


The government ships engines, in- 
ternal combustion, N.O.I., jet engine type, 
less-than-truckload, between eastern 
central territory and middle atlantic 
territory, and contends that Class 85 
applies, in accordance with item 61244 
of National Motor Freight Classifica- 
tion No. 15, and cites the report of the 
Commission in Upjohn Co. v. Pennsyl- 
vania R. Co., 306 I.C.C. 325. 

The Eastern Central Motor Carriers 
Association tariff No. 21-E, MF-I.C.C. 
No. A-167, item 500-A, publishes Class 
Rating LTL 100, internal combustion 
engines, N.OI., jet engine type, with 
further provisions in this item that “the 
released valuation provisions, as shown 
in the N.MF.C. No. 15, will not apply in 
connection with the ratings shown in 
this item.” 

We would appreciate your advice as 
to whether Class 100, less-truckload, in 
tariff No. 21-E, or Class 85, less-truck- 
load, in National Motor Freight Classi- 
fication No. 15, applies. 


Answer 


In its original report in Upjohn Co. 
v. Pennsylvania R. Co., 297 I..C. 699, 
the Commission ruled that a description 
in a commodity tariff making no dis- 
tinction between articles when released 
and not released in value removed from 
the classification both the released and 
unreleased value ratings and that the 
commodity rate applied, even though a 
declaration of value was inserted in the 
bill of lading by the shipper. 

On reconsideration, in 306 I.C.C. 325, 
the Commission reversed its earlier rul- 
ing and ruled that released and un- 
released ratings should be considered, 
from a transportation standpoint, as 
separate and distinct items and found 
the classification rating, based on a re- 
leased valuation, to be applicable. Thus 
the Upjohn case was brought in line 
with American Home Foods, Inc. v. Del- 
aware, L. & W. R. Co., 303 I.C.C. 655. 

Following the findings in the Upjohn 
and American Home Foods cases, we 
must conclude that the exception ratings 
in item 500-A remove only the un- 
released ratings from the classification 
proper and Note 1 does nothing more 
than emphasize this fact. 

If the shipper declared the value, it 
is our-opinion that the Class 85 rating 
in item 61244 of the National Motor 
Freight Classification is applicable to 
the shipment in question. 

Effective July 29, 1960, the above will 
no longer be true, as the note in item 
500-B of supplement No. 22 is being 
amended to read: 


“The provisions of this item remove 
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all class ratings, including the released 
valuation provisions, shown in items 
61244, 61245, 61246, 61247, 61248 and 61249 
series of the N.M.F.C. Neither the rat- 
ings nor the released valuation pro- 
visions shown in items 61244, 61245, 61246, 
61247, 61248 and 61249 of the N MFC. 
apply in connection with rates in this 
tariff.” 


This note has the effect of providing 
for the non-application of the classifica- 
tion ratings, both released and unre- 
leased. 


Loss and Damage— 


Measure of— 
Expense of Reconditioning 


Question—Alabama 


One of our clients had an order from 
the government for a large, special type, 
tank, together with certain coils with 
the necessary pipes and valves. This 
was all manufactured especialy for the 
job and no parts could be supplied from 
stock. 


During transportation, certain parts 
of the unit were severely damaged and, 
since the damaged parts were necessary 
to complete the unit, they were returned 
to the shipper and a new unit had to be 
manufactured. The government’s con- 
tract called for delivery at destination 
and no payment was made to the ship- 
per until the new unit was sent back 
to destination, which was some six 
months later. 


Freight charges were prepaid. 
Our customer feels that, in order to 


be made whole, he is entitled to the 
cost of the new material, labor and 
overhead, general and administrative ex- 
penses, the usual percentage of profit, 
the incoming freight on the returned 
damaged items and, also, interest for 
the six months period covering the con- 
tract price which he would have re- 
ceived, but had to borrow money from 
the bank until he received payment 
from the government. 

We would appreciate it if you would 
advise if all these different amounts 
are proper items, since they are direct 
amounts the shipper has been subjected 
to as a result of the damage. 


Answer 


There is no hard and fast rule which 
can be followed, nor is there any all- 
inclusive test that can be applied in de- 
termining what damages are recoverable 
in any particular case. However, one 
thing certain is that special damages, or 
damages to the shipper, not to the ship- 
ment, may not be recovered, unless the 
carrier is given notice at the time the 
contract was made, which will enable 
him to know in advance what damages 
will result from an injury to the goods. 
If there was no notification given the 
carrier to the effect that if there was 
damage to the goods the shipper would 
have to borrow money from the bank to 
operate, we think the interest should be 
excluded from the claim, on the grounds 
that it is special damage. 

General damage, or actual damage to 
the shipment itself, is recoverable in 
any claim for loss or damage and should 
include the cost of repairing the dam- 
aged merchandise. In this category may 
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be included the cost of materials, labor, 
overhead, and any other expenses direct- 
ly connected with the repair of the 
damaged goods. Panhandle & S. F. R. 
Co. v. Shell, 265 S.W. 758; American Ry. 
Express Co. v. Judd, 104 Sou. 418; St. 
Louis S. W. Ry. Co. v. Tucker, 255 S.W. 
443; Wilson Poultry & Egg Co. v. Mis- 
souri Pac. R. Co., 215 P. 1020; and 
Galveston, H. & S. A. Ry. Co. v. Stand- 
ard Rice Co., 34 S.W. 2d 619. 
Inasmuch as there was not a lost sale, 
we do not feel that the percentage of 
profit should be included in the claim. 


Liability of Shipper— 
For Mis-Classifying Shipments 


Question—Pennsylvania 


We have encountered several requests 
from customers to incorrectly describe 
shipments to allow them the benefit of 
lesser rates. We have refused to com- 
ply with these requests, contending that 
to do so would be a violation of Part II, 
Section 222, of the interstate commerce 
act. 

To what extent would we be responsi- 
ble if we complied with these requests, 
when the sale is made f.o.b. shipping 
point and title to the merchandise passes 
at our shipping platform? 


Answer 


The effect of Section 10(3), Part I, 
Section 222(c), Part II, Section 317(c), 
Part III. and Section 421(c), Part IV, 
of the interstate commerce act, is that 
any person who shall deliver property 
for transportation to any carrier subject 
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to these parts of the act, who shall 
knowingly and wilfully, by false billing, 
talse classification, or by any other 
means, obtain or attempt to obtain 
transportation for such property at less 
than the regular rates, shall be guilty 
of fraud and shall, upon conviction in 
any court of the United States, be sub- 
ject to a fine of not exceeding $5,000 
or imprisonment for not exceeding two 
years, or both, for each offense. 

The case of United States v. Wish- 
natzki, 77 F. 2d 357, makes it clear that 


any person, corporation or company, 
who is a consignee, or any agent or 
officer of such consignee, who violates 
the above sections of the act, is guilty 
of fraud. 

In placing the goods on your shipping 
platform,. ready for pick-up by the 
motor carrier, you are, in a sense, acting 
as an agent of the purchaser, or con- 
signee, and would be held liable for 
misrepresentation, as you are the only 
party at that point who could advise 
the carrier what is to be shipped.

Rail Educational Program 


Muskogee, Okla. 

You may be interested in the educa- 
tional program we have on our railroads: 

Our general office is located in 
Muskogee, Okla., a small city of approxi- 
mately 38,000 people. The nearest large 
city, with facilities for receiving higher 
education in transportation, is Tulsa, 
Okla., which is 60 miles from Muskogee. 

In order to provide young men in our 
organization an opportunity to become 
better versed in traffic and transporta- 
tion, we secured material from the Col- 
lege of Advanced Traffic on transporta- 
tion and traffic management, and started 
a course of instructions in our general 
offices. We met every Saturday morn- 
ing for three hours. The course was 
taught by the traffic manager and as- 
sistant traffic manager of rates. 

We started with 12 students, and the 
same number finished the course and 
were awarded certificates, 

The material received from the Col- 
lege of Advanced Traffic was well pre- 
pared—textbooks were very informative. 
We are convinced that the people who 
took this course are more valuable em- 
ployes because of the knowledge of 
traffic and transportation they gained 
from this course of study in transporta- 
tion and traffic management. 

I recommend the College of Advanced 
Traffic course in transportation and 
traffic management to any company that 
desires to prepare persons in their or- 
ganization to be better able to keep up 
with competition in transportation.—

Private Trucking Safety 


Washington, D.C. 


We have noted with regret the un- 
fortunate reflection made upon the 
safety record of private motor carriers 
in your editorial of June 18. Although 
we do appreciate your deferential com- 
ments with respect to the value of mem- 
bership in this association, and other 
trucking groups, in the promotion of 
safety on the highways, we believe a 
considered investigation will show that 
the private carrier is in the forefront 
among those attempting in every way 
possible to improve his safety records. 

Some of the most respectable and out- 
standing corporations in the United 
States are engaged in private carriage. 
Certainly such organizations exercise 
extreme care to protect their reputation 
on the streets and highways of the na- 


tion. It has often been remarked that 
private carriers have the best equipment 
and the most courteous drivers on the 
road today. Certainly it is to their best 
interest public relations-wise to main- 
tain the highest standards in such an 
incidental phase of their over-all busi- 
ness. It should not be overlooked that 
ATA’s Driver of the Year in both 1958 
and 1960 was an employe of a private 
motor carrier. 

The reference to an isolated “scare” 
experienced on the highway can be no 
basis for a conclusion that all private 
carriers are therefore not hiring careful 
drivers or not observing safety precau- 
tions. To say that private carriers are 
predominantly the villain in highway 
accidents is unsupportable statistically. 
It’s just like saying that more animals 
die in the United States than in Canada. 
Private carriers represent 85 per cent of 
the trucks on the highways today, and 
certainly their exposure to accidents of 
any type is four times as great. 

We do not believe it is proper to 
characterize Commissioner Herring’s 
talk in Atlanta before the Private Car- 
rier Conference of ATA as in any way 
pointing up a bad safety record for 
private carriers. The commissioner 
simply singled out accidents that involve 
private carriers because he was speak- 
ing to a private carrier group in a help- 
ful and constructive and wholly co- 
operative manner. He made a plea to 
private carriers to redouble their efforts 
to improve safety on the highways. Had 
his audience been composed of common 
carriers, he may have cited cases in- 
volving that particular type of operator. 

What are the real facts? According 
to the National Safety Council’s publi- 
cation, “Accident Facts,” 1959 edition, 
private carriers operating in intercity 
operation have an accident ratio well 
below the average for all trucks, with 
less than one accident per 100,000 miles. 
This certainly does not indicate that 
private carriers are the culprits in the 
safety picture, but rather, that they are 
among the leaders in the field. 

While we realize, as you state in your 
editorial, that there are many small 
private carriers which are not reached 
by this organization, this is also true 
in the for-hire carrier field. Because of 
this, aside from our humanitarian in- 
terest in saving lives on the streets and 
highways, we will continue to strive to 
carry our safety message and philosophy 
to these operators. You can be assured 
of our continued effort to make the 
highways safe; we do not believe that 
the results will be achieved more quickly 
by placing more regulation on private 
carriers—JosePpH FE.

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C & O Counters NYC Offer 
To Buy B & O Stock With 


Dividend Rate Proposal 


The Chesapeake & Ohio Railway 
has invited Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road stockholders—as the latter 
weigh an offer by the New York 
Central Railroad to buy their stock 
—to consider a promised increase of 
50 per cent in their present dividend 
rate if the originally proposed affilia- 
tion of the C & O and B & O—with- 
out the NYC as a third party to the 
plan—is consummated. 


The C & O issued a statement July 
20 after publication of a letter written 
by Howard E. Simpson, president of the 
B & O, to the stockholders of that rail- 
road suggesting that they give consider- 
ation to the offer of the NYC to buy B & 
O stock. ' 

The C & O statement, which does not 
directly oppose the NYC proposal, was 
issued in the name of the C & O and 
was not attributed to any official of that 
railroad. The statement read: 

“It is noted that Mr. Simpson’s letter 
states that the B & O president and 
board of directors have ‘favorably rec- 
ommended’ the C & O exchange offer to 
all B & O shareowners, both common 
and preferred. 

“It is also noted that Mr. Simpson’s 
letter suggests that New York Central’s 
offer, which is limited to 49.5 per cent 
of B & O voting stock, ‘should be con- 
sidered’ by C & O common shareowners. 

“C & O’s dividend of $4 a year repre- 
sents a 50 per cent increase for B & O 
common shareowners, B & O preferred 
share owners will have an opportunity to 
participate in any increase in the C & O 
dividend rate it is hoped will flow from 
the B & O-C & O affiliation. 

“An alliance of C & O’s financial 
strength and earning power with B & O’s 
potentialities will be in the best interests 
of both railroads, the shareowners, em- 
ployes, shippers, communities, the rail- 
road industry and the nation. 

“A B & O-C & O affiliation is a rea- 
sonable, accomplishable step at this 
time. Taken, it would make possible 
other constructive steps at a later date.”

Carloadings Totaled 607,081 
In Week Ended July 16 


Loadings of revenue freight in the 
week ended July 16 totaled 607,081 cars, 
the Association of American Railroads 
announced. 

This was an increase of 22,003 cars, or 
3.8 per cent, above the corresponding 
week in 1959, which was affected by the 
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first three days of the steel strike, and 
an increase of 24,837 cars, or 4.3 per cent, 
above the corresponding week in 1958, 
the AAR said. 

Loadings in the week of July 16 were 
150,751 cars, or 33 per cent, above the 
preceding week which included the 
second week of the coal miner’s annual 
vacation and the July 4 holiday.

Loadings by Piggyback 

“There were 8,526 cars reported loaded 
with one or more revenue highway trail- 
ers (piggyback) in the week ended July 
9, 1960 (which were included in that 
week's over-all total),” the AAR added.

NITL Opposes Eastern Rails’ 
Plea Against Longer Credit 


Time Allowed on CL Freight 


The National Industrial Traffic 
League has asked the Commission to 
deny a petition of protesting rail- 
roads in Official Territory for recon- 
sideration of action by the Commis- 
sion in granting permissive author- 
ity to the nation’s railroads generally 
to extend credit for 96 and 120 hours, 
in lieu of 48 and 96 hours, for the 
payment of freight charges on car- 
load traffic—the same periods per- 
mitted on less-carload freight (T.W., 
June 25, p. 181). 


The League made its request in a reply 
filed with the Commission, to protes- 
tants’ petition for reconsideration of the 
Commission’s report and order of May 
19 (served May 31) in Ex Parte No. 73, 
Regulations for Payment of Rates and 
Charges (T.W. June 4, p. 83). 

The new credit periods were sought by 
southern railroads as a means of meet- 
ing competition from motor carriers 
which had been authorized to extend 
more liberal credit privileges than the 
railroads and to afford shippers ade- 
quate time for the processing of freight 
bills, the Commission said in its report. 

The Official Territory railroads, in their 
protest, said that the credit practices 
authorized would result in the depletion 
of working cash of the respondents by as 
much as $22,000,000. 

The League in its reply, said that the 
petition of the protestants carefully 
avoided any expression of why the Offi- 
cial Territory lines believed they must 
establish the modified credit periods ar.d 
there was no direct representation in 
the petition that the protestants would 
or expected to extend the additional 24 
hours of credit to their shippers. 


Extension Not Detrimental 

“There are no protestations,” the 
League said, “that competition with the 
southern carriers will require the north- 
ern lines to reluctantly follow the lead 
of the latter in adopting the new pe- 
riods of time. Protestants do not ad- 
vance a single valid argument from 
which the Commission could conclude 
that the modifications in the credit 
periods authorized by the decision would 
be detrimental to the Official Territory 
railroads.” : 

In connection with protestants taking 
issue with the Commission’s finding that 
any disadvantages from the reduction in 
working capital would be offset by bene- 
fits derived from the extension of the 
credit periods, the League said: 

“Tt is sufficient to say that so far as 
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the petitioning carriers are concerned 
the policing of two credit periods (96 
hours and 120 hours on both less-carload 
and carload) will be easier than the 
present three credit periods (48 hours 
and 96 hours on carload and 96 hours 
and 120 hours on less-carload); the con- 
fusion or errors which result where ship- 
pers receive both carload and less car- 
load freight bills at the same time would 
be eliminated; the requested extension 
would lessen the number of ‘follow-up’ 
or credit violation letters thus saving 
time to the agencies and a uniform 
period for collection of carload and less 
carload charges would eliminate the 
separate records which must now be 
kept on both types of shipments. 


“The advantages to shippers include 
(1) more efficient and economical utili- 
zation of automatic accounting machines 
by paying on a weekly basis, (2) more 
time to pre-audit at least a portion of 
the bills, (3) a substantial reduction in 
paper work and the number of checks 
that must be issued, and (4) sufficient 
time for forwarding freight bills to a 
central plant or office for checking and 
payment.” 


Long Island Rejects Plan 
To End Trainmen’s Strike; 


Company Fears Fare Rise 


The Long Island Rail Road Co. has 
rejected a proposal by the National 
Mediation Board designed to end a 
strike against the carrier by the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
The union accepted the proposal. 


The Long Island rejected a single 
clause in the proposal, which was sub- 
mitted to both sides by Francis A. O’Neill, 
chairman of the board, and by A. Alfred 
Della Corte, assistant to Mr. O'Neill. 
The rejection action was announced 
July. 20. 


Single Clause Rejected 


Mr. Della Corte told Trarric WorRLD 
that the Long Island refused to accept 
a clause which called for the 
striking trainmen to agree to a 2%-cent- 
an-hour wage cut to help pay for a 
five-day week sought by the trainmen. 


The trainmen now receive seven days’ 
pay for a six-day work week. They have 
been asking for a five-day week at no 
loss in weekly pay (T.W., July 16, p. 51). 
The Long Island has said the request 
would result in a $1.5 million annual in- 
crease in labor costs and a $12-a-year 
rise in ticket prices. 


Mr. Della Corte said the union and 
the Long Island had agreed on points in 
the proposal calling for increased com- 
pensation in lieu of the shorter work 
week for freight conductors and brake- 
men, a change in work rules that had 
been sought by the company and a three- 
year moratorium on any new requests 
by the striking workers. He said Mr. 
O'Neill planned to continue mediation 
efforts. 


In rejecting the wage-cut clause in 
the NMB proposal, Thomas M. Good- 
fellow, president of the Long Island, 
said: 


“This would mean that at least two- 
thirds of the net cost of meeting the 
brotherhood’s demands would have to 
be passed on to our passengers in the 
form of higher fares. Such an increase, 


as you know, would be over and above 
the increase our passengers already face 
as a result of new wage agreements ne- 
gotiated nationally. 

“We feel very strongly that, unless 
the brotherhood is willing to find suf- 
ficient economies to offset the cost of 
granting their demands, the method of 
meeting this added expense should be 
referred to an impartial arbitrator—or 
arbitrators—for a final and binding de- 
cision. 


“This arbitrator—or these arbitrators 
should have the stature and unques- 
tioned integrity to command the confi- 
dence of both the trainmen and the 
public that their interests will be fully 
considered and protected.” 


Union Accepts Proposal 

Harold J. Pryor, general chairman of 
the union negotiating team, said: 

“We are utterly amazed, chagrined and 
astounded at the carrier’s attitude in 
insisting on arbitration.” 

He said the union had accepted the en- 
tire proposal. 

Mr. Goodfellow said the wage cut 
would reduce the $350,000 annual cost of 
the shorter work week by only one-third 
and he said the company would have to 
pass $208,000 on to the public in the 
form of increased fares. He repeated 
earlier statements that the method of 
financing the shorter week should be 
submitted to arbitration, a _ solution 
which he urged both before and during 
the strike. 

Trainmen, however, have refused to 
arbitrate the issue of financing the 
shorter week. 


Forwarders Ask Clarification 
Of Report Involving Rates 


In Tariff of Dow Company 


Fearing misinterpretations by 
shippers and others of the decision 
by the Commission, division 3, in 
No. 32547, Import Volume Forwarder 
Rates—Pacific Coast to East, four 
freight forwarders have asked the 
Commission to reconsider and clarify 
the report so as to remove from it 
language which they say cast doubt 
on the lawfulness of many forwarder 
volume rates. 


The forwarder petitioners—Acme Fast 
Freight, Inc., National Carloading Corp., 
Republic Carloading and Distributing 
Co., Inc., and Universal Carloading and 
Distributing Co., Inc.—asserted that lan- 
guage to which they ob was sus- 
ceptible of miscontruction and that de- 
letion of it would not impair the report 
in any way “and would obviate the con- 
fusion and uncertainty which had been 
created.” 


In the report and order, the division 
generally approved volume rates of the 
Prank P. Dow Co., under investigation, 
but said that the Dow tariff should be 
amended so as to provide that its vol- 


assembling or distribution was not a 
freight forwarder service (T.W., June 4, 
p. 85). 


The petitioners said that the decision 
of division 3 followed the decision of 
the entire Commission in I. and S. No. 
6993, Forwarder Volume Commodity 
Rates Between Chicago and New York, 
but that an unusual feature of the op- 
eration and of the rate structure of the 
Dow Co. led division 3 to include certain 
language in its report to which they took 
exceptions. 


“Apparently some misunderstanding 
has arisen as a result of a hypothetical 
question which was put to the witness 
for the Dow company,” petitioners said. 
“In substance, he was asked how he could 
make a profit on a single shipment 
weighing 100,000 pounds when his rate 
to the public on that shipment was the 
same as the carload rate which he would 
be required to pay the railroad to have 
the shipment moved. He answered that 
question on the basis of the hypothesis 
which had been propounded to him, and 
stated that if he received such a single 
shipment, he would not attempt to 
handle it as a freight forwarder, but, 
acting in the capacity of shipper’s agent, 
he would ship as a straight carload in 
the name of the shipper. Implicit in his 
answer was the recognition that if he 
were tendered only a single shipment, he 
obviously could not consolidate it with 
other freight, and therefore could not act 
as a freight forwarder with respect to 
such a shipment. More important, how- 
ever, he also stated that he has never 
been tendered such a single shipment. 
The record shows that in all cases the 
forwarding operations of Dow have in- 
volved the assembly and consolidation of 
numerous shipments into a single con- 
signment. 


“Misled by this hypothetical ‘single’ 
shipment, which the record shows does 
not exist, division 3 concluded: 


The record does not show that the re- 
spondent has ever handled a volume ship- 
ment at rates as low as the rail rates, and 
it specifically denies that it will do so when 
the quantity tendered is equal to or greater 
than the rail minimum weight. In those 
instances, it, as a customs broker, will act 
as the agent of the shipper and have the 
rail bill of lading issued in the shipper’s 
name. Its volume rates are not so restricted, 
however, and under its tariff there is a hold- 
ing out to arrange for the tion of 
any and all shipments as a ight for- 
warder. Plainly, such straight volume ship- 
ments would not require any assembling or 
distribution, and thus would not be freight- 
forwarder service as defined in section 402 
(a)(5) of the act. We conclude that the 
respondent's tariff should be amended so as 
to provide that its volume rates will not 
apply in instances where they are as low as 

e underlying carrier’s rates on single ship- 
ments offered to it in quantities the same 
as or greater than the underlying carrier’s 
minimum weights. 


“It is our position that the above- 
quoted paragraph should be revised, by 


deleting two sentences therefrom, to 
read as follows:

as the agent of the shipper and have the 
rail bill of lading issued the shipper's 
name.

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sion and uncertainty which is created 
by the report as it is presently written— 
specifically, the last sentence of the 
original paragraph quoted above. The 
amendment to Dow’s tariff which would 
be required under the terms of the re- 
port does not appropriately belong in a 
tariff, and certainly is susceptible of a 
more far-reaching interpretation than 
division 3 intended. 

“What we believe division 3 intended 
to say was (a) that the rates in Dow’s 
tariff would be legally applicable only 
on shipments handled by Dow in its 
forwarder service, as distinguished from 
any shipments which it might forward 
as the shipper’s agent, and (b) that such 
forwarder service must include the ele- 
ments of assembly and consolidation. 
Neither of these requirements have any 
proper place in a tariff. 

“As a self-evident matter of law, the 
rates in the Dow tariff would apply only 
on shipments moving in Dow’s for- 
warder service. If Dow issued a bill of 
lading to the shipper, this would be 
prima facie evidence that he was operat- 
ing as a forwarder, subject to the rates 
and other provisions of his tariff. On 
the other hand, if Dow acted merely as 
a shipper’s agent, the bill of lading 
which the shipper obtained would be 
the railroad bill of lading, and the rail- 
road’s rates would apply. 

“As to the second requirement that 
shipments must be assembled and con- 
solidated, this, while true, does not be- 
long in a tariff. Assembly and consolida- 
tion are functions which a freight 
forwarder must perform to come within 
the definition contained in Section 402- 
(a) (5) of the Act. It is obvious that a 
rule to the effect that a forwarder will 
obey the law and, more , one 
which undertakes to single out certain 
provisions of the law which he will obey, 
has no place in a tariff. It is enough that 
division 3 has told Dow that to function 
as a freight forwarder it must perform 
the services of assembly and distribu- 
tion. To attempt to enforce this through 
a tariff rule, as division 3 has done, can 
lead only to confusion.” 


ATA Remarks to Democrats 
Scored by GOP Senator 
In Hearing on Platform 


(From Chicago Bureau of Traffic World) 


A witness for the American Truck- 
ing Associations, Inc., appearing 
July 20 before a Republican plat- 
form-writing subcommittee, was 
taken to task by a Republican sena- 
tor for criticizing transportation 
policies of the Republican adminis- 
tration when he testified last month 
before a Democratic platform group. 

James F. Fort, counsel-public affairs 
for the ATA, was testifying in the Shera- 
ton-Blackstone hotel in Chicago before 
the Republican group when Senator 


Bush, of Connecticut, the subcommittee 
chairman, interrupted to express dis- 
pleasure about Mr. Fort’s earlier appeal 
to the Democratic platform committee. 

Senator Bush held aloft a copy of re- 


marks Mr. Fort had made on behalf of 


cerpts containing what he called slight- 
ing references to the GOP, concluding 
with the last paragraph of the ATA’s 
proposed Democratic transportation 
plank, which read as follows: 


“The transportation policies fostered 
by the Republican administration for the 
last eight years typify the Republican 
party’s historical devotion to the cause 
of big business and monopolists. We re- 
iterate our pledge of four years ago to 
restore healthy and fair competitive con- 
ditions in American industry, including 
transportation.” 


Bush Lashes Back 
But to this, Senator Bush retorted: 


“It will be difficult for the trucking 
industry to win support from the Repub- 
lican party after making such statements 
to the Democrats. That ‘big business and 
monopoly’ reference is a terribly strong 
statement in the light of Republican 
anti-trust stands over the last eight 
years which have brought out angry 
statements from any number of indus- 
tries. Does that kind of record justify 
the kind of statements made before the 
Democrats?” 

He also asked whether Mr. Fort con- 
sidered the trucking industry better off 
than it was eight years ago. Mr. Fort 
said he believed it was. 

“I’m no spokesman for the railroad 
industry, but I am sure they could not 
make the same kind of statement” about 
their well-being, said Senator Bush. 

He referred to the federal highway- 
building program and the reliance on 
commercial carriers for government 
business as examples of the support 
trucking has received from the Republi- 
can administration. 

Mr. Fort said that truckers were gen- 
erally distressed about an apparent pro- 
railroad position taken by the Admin- 
istration as evidenced in the so-called 
Weeks report of 1958, a number of de- 
cisions by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the transportation 
study put out earlier this year by the 
Department of Commerce. He denied 
that the railroads were suffering great 
financial distress. All the present mem- 
bers of the ICC had ben appointed by 
the Republican Administration and “the 
trucking industry has had a bad ex- 
perience before the present Commis- 
sion,” Mr. Fort stated. 

“We have lost case after case to the 
railroad industry, though we have later 
won some appealed to the courts,” Mr. 
Fort said. 


ATA Platform Proposals 


In his formal presentation to the com- 
mitte, Mr. Fort said: 

“The trucking industry urgently re- 
quests that the Republican party ex- 
press again its deep interest in the de- 
velopment of sound transportation un- 
der fair and equitable regulation. 

“The platform should also recognize 
the developing need for closer coordina- 
tion between the independent modes of 
transportation—rail, highway, air and 
water—in the interest of carriers and 


tion, while advocating strongly closer 
teamwork and joint effort between the

“This important development on be- 
half of carriers, shippers and the nation 
as a whole could properly follow a basic

platform, and should be stated in such 
terms as these: 


“‘Coordination of service within the 
independent modes of transport has 
reached a high level of efficiency and has 
proved greatly advantageous to agricul- 
ture, industry and commerce. Such co- 
ordination should now be widely devel- 
oped between the independent modes, 
and the Republican party pledges itself 
to use every effort to bring about such 
intermode cooperation in the best in- 
terest of shippers, carriers and the na- 
tion’s economy. 


“*The party further pledges inself to 
the maintenance of fair competitive 
conditions with transportation, includ- 
ing the preservation of sound and com- 
pensatory rates, in the interest of both 
carriers and the public.’”

In other presentations to the platform 
committee, Robert B. Johnson, vice- 
president of the First National Bank of 
Chicago and a director of the Transpor- 
tation Association of America, generally 
supported the 1956 Republican transpor- 
tation plank but asked that the words 
“for hire” be inserted and that a para- 
graph be added so that the entire plank 
would read as follows: 


“We shall continue to advocate the 
maintenance and expansion of a strong, 
efficient, privately owned and operated 
and soundly financed system of for- 
hire transportation that will serve all 
of the needs of our nation under federal 
regulatory policies that will enable each 
carrier to realize its inherent economic 
advantages and its full competitive ca- 
pabilities. 


“The United States government should 
not engage in any for-hire transport 
services where adequate privately owned 
transportation facilities of any type are 
or can be made readily available; or to 
the extent consistent with national 
security requirements, engage in any 
transportation of persons or property 
which privately-owned carriers are fit, 
willing and able to perfom.” 


In behalf of the Air Transport Asso- 
ciation of America, Leo Seybold, vice- 
president—federal affairs, offered the 
following language for inclusion in the 
transportation plank of the Republican 
platform: 


“An economically sound, expanding 
air transport industry is essential to 
our foreign and domestic commerce, our 
national defense and our postal service. 
We will follow. policies consistent 
throughout the government, designed to 
permit and encourage the airline indus- 
try to maintain its world leadership and 
offer expanded public service for the 
benefit of all our people in the small, 
as well as the large, communities.” 

Mr. Seybold mentioned in his testi- 
mony that the airlines were growing in 
every phase “except profits.” He also 
said US. carriers were getting a con- 
tinually declining share of international 
air traffic but he told Senator Bush that 
their absolute amount of international 
traffic was growing. 

Under questioning, he said major air- 
line problems were the role of the Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service in operating 
a scheduled airline; new competition and 
“erosion of the Bermuda agreement” of 
1946 which calls for reciprocal rights in 
granting foreign lines rights to operate

CAB to Place in Effect January 1 System 
Of Class Mail Pay Rates for Local Lines 


Board Member Boyd Discloses Step in Speech in Los Angeles to 
Carriers, Who Also Are Told That CAB Soon May Start First Broad 
Review of Local-Service Industry ‘Use It or Lose It’ Policy. 


A member of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board said July 18 that the board, 
in an effort to eliminate subsidies 
eventually for the local-service air 
carriers, would institute a system of 
class mail pay rates at the start of 
1961 and would soon begin the first 
large-scale review of the “use it or 
lose it” operating rights policy in 
connection with the local service 
airlines. 


The statements were made by Alan 
S. Boyd in a speech at the quarterly 
regional meeting of the Association of 
Local Transport Airlines, held in the 
Beverly Wilshire hotel, Los Angeles, 

He asserted that “the sooner the in- 
dustry” was rid of the subsidy, “the 
better.” Some new program was needed, 
he said. 


“Neither Congress, nor the executive, 
nor the public, nor the CAB will be 
long content with the idea of paying 
out public funds in unknown quantities 
for an indeterminate number of serv- 
ices,” he said. “The position will have 
to be regularized. It is much too loose 
today. 

Dilemma for Board 

“The board at present is unable with 
certainty to fix payments that are re- 
quired by individual carriers until after 
a lengthy, tedious, ex post facto review 
of carrier operations and claims. Dis- 
allowances and compromises have us all 
unhappy. It is for these reasons that 
the board and its staff are working 
so diligently with the local carriers to 
formulate a system of class mail pay 
rates. ... 


“The class rate system as presently 
conceived should provide carrier man- 
agement with a sounder basis for oper- 
ational planning and should provide the 
board with a better understanding of 
what service will be provided for how 
much subsidy money during the ensuing 
year. 

“Additionally, it is hoped that the ad- 
vent of class rates will markedly 
diminish debate on disallowances of 
claimed expenses and costs.

“This board feels that it has given full 
evidence of good faith and a sincere de- 
sire to bolster the progress of the local- 
service carriers. The recent announce- 
ment of our decision on rate of return 
is an example. Others include the elimi- 
nation of various certificate restrictions 
and what we trust are beneficial route 
awards. We must have similar evidence 
of good faith from the industry. 

“TI ask you to prepare yourselves 
psychologically for the class rate system. 
I ask you to help in its development and 
to use your best efforts to make it work 
when it is instituted. I am not entirely 
happy with progress in this connection 
so far. I will accuse no one of dragging 
his heels, but I will say this: Subsidy 
is the local-service carrier’s Achilles’ heel 
and if I were you I would nog risk the 
consequences of moving so slowly as to 
make a better target of my most-vulner- 
able spot. 

“The introduction of the class rate sys- 
tem may not be an altogether happy 
change for all carriers. However, not all 
carriers are happy with the present 
arrangements. We are going to devise a 
system which we feel is equitable. 

“We are going to put it into effect on 
January 1, 1961. 

“We believe a class rate will be an im- 
provement in the public interest and in 
the interest of the local-service carriers 
as a whole. We can and will make it 
work.” 

At this point, Mr. Boyd elaborated on 
his prepared text by stating that the 
board was trying to establish local car- 
riers on “final,” as opposed to “tem- 
porary,” rates before inaugurating the 
class rate system. 


‘Use or Lose’ Policy 


Next, the speaker turned to the “use 
it or lose it” policy, saying that “the 
time is fast approaching for the first 
large-scale review.” He continued by 
saying: 

“No doubt this will involve service at 
communities you would like to drop 
and others which you would prefer tc 
continue. In many cases, the communi- 
ties where you want to drop service 
will themselves want it continued. One 
of the fundamental questions here will 
be whether the service actually pro- 
vided constituted a fair trial to develop 
the passenger (or cargo) potential. 

“In these cases, do not waste the 
board’s time in asserting that the bur- 
den is on the community to show that 
it did not have a fair trial. One burden 
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you carry under subsidized regulation 
is that of showing you provided the 
best-possible schedule of service con- 
sonant with the other requirements of 
your system. For your own best inter- 
ests do not attempt to shift this burden; 
rather, prepare yourself to carry it 
candidly. 

“It is my belief that the board must 
act with dispatch in pruning dead limbs 
from the local-service tree. This be- 
comes a necessity in view of the grow- 
ing volume of the annual subsidy bill. 

“But we do not propose to eliminate a 
community if it can be shown that the 
carrier failed to provide reasonably ade- 
quate service during the period under 
review. Nor will we eliminate services 
only because they are not profit making. 
Elimination will be based on a showing 
to the effect that the services are no 
longer required by the public convenience 
and necessity. 

“The application of the ‘use it or lose 
it’ policy will surely result in the aban- 
donment of some stations, but it does not 
follow that local service will diminish in 
the sense that fewer points will be served 
by local carriers. As below-minimum traf- 
fic points are eliminated, promising new 
points will be added to your system on a 
trial basis. Many points of proven po- 
tential to be abandoned by the trunkline 
operators will be picked up profitably by 
the locals. 

“As you know, the board has taken the 
initiative in putting the issue of suspen- 
sion of the trunks into the local-service 
area cases. Recently the board has ap- 


points for suspension or deletion.” 
Public Relations ‘Advice’ 


Mr. Boyd said it was the CAB’s in- 
tention to build up the local-service 
systems step by step, but he told his 
audience of one way they might bet- 
ter get their story across to the public. 


That subject, he said, was public rela- 
tions. 


“In my judgment,” he said, “you need 
@ broad public relations program directed 
at the general public, a program so de- 
signed as to advise the public of your 
problems—to gain public understanding, 
to obtain public support by showing the 
public benefits derived from local-serv- 
ice operations. .. . 

“You must win the support and sym- 
pathy of the general public through na- 
tional media and through contracts in 
the communities throughout the nation 
which you collectively serve. Your inti- 
mate knowledge of local needs should 
make it possible for you to put your

New York Central Extends 
Offer to B & O Shareholders 


For Acquisition of Stock 


The New York Central Railroad 
on July 19 formally launched its 
drive to acquire control of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad by extend- 
ing an offer of stock exchange, plus 
cash, to common shareholders of the 
B & O. At the same time, the Cen- 
tral disclosed that in the preceding 
month it had purchased 24,600 shares 
of B & O common stock on the open 
market. 


The Central’s steps are a counter-move 
to the recent announcement by the 
B & O and the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
way that those two roads had agreed on 
initial details of a stock exchange plan 
they described as the “first step toward 
@ merger” (T.W., July 2, p. 22). 

The Central told the B & O stockholders, 
however, that the Central’s proposed ac- 
quisition of more than 50 per cent of 
the B & O stock would “leave the door 
open for the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
way Co. to join the affiliation for future 
merger of the three companies.”

B & O, Facing ‘Impasse,’ 
Authorizes Merger Talks 
Which Will Include NYC 


Howard E. Simpson, president 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Co., announced late July 20 that 
the B & O board of directors had 
authorized him to initiate discus- 
sions with the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway Co. and the New York 
Central System concerning “the 
negotiation of a three-company 
merger.” 

At the close of a regular month- 
ly meeting of the B & O directors, 
Mr. Simpson made public the fol- 
lowing letter which, he said, was 
being sent to all B & O stock- 
holders: 

“On June 1, 1960, | wrote you 
about the proposal of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad Co. to 
offer you the opportunity, subject 
to certain conditions, to exchange 
your B & O stock for C & O stock, 
and told you that the B & O’s 
president and directors had voted 
that such proposal be favorably 
recommended to the B & O stock- 
holders. 

“Subsequently, the New York 
Central Railroad Co. has offered 
to the B & O common stockholders 
the opportunity, subject to certain 
conditions, to exchange up to 
1,550,000 shares (about 60 per 
cent) of their B & O common stock 
for NYC stock plus cash. This 
NYC proposal, too, should be con- 
sidered by B & O common stock- 
holders. 

“In the existing circumstances, 
the B & O president and directors 
are not in a position to advise 
B & O stockholders as to the com- 
parative merits of the two offers 
or to volunteer, at this time, any 
other advice with reference to 
such offers. Each B & O stock- 
holder must decide for himself, in 
the light of his own personal in- 
vestment situation, whether he de- 
sires to accept either offer and, if 
so, which. 

“At a meeting of the board held 
today | was authorized to initiate 
discussions with the presidents of 
the C & O and the NYC looking 
toward a solution of the present 
seeming impasse by the negotia- 
tion of a three-company merger. 
As the situation develops, | will 
communicate with you further.” 
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companies in the steps necessary for 
merger. 

“The affiliation of the B & O and 
Central will provide a transportation 
system competitively stronger and should 
provide a greater earnings potential for 
both companies to the benefit of the 
stockholders of each. The B & O stock- 
holders who accept will have the op- 
portunity of participating in the growth 
and future of a stronger railroad aye 
tem.” 

The Central said the stock exchange 
offer would remain open until Septem- 
ber 26, unless extended, with the pro- 
viso that it may be closed at any time 
when 1,550,000 shares had been de- 
posited. 


Reincorporation in Mind 


Another facet of the offer, as explained 
in the letter, is the proposed reincorpo- 
ration of the Central in Delaware 
(see story elsewhere in this issue). Of 
this, the Central said: 

“The Central is at present incorporated 
under the laws of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Illi- 
nois. The board of directors and the 
stockholders of Central have approved 
@ proposal to change the corporate dom- 
icile of Central to Delaware by merger 
into a newly organized Delaware cor- 
poration by the same name. Applica- 
tions for the requisite regulatory ap- 
provals and authorizations have been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

“Central anticipates that such rein- 
corporation will become effective on the 
last day of this year. If the reincorpora- 
tion in Delaware is consummated before 
the effective date of the exchange pur- 
suant to this exchange offer, this ex- 
change offer shall inure to the benefit 
of and be binding upon the New York 
Central Railroad Co., as so reincor- 
porated in Delaware, and in the place 
of shares of capital stock of Central, as 
presently incorporated, there will be is- 
sued shares of capital stock of the New 
York Central Railroad Co., a Delaware 
corporation.” 


Action taken by the Central follows a 
reversal the Central suffered in a peti- 
tion it filed with the ICC asking a gen- 
eral investigation of mergers and con- 
solidations of railroad properties in 
Official Territory. Division 4 of the Com- 
mission, in denying the petition, said 
the investigation was not warranted in 
the public interest (T.W., July 2, p. 83). 


However, in regard to another peti- 
tion the Central filed seeking to intervene 
in a finance case involving applications 
of the C & O to acquire control of the 
B & O, the division said interested 
parties might intervene and present 
pertinent evidence and argument in re- 
spect of matters of general public inter- 
est. 


Baltimore Group’s Position 

Apart from the Central's actual offer 
to B & O stockholders, the president 
of the Baltimore Junior Association of 
Commerce, Inc., issued a statement sup- 
porting acquisition of the B & O by 
the C & O. The president, Richard M. 
Patterson, said: 

“The Baltimore Junior Association of 
Commerce believes that, if a merger in- 
volving the B & O is inevitable, Balti- 
more should take a positive position in 
welcoming purchase by the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railway. We urge the Maryland 
Port Authority to state its approval of 


the C & O purchase to the governor of 
the state of Maryland. 

“In addition, we urge the Maryland 
Port Authority to seek the purchase of 
the B & O Railroad’s general cargo piers 
at book value after the merger, based on 
the understanding that the C & O would 
be guaranteed the line haul. 

“The port authority should then offer 
@ substantial program for the improve- 
ment of the facilities at Locust Point, 
with financial assistance from the state 
if necessary, thereby obtaining an at- 
tractive and saleable service in modern- 
ized pier facilities. In so doing, a con- 
crete step toward the protection and en-~ 
hancement of Maryland’s chief economic 
asset, the Port of Baltimore, will be ac- 
complished.” 


Meeting of NYC Stockholders 
Called on B & O Control Plan 


The board of directors of the New 
York Central Railroad Co. has called 
@ special stockholders’ meeting for 
October 4 to consider formally and act 
on a proposal for acquisition of control 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co. 
The meeting will be in Albany, N.Y. 


The Central board has proposed to 
exchange one and a half shares of the 
capital stock of the company, plus $9 
in cash, for each share of common stock 
of the B & O up to a maximum of 
1,550,000 B & O shares in the aggregate 
(T.W., July 16, p. 25). This proposal 
came after directors of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railway Co. made a proposal of 
their own to acquire B & O shares. 


The Central’s board also said it had 
fixed the close of business on August 29 
as the record date for the determination 
of shareowners entitled to the notice of 
and to vote at the meeting. 


Barge Industry Leaders 
To Meet September 22-23 


Leaders of the shallow-draft water car- 
rier industry will meet September 22 and 
23 in St. Louis to review conditions af- 
fecting their operations. 

The American Waterways Operators, 
Ine., says the conferences will include 
the regular quarterly meeting of the 
AWO board of directors and the annual 
meeting of the western rivers panel of 
the United States Coast Guard’s Mer- 
chant Marine Council. Both meetings 
will be held in the Statler Hilton hotel. 

The western rivers panel meeting will 
be held September 22 to consider means 
of improving navigation practices on the 
Mississippi River system. The panel is 
made up of industry representatives who 
meet and work with Coast Guard offi- 
cers from the Washington headquarters 
and from the second, eighth and ninth 
Coast Guard districts. 

Directors of the AWO will meet Sep- 
tember 23 to discuss the program and 
activities of the shallow-draft carrier 
industry, particularly legislative, admin- 
istrative and public relations activities. 

Robert L.. Gray, transportation man- 
ager for the river operations department 
of Ashland Oil & Refining Co., Inc., Ash- 
land, Ky., who is chairman of the AWO 
board, will preside. 

Braxton B Carr, of Washington, D.C., 
president of the AWO, is chairman of 
the western rivers panel and will preside 
at the panel session. 
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The AWO will be host at the luncheon 
for the western rivers panel. members, 
participating Coast Guard officials and 
guests. 


GN and NP Directors Okay 
Plan to Unify Operations 
With Burlington, S P & S 


A plan to unify and operate as a 
single integrated system the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific, Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy and the Spo- 
kane, Portland & Seattle railway 
companies has been approved by di- 
rectors of the two northern lines. 


Announcement of the agreement was 
made jointly July 16 by John M. Budd, 
president of the Great Northern; Robert 
S. Macfarlane, president of the Northern 
Pacific, and Harry C. Murphy, president 
of the Burlington. 

The Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern have equal ownership of 97.18 per 
cent of the common stock of the Burl- 
ington and they jointly own the Spo- 
kane, Portland & Seattle. The Colorado 
& Southern and the Fort Worth & 
Denver railways, which are part of the 
Burlington system, are not involved in 
the plan. 

In addition to consent of shareholders, 
various aspects of the proposal would 
require approval by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


Statement by Presidents 


The railroad presidents, in their joint 
announcement, said: 

“Exchange of stock ownership as be- 
tween the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern would be on the basis of 
share for share, with Great Northern 
stock owners receiving, in addition, one- 
half share of 5% per cent, non-voting, 
preferred stock of $10 par value, for 
each share held. The preferred stock 
would be callable and have a mandatory 
sinking fund provision. Equitable pro- 
visions would be made for minority Burl- 
ington shareholders. 

“The new company’s management 
would be shared equally by Mr. Mac- 
farlane as chairman of the board, and 
Mr. Budd as president. Mr. Murphy 
would become vice-chairman of the 
board. The directorate would consist of 
members of the GN, NP and Burlington 
boards. Officers of all four railways 
would have management assignment in 
the new company. 

“Income tax aspects of the proposed 
preferred stock require approval by the 
Internal Revenue Service, and applica- 
tion for ruling will be progressed im- 
mediately. 

“Additional requirements include 
clearance of the proxy statement with 
the Securities and Exchange Commission, 
submission of the plan to shareholders, 
and application to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for authority to con- 
summate the plan. These steps already 
are being progressed, and we will move 
as fast as possible, and hope the plan 
will be ready for submission to share- 
holders by the end of this year 

“An independent study ” commauatad in 
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1957 by Wyer, Dick & Co., New Jersey 
railway consultant firm, showed the 

unification would produce 
eventual operating savings of about $40 
million a year, before taxes. The Wyer 
study now is being updated. 

“The Wyer organization’s exhaustive 
study conclusively indicates the unified 
operation would result in a railway sys- 
tem which would be more efficient, and 
provide even better services to the vast 
region to be served by the new system. 
The in properties would comprise 
a dynamic new transport system, and 
construction of new facilities at many 
points will further improve the physical 
plant we have planned.” 


Five-Year Changeover Seen 


The presidents said they anticipated 
that integration of the four lines would 
be a gradual procedure, requiring at least 
five years, and they said full detail of 
the operating plan would be presented 
in the application to the ICC. They 
continued: 

“It is expected that unification would 
not substantially affect present employes 
on the railways involved. In that the 
plan contemplates gradual integration of 
properites over a period of years, man- 
agement believes that natural turnover 
and retirements would make displace- 
ment of employes negligible. It was 
emphasized that federal statutes and la- 
bor agreements protect employes ad- 
versely affected by consolidations. 

“We hope that public support of the 
fine passenger trains, for which these 
companies have long been noted, will 
justify continuation of present services.” 

It was stated in the announcement 
that approval of the plan would bring 
into being a system of 24,597 miles of 
trackage in 17 states and in British 
Columbia and Manitoba. Gross opera- 
tive revenues of the roads involved was 
given as approximately $735.7 million in 
1959, with the net income being $704 
million. The roads involved employ 65,- 
032 persons. 


ATA Chooses Witt to Head 
Freight Claims Council 


Reginald C. G. Witt has been appointed 
executive secretary of the National 
Freight Claims Council of the American 
Trucking Associations, Inc. He had been 
acting executive secretary since April of 
1959. 

Mr. Witt, who will serve-as chief of 
the ATA’s freight claim section, has been 
in transportation 25 years. He joined the 
ATA in January of 1958 as assistant 
secretary of the claim council. 

Prior to that he had been with the 
Roanoke (Va.) Truck Depot, the Jacobs 
Transfer Co., Red Line, Inc., the Norfolk 
& Western Railway, Associated Trans- 
port, Inc., Shirks Motor Express and the 
southern division of the Rail Transfer 
Co. 

He is admitted to practice before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.

Merger of ACL-Seaboard 
To Be Decided August 18 


By Vote of Stockholders 


W. Thomas Rice, president of the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, who 
recently announced a merger agree- 
ment with the Seaboard Air Line 
Railroad (T.W., May 28, p. 37), has 
made known that the stockholders 
of the two railroads will vote on the 
proposal August 18. He has also ex- 
pressed the hope that the merger ap- 
plication can be filed with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on 
August 19. 


Mr. Rice discussed the proposed merger 
at a special meeting July 14 of the At-

lanta Chamber of Commerce, which was 
attended by almost 400 business leaders 
and guests. 


Merger Factors 


Ed Forio, president of the chamber 
and master of ceremonies, said in in- 
troductory remarks that Mr. Rice and 
the president of the SAL, John W. Smith. 
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Referring to hearings by the Senate 
interstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee in the winter of 1958, Mr. Rice 
said the committee stated in a summa- 
tion of its report: 

“The railroads of America should at- 
tempt to help themselves by mergers and 
consolidations wherever there are dupli- 
cations of facilities and services.” 

Mr. Rice said that shortly afterward, 
he and Mr. Smith, in conversation at a 
luncheon, discussed the possibility of 
bringing their roads together. He said 
it was remarked, “Why don’t we put these 
two properties together and do away with 
all that waste?” 


“The more we thought about it, the 
more sense it made,” Mr. Rice said. 


Engineering Study Made 

Subsequently, Mr. Rice said, the idea 
was placed before their boards of direc- 
tors with the request for authority to 
employ engineering consultants to study 
the conditions in detail. The second 
step came when the study was accom- 
plished and it was found that such a 
merger would be feasible, said Mr. Rice. 

“We're helping ourselves and not ask- 
ing for subsidy or any handout of public 
funds,” he asserted. “We are thoroughly 
convinced that our railroads operating 
under the private enterprise system are 
a definite part of our way of life... . 
The day the American railroads are no 
longer privately owned and operated will 
be the day we could well say ‘we have 
come to the port of no return.’ Private 
enterprise built this nation.” 

Mr. Rice said he and Mr. Smith be- 
lieved that one way to avoid the “catas- 
trophe” of nationalized railroad opera- 
tion was to eliminate duplications and 
waste which tended to cut profitable op- 
erations beyond the point of solution. 

Mr. Rice said, however, that he did 
not condemn other modes of transporta- 
tion which had appeared on the Ameri- 
can scene. 

“They, also, are a part of our way of 
life,” he said. 


Brochure Discussed 


The ACL executive then referred to 
a brochure prepared by the two rail- 
roads outlining such information as 
total expenditures by the federal govern- 
ment for highways between 1955 and 
1959 and expenditures by all govern- 
ments for highways in the same period. 


He said charts in the brochure showed 
@ map of the six states in which the two 
railroads operated, along with the dupli- 
cations of routings, and the motor car- 
rier service available to shippers in the 
six states. Outlined by the charts, also, 
were figures on total federal expenditures 
for airways and waterways. 


Other charts, said Mr. Rice, illustrated 
a decline of rail freight movements of 
fresh fruits and vegetables; a rise in 
pipeline traffic, and a rise in total ton- 
miles of intercity freight. Mr. Rice said 
that along with a drop in ton-miles of 
intercity freight, passenger travel also 
had gone steadily down since 1948. 


Costs Compared 


Mr. Rice continued: 

“In the meantime, what has happened 
to our costs of operation? A railroad em- 
ploye is not under Social Security, but 
under railroad retirement. Chart 13 
shows railroad retirement cost per em- 
ploye as compared with Social Security 
cost per employe. Chart 14 indicates rate 
of increase in railroad cost of wages, 
materials and supplies as against the de-

“The ceiling is unlimited as to the 
benefits to be derived from the merger. 
You can dream all day about it. Doing 
away with properties — terminals, etc. 
After consolidation had been in effect 
five years, 4,000 jobs would no longer be 
needed. By that time we could prepare 
together how the employes would be 
treated. There will be more people lost in 
that time than there will be jobs abol- 
ished. On certain commodities rates will 
be reduced .. . Car supply will be much 
better at local points on each company’s 
line. 

“The engineering report showed where 
$38 million a year will be saved 

“Railroads are not the monopoly they 
once were. We have looked the case 
straight in the face. We are attempting 
to solve our own problems by doing 
something in the public interest that 
will keep us strong and healthy. Rail- 
roads still perform an essential service. 
We want to grow with the southeast 
and to run an efficient transportation 
service. There is nothing more basic. . 
than anyone trying to support them- 
selves. 

“We ask your consideration. . . .This 
is a case where two companies have been 
operating where there is only one job 
to be done—that’s what we're asking 
you gentlemen to think about... .”

Transportation Bills Signed, 
Funds Okayed by President 


Several measures having to do with 
transportation, including funds for regu- 
latory agencies, have been signed into 
law by the President since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 

They are: 

H.R, 11776, the independent officers 
appropriation bill for the fiscal year 
which started July 1. It makes $20,138,- 
500 available for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and also provides 
funds for the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
the Federal Aviation Agency and the 
Transportation and Public Utilities Serv- 
ice of the General Services Administra- 
tion (T.W., July 9, p. 42). 

H.R. 12570, which amends the career 
compensation act providing that no 
transportation of household effects for 
@ member of the armed forces may be 
made by a commercial air carrier if 
that mode would result in greater over- 
all costs than would such haulage by 
another mode (T.W., July 2, p. 53). 

S. 1509, providing “grandfather” rights 
for: (1) Certain motor carriers and 
freight forwarders operating in inter- 
state and foreign commerce within 
Alaska and between Alaska and the 
other states; (2) certain freight for- 
warders operating in interstate and 
foreign commerce within Hawaii and be- 
tween Hawaii and the other states, and 
(3) certain water carriers operating 
within Alaska (T.W., July 2, p. 46). 


H.R. 4049, extending the authority of 
the commercial airlines to grant free 


or reduced-rate transportation to cer- 
tain additional persons (T.W., April 16, 
p. 78). 

H.R. 11135, establishing a federal 
agency in the District of Columbia to 
be called the National Capital Trans- 
portation Agency to prepare a transit 
development program for the metro- 
politan Washington area (T.W., July 9, 
p. 41). 
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H.R. 3900, permitting the use of for- 
eign-built hydrofoil vessels in the coast- 
wise trade of Puerto Rico. 


H.R. 10495, authorizing expenditures 
for highway construction in fiscal years 
1962 and 1963 (T.W., July 9, p. 46). 


TTMA Urges ICC Set Up Industry Advisory 
Committee on New Equipment Regulations 


Establishment of Liaison Committee Asked in Resolution Adopted 
By Truck-Trailer Manufacturers in Annual Summer Meeting. Repeal 
Of Pennsylvania’s 35-foot Single Vehicle Limitation Also Sought. 


Resolutions urging the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to establish 
an “industry advisory committee” to 
maintain liaison with truck-trailer 
operators and manufacturers for the 
purpose of advising the ICC on new 
equipment regulations and calling on 
the Pennsylvania legislature to re- 
peal that state’s 35-foot single ve- 
hicle length limitation were adopted 
at the twelfth annual summer meet- 
ing, July 10-13, of the Truck-Trailer 
Manufacturers Association, Inc., in 
the Homestead hotel, Hot Springs, 
Va. 

A highlight of the meeting program 
was a panel discussion of requirements 
for complete interchangeability between 
highway, rail, water, and air carriers. 

Closer Liaison Needed 


The TTMA’s board, in approving the 
resolution for establishment by the Com- 
mission of an “industry advisory com- 
mittee,” said the action would be “a 
proper legal means of achieving close 
and effective liaison with motor vehicle 
operators and truck and truck-trailer 
manufacturers,” adding: 


“The purpose of the proposed com- 


mittee would be to assist the regulatory 
agency in keeping fully abreast of tech- 
nical aspects of proposed new truck con- 
trol regulations.” 

Terming Pennsylvania’s single vehicle 
length limit of 35 feet as “a restriction 
on transportation progress,” the direc- 
tors asked the state legislature in the 
resolution to repeal the length limit on 
semitrailers, as such, and to apply only 
the present over-all 50-foot tractor- 
semitrailer combination length limit. 


It was stated that Pennsylvania, like 
many other states, presently allowed an 
over-all combination length of 50 feet 
but, unlike the others, did not allow a 
40-foot semitrailer with the combination. 


Outlook on Containers 


The container panel discussion brought 
together representatives of the four ma- 
jor forms of transportation. In dis- 
cussions on the subject, “The Outlook 
for Containerization,” it was stated that 
while container standardization was ad- 
vocated, delegates to the meeting were 
in agreement that “the most efficient 
container is the conventional truck- 
trailer.” 

It was conceded by the delegates also 
that containers offered important cost 
savings in many applications, such as 
in overseas shipment where container- 
ship turn-around-time was “one-eighth”

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of that required in conventional break- 
bulk operations. The use of containers, 
instead of piggyback trailers on flat cars, 
it was stated, also solved clearance prob- 
lems arising out of low bridges or tun- 
nels. 

“The only advantage claimed for con- 
tainers for highway-type operations,” it 
was stated, “occurs when the container 
can be integrated into the assembly line 
and, thus, significantly, reduce handling 
costs.” 


Panel Participants 


Serving as panelists were Fred S. Neu- 
mann, chairman of the TTMA’s contain- 
er conference; Hugh W. Foster, manager 
of marketing services of Pullman-Stand- 
ard Car Co.; Keith W. Tantlinger, vice- 
president—manufacturing and engineer- 
ing of the Fruehauf Trailer Co.; John B. 
Hulse, TTMA managing director, who 
served as moderator; Francis G. Ebel, 
chairman of the Maritime Administra- 
tion committee on standardization of 
van container dimensions; Eugene Ryan, 
president of the Rail-Trailer Co. and 
S. A. LaMar, project director for the 
Douglas Aircraft Co. 

While the discussions on containeriza- 
tion brought forth the consensus that 
conventional truck-trailer operations 
were generally “still more efficient and 
economical than container-unit han- 
dling,” several projects reported on 
showed that containerization was being 
given increasing study for many kinds 
of freight handling. 

Among developments in the field of 
containerization, the speakers called 
attention to the following: 


In steamship operations, it was stated, 
at least nine large steamship lines were 
currently installing containerization, or 
were planning to work containerization 
into their operations. Studies reported to 
the group showed that ships served with 
containerized cargo could be loaded eight 
times as fast as bottom loaded by con- 
ventional means. Also, it was asserted, 
turn-around-time in port was sharply 
reduced and cargo damage and pilferage 
minimized } 


In aircraft cargo transport, it was 
reported that present charges for a typi- 
cal carrier averaged 21 cents per ton- 
mile, giving the air freight industry 
over-all and annual potential business 
at present of 1.5 billion ton-miles. The 
air freight field, it was revealed, present- 
ly was striving to perfect methods and 
equipment to make possible a 15-cent 
ton-mile rate; this assertedly would give 
promise of a 2.5 billion ton-mile annual 
business. The eventual goal would be 
@ 10-cent per ton-mile rate, which might 
add up to a 5%-to-7 billion ton-mile 
annual volume; it was stated. 


trailers could earn $26,000 a year, it was 
reported. The truck-rail operation under 
piggyback traveled an average of 192 
miles a day, and the trailer carrying 
containers in this kind of service would 
be unloaded 105 times annually, the 
study showed. 


Among the featured speakers at the 
sessions were Clarence S. Decker, presi- 
dent of the Private Truck Council of 
America, Inc., and general traffic man- 
ager of the Borden Co.; Ellis L. Arm- 
strong, commissioner of the U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads; John Immer, presi- 
dent of Work Saving International; 
James H. Dugg, of Davies Richberg, 
Tydings, Landa & Duff, and former 
senator and governor of Pennsylvania, 
and J. Lewis Powell, lecturer. 


Mr. Decker told the 370 delegates at 
the meeting that private motor carriers 
who transported their own merchandise 
in their own trucks and truck-trailers 
had an abiding interest in highway 
safety. 


Safe Trailers Desired 


“One of the important features de- 
sired in trailers is safety, reliable 
brakes, and signal devices,” he said. “We 
want our trailers as light as is practical 
and the least maintenance effort re- 
quired, the better we like it. But in those 
things our desires do not differ from 
yours.” He also offered the group a 
number of equipment suggestions. 

Elsewhere in his talk, Mr. Decker said: 


“While the Private Truck Council of 
America has a deep-seated interest in 
safety and is proud of the fact that its 
members have exceptionally good records 
in highway safety, it is opposed to the 
Commission’s proposal that private truck 
operators be required to keep safety or 
accident records in accord with the Com- 
mission’s concept, and an attempt to 
answer the question, ‘What will such 
records do to enhance highway safety?’ 
shows, I think, that the Council’s posi- 
tion is sound. In the first place the reg- 


cords now kept by most private truck 
operators. 
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passed on. We hear much these days, 
particularly from the transportation in- 
dustry, of too much or over regulation. 
The council has a policy on regulation 
which states: 


Federal and state governments 
should foster the full development 
of highway transportation subject 
only to the minimum regulation 
necessary in the interest of public 
safety, the national economy and 
defense. 


“That policy is wholly unselfish, It 
stands for the full development of high- 
way transportation generally, be it by 
bus, common carrier, contract carrier, 
exempt carrier, private automobile or 
private truck. It also stands for a min- 
imum of regulation over that same trans- 
portation. The council may be whistling- 
in-the-dark on the latter for it seems 
that regulation to any degree leads to 
more regulation, not less. There are 
probably several reasons for this, among 
them being a sincere belief on the part 
of the regulatory agency that additional 
regulation would permit the accomplish- 
ment of good in the public interest 
though I fear that they seldom look 
beyond their own areas to determine the 
effect of added regulation on those over 
which it is exercised and upon those 
who purchase the regulated services. 
Over regulation is not in the public 
interest and carried far enough it can 
destroy those who are regulated as well 
as those who regulate. I am sometimes 
sufficiently cynical to toy with the 
thought that some agencies reach for 
greater regulatory power as a means 
of becoming bigger, more important and 
more powerful. inherent human 
hunger for power is a strong and often 
insidious thing. 


“Before leaving this phase of my talk 
I have an irresistible urge to mention 
that two or three years ago much was 
said about ‘pseudo private carriage,’ 
meaning feigned or fake private truck 
operation, or ‘buy-and-sell’ or ‘unlawful 
private carriage.’ Whether by design or 
accident the propaganda and news re- 
leases dealing with those matters were 
slanted toward the private truck oper- 
ator and inferred that more strict regu- 
lation of private truck operators was 
needed to stop those abuses. I admit 
that such abuses existed and I imagine 
that some still exist. I also admit that 
the council opposed any revision of the 
act as it applied to private truck oper- 
ators on the grounds that the acts com- 
plained of were unlawful under the 
statute as it then existed, that they 
would not be more unlawful if the act 
were amended nor would amendment 
ease the path of enforcement. We were 
fearful that any amendment, no matter 
how slight, would destroy the results 
previously mentioned as hard won deci- 
sions in the courts and before the Com- 
mission. The act was amended. The 
Commission stepped up its enforcement 
and has penalized several. But why were 
they penalized. They were found to be 
unlawfully engaged in the business of 
transportation, not as ‘private carriers’ 
but as common or contract carriers. The 
council is more than pleased that the 
enforcement has been more frequent and 
effective and we hope the efforts will 
continue. The act applies to a great 
number of people and apparently the 
highway for-hire transportation industry 
is an attractive field, particularly for 
some who do not hold operating author- 
ity and who apparently prefer to oper- 
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ate outside of the law. I submit that, 
regardless of what they attempt to be, 
they are not private truck operators. 
Criticism directed to them as ‘private 
carriers’ or as ‘private carriage’ is an 
injustice to private truck operators... .” 


Truck Innovations Expected 


Commissioner Armstrong, of the Bur- 
eau of Public Roads, told the group 
that the growth of “superhighways” 
and the growth of highway freight traf- 
fic would probably “bring about in- 
novations in truck-trailer combinations 
other than the 100-foot double-bottom 
development.” 


He said the popularity of piggyback 
operation was bringing about an “inte- 
gration of the country’s total transporta- 
tion facilities.” Late figures, he said, in- 
dicated that “between 11,000 and 12,000 
piggyback cars are loaded weekly; this 
means a weekly total of about 20,000 
semitrailers, as many of the cars carry 
two.” He continued: 

“Piggyback probably relieves some of 
the pressure on the Bureau of Public 
Roads and the state highway depart- 
ments, but there is plenty of pressure 
i PS 

Mr. Armstrong said that of the 41,000- 
mile interstate highway system, about 
9,000 miles were already open to traffic, 
including about 2,200 miles of toll facili- 
ties incorporated in the system in ac- 
cordance with the law. 

“Besides the interstate mileage open 
to traffic,’ he added, “construction is 
now under way on more than 4,500 miles, 


and engineering design and right-of- 
way acquisition is in progress on an- 
other 10,000.” Thus, said Mr. Armstrong, 
“substantial work of some sort has been 
done on about 23,500 miles, well above 
half of the 41,000 total... .” 

Approximately 100 engineers and rep- 
resentatives of truck-trailer, tractor and 
operating firms took part in an all-day 
engineering session at the meeting. 
Numerous subjects bearing on design 
and manufacture of truck-trailers and 
the equipment needs of motor carrier 
operators were discussed. 

It was reported that “substantial en- 
gineering progress” was being made to- 
ward a standardization program for 
trailer landing gears, with the objective 
of doing away with what was described 
as a multiplicity of different specifica- 
tions of various manufacturers to make 
landing gears available that would be 
compatible with all makes of trailers. 


Interstate System Buys 
Some Rights of Midwest 


Acquisition by the Interstate System, 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., of the inter- 
state and Michigan intrastate rights of 
Midwest Transit Lines, Inc., Benton Har- 
bor, Mich., on July 16, has been an- 
nounced by L. D. Rahilly, president of 
Interstate. 

Mr. Rahilly said the purchase price 
was $90,000 and that the acquired inter- 
state authority encompassed services to 
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and from all points in Berrien, Cass, and 
Van Buren counties, Mich. These points 
would be served from the IS’s Benton 
Harbor terminal. 

He added that the intrastate authority 
included regular route operations over 
practically every highway within the 
same three counties. Mr. Rahilly said 
the major Michigan cities within the 
area included Benton Harbor, St. Joseph, 
Buchanan, and Niles. 


Rail Traffic Officials Meet 


On Freight Rate Increases

Eastern, western and southern railway 
traffic officials met July 20 in Chicago to 
discuss freight rate increases desired by 
the eastern roads. They recessed the same 
day until some time in August to permit 
carrier officials in each territory to weigh 
the increased proposals. 

The eastern roads are seeking increases 
to offset advancing labor costs and “plug 
up areas that are deficit,” according to 
E. V. Hill, chairman of the Traffic Execu- 
tive Association—Eastern Railroads. He 
said a list of likely “candidates” for 
increases would include fruit and vege- 
tables, pulpwood, sewer pipe, crushed 
stone, scrap rubber, coal and coke, cin- 
ders, logs, hay and watermelons, plus

“There is certainly no disagreement on 
the part of any of the railroads 
that we need more money, but the prob- 
lem is how to get it,” Mr. Hill said.

Knudson Urges United Effort 
By Small Shippers; MAC to 
Stop Rate Proposal ‘Ads’ 


To meet the competition of guar- 
anteed rate making, small shippers 
may have to unite in some type of 
cooperative transportation, either 
public or private, and small carriers 
may have to band together in pro- 
posing their own guaranteed rates, 
in the opinion of James K. Knudson, 
a former member of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


Mr. Knudson made his observations 
in a talk at the annual membership 
meeting of the Middle Atlantic Confer- 
ence, held July 11 through 13 in Galen 
Hall, Wernersville, Pa. The meeting also 
had as highlights a talk by Harry Werks- 
man, owner and president of Helm’s 
Express, Inc., and the presentation to 
the members of the annual report of the 
conference staff. 


Change in Advertising 

In the report, it was said that the con- 

pacge tons had decided to amend its section 

5a agreement to eliminate the advertis- 
ing of rate proposals in the Trafic 
Bulletin and in Transport Topics “in an 
effort to accelerate needed rate changes.” 
It was said application would be filed 
for this soon with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Mr. Knudson got into his discussion of 
guaranteed rates by noting that the pro- 
cedure had found its way into this 
country from Canada, and he said he 
considered the rates as experiments 
“which are or ought to be found outside 
of the law.” 

“Whether they are outside of the law 
or not,” he said, “this much is certain: 
They are , if by any chance 
they should be approved by the ong 
state Commerce Commission, going to 
have a far-reaching if not a revolutionary 
effect upon the whole rate structure. 

“Taken together with other rate, weight 
and bait experiments of the railroads, 
such as multiple-car rates, volume rates 
for forwarders and the various kinds 
of piggyback rates that are now coming 
into effect, it looks as though the eco- 
nomic revolution in transportation is not 
coming—it is here. 

“The Commission is pushing this rate 
revolution along its merry way with 


Mr. Knudson said that recently the 
ICC had been placing extra emphasis 
on the cost-of-service factor, which he 
said placed a great burden on the pro- 
ponent and protestant of the rate, and 
he continued by saying: 

“Costs have almost everything to do 
with the making of rates under these ex- 
periments in unorthodox rate making 
that I have mentioned, especially since 
section 5a of the act has been amended. 


“If, under section 15a(3) as amended, 
the railroads and for that matter other 
carriers are to have free managerial 
discretion to make any kind of a rate 
they want to, so long as they do not put 
a competitor out of business, and so 
long as the rates stay somewhere within 
a@ zone of reasonableness and provide a 
fair minimum of profit, then almost all 
rate-making considerations as we have 
known them to be but the cost factors 
are pretty well knocked into the prover- 
bial cocked hat. 

“Also, if freight forwarders and piggy- 
back operators can pile all kinds of 
traffic into a given container, car or 
trailer and can calculate some over-all 
rate that will apply to the diamonds as 
well as to the fertilizer in the load, and 
can solicit the traffic on a volume rate 
basis, with only costs in mind then what 
good are the other ancient and honor- 
able rate-making standards? Are we 
coming to the point in rate making 
where, as long as you don’t destroy your 
adversary and cover your costs, you're in 
the clear? 

“All of this poses a real problem for 
your conference in its rate-making activ- 
ities and it poses an even-greater 
problem for some of us practitioners 
who must assist in unsnarling the diffi- 
culties created. I supposed that one of

ICC Asks Hearing on Charge 
Of ‘Insubordination’ It 
Made at CSC Against Aide 


The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has asked the Civil Service 
Commission to set for hearing, “on 
reasonable notice,” charges it filed 
against Examiner Karl Stecher al- 
leging “insubordination,” and that 
the CSC grant the ICC’s motion to 
quash or revoke subpenas which 
had been served on 10 members of 
the ICC and on eight members of its 
staff. 


The motion to quash or revoke the 
subpenas issued in CSC docket No. l, 
In the Matter of Karl Stecher, was filed 
June 13 (T.W., June 25, p. 31). The ICC 
request that the motion be granted and 
the matter set for hearing was con- 
tained in its reply to an answer filed by 
Mr. Stecher to the June 13 motion (T.W., 
July 2, p. 40). 

The ICC asserted that its purpose in 
filing an answer to the respondent’s an- 
swer to the motion to quash or revoke the 
subpenas was “simply to point out (with- 
out waiving any of the grounds urged in 
support of our motion to quash or revoke 
subpenas) that the respondent’s sole 
justification for taking testimony by dep- 
osition is based upon fundamental 
errors of law.” 


Contentions of ICC 


The ICC then set out its arguments in 
support of that contention as follows: 


“At the outset, it may be noted that at 
page 3 of respondent’s Answer and Mo- 
tions to Dismiss and to Strike,’ ‘He fur- 
ther denies that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or any of its officers or em- 
ployes has any lawful authority in so- 
called personnel matters over him.’ This 
sweeping contention has already been 
rejected by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion in its recent reply to a petition filed 
with it by certain hearing examiners. 

“Respondent’s contention is refined in 
his ‘Answer to Motion to Quash or Re- 
voke Subpenas.’ Thus, at page 11, ‘As for 
the members of the ICC, these are the 
persons who must under the law, insti- 
tute a hearing examiner removal case,’ 
and, at page 10, ‘ICC may well be em- 
barrassed when its members and em- 
ployes are called upon to reveal what 
they know—and what they do not know 
—about the attempt to remove Hearing 
Examiner Stecher.’ 

“The charges against respondent were 
filed with the Civil Service Commission 
by the chairman of the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission who is the executive _ 


head of the Commission (24 FR 2506). 
As a matter of law, he is empowered to 
file such charges on behalf of the Com- 
mission. 


“Moreover, the issue before the Civil 
Service Commission will be, not the 
knowledge, opinion or belief of the mem- 
bers of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, i.e., their mental processes, but 
whether the charges against respondent 
are legally sufficient and supported by 
evidence. 

“We submit that our motion to quash 
or revoke subpenas should be granted, 
and that the case should be set for 
hearing, upon reasonable notice, on the 
charges filed with Civil Service Commis- 
sion. In the course of such hearing, the 
Commission’s hearing officer will be able 
to rule in orderly fashion upon the rele- 
vance of respondent’s various contentions 
and of the evidence which he would ad- 
duce to support them.”

Canadian Institute Makes 
Available Brochure Which 


Describes Study Courses 


The Canadian Institute of Traffic 
and Transportation has distributed 
a brochure entitled “Two Courses in 
Trafic and Transportation—Sylla- 
bus, 1960,” which describes the “cer- 
tificate course” and the “graduate 
course” the two steps in the pro- 
gram set up by the institute for the 
education of persons making a 
career of traffic and transportation. 


No provision has as yet been made by 
the institute for a course of study for the 
“certificate course.” Lecture courses 
were provided by the Canadian Indus- 
trial Traffic League at universities at 
Vancouver, Winnipeg and Montreal for 
those who could attend those universi- 
ties. At other places, candidates for the 
course formed their own study groups, 
and for the coming year it is anticipated 
that some traffic clubs will sponsor study 
activities. 

The institute has provided two vol- 
umes containing papers and lectures on 
27 subjects which form the subject mat- 
ter of the examination for the “certifi- 
cate couse.” Those volumes may be had 
from the institute’s office at a cost of 
$10. 

The first examinations under the “cer- 
tificate course” were held last May in 28 
centers. The next examinations will be 
held in May, 1961. 

Those who pass the “certificate course” 
become eligible to take the “graduate 
course,” which covers a period of three 
years and is set up as a correspondence 
course. Registration runs from August 1 
through September 1. Registration and 
tuition fees “per year of two subjects” 
are $125, to be paid on registration. That 
sum covers all but the cost of textbooks. 

Information concerning either course 
may be had by writing the General 
Manager, Canadian Institute of Traffic 
and Transportation, 20 Bloor Street West, 
Toronto 5, Ont. 

The brochure describing the courses 
has been mailed to those who took the 
examination in May and also to the more 
than 1,200 members of the CITL. 

The CITL reports that 495 candidates

cessful, and those who registered for the 
May examination (a total of 600 did so) 
but did not take the examination, may

Ralph Andreas to Manage 
Traffic After Revamping 
Of Standard of Indiana 


Plans for a corporate reorganiza- 
tion of the Standard Oil Co. (Indi- 
ana) which will divest it of operat- 
ing assets and vest its refining, 
transportation and marketing opera- 
tions and assets and those of its 
subsidiaries in a unified operating 
company to be known as the Ameri- 
can Oil Co., if they are consummated, 
will place traffic management in 
the unified company. 


Ralph L. Andreas, at present man- 
ager of the traffic department of Stand- 
ard Oil Co. (Indiana), will become man- 
ager of traffic of the American Oil Co. 
and will report to John E. Kasch, now a 
vice-president of American Oil, who will 
be general manager of supply and trans- 
portation of the unified company.

Two New Firms to Develop 
Freezing Units, Containers 
Used in Transporting Food 


(From Traffic World’s Los Angeles Bureau) 


Isbrandtsen Co., Inc., of New York 
City, and Idaho Maryland Industries, 
Inc., of Glendale, Calif., have an- 
nounced formation of two new com- 
panies to develop and distribute 
“Liquefreeze” food freezing units and 
shipping containers which they de- 
scribe as having brought “revolution- 
ary capabilities to both the frozen 
food processing and transportation 
fields.” 


According to a joint announcement by 
Jakob Isbrandtsen, president of the Is- 
brandtsen Co., and George J. Morton, 
president of Idaho Maryland Industries, 
the new companies will be known as 
Liquefreeze Corp. of America and Lique- 
freeze International. 


These officials said that the “Lique- 
freeze” process using liquid nitrogen as 
the freezing agent, brought most pre- 
packaged foods down from cooking 
temperature to a completely frozen state 
below zero in less than five minutes, as 
compared with present freezing methods 
which, they said, normally required sev- 
eral hours to complete the same cycle. 


“In addition to the food freezing units,” 
the companies said, “the Liquefreeze 
Corp. of America and Liquefreeze Inter- 
national will also be engaged in the 
further development and distribution of 
‘Liquefreeze’ frozen food shipping con- 
tainers which eliminate the need for 
mechanical refrigeration or icing in the 
transportation of frozen foods.” 


They said the containers were equipped 
with a liquid nitrogen distribution sys- 
tem that provided for introduction of 
liquid nitrogen into the container and 
reduced the temperature of the water of 
composition in the food to a point at 
which the refrigeration effect could be 
stored within the food itself. The offi-

“Thousands of tons of frozen foods 
have been transported abroad in ‘Lique- 
freeze’ containers during the past two 
years by both commercial and military 
shippers without a single shipment ar- 
riving above zero degrees. Overseas 
shipments up to 45 days have been made 
with ‘Liquefreeze’ containers. 


Frozen Vegetable Transport 


“Truck trailers and rail cars, using the 
‘Liquefreeze’ process for refrigeration, 
have also been used for cross-country 
shipments. Recently, 61,000 pounds of 
frozen vegetables were transported from 
California to New York in a rail car 
equipped with ‘Liquefreeze’ insulation 
and liquid nitrogen distribution system.

They added that the first unit, which 
required only 128 square feet of floor 
space, produced the same output as a 
typical food-freezing plant of 15,000 
square feet. 

They said that food, completely frozen 
under the new process in a few minutes, 
retained all the flavor elements which 
distinguished freshly cooked foods from 
those which must chill for hours before 
finally reaching a frozen state. Simi- 
larly, they added, the water content of 
the food did not evaporate and allow the 
product to become dry or flaky.

The industries partici- 
pating in the movement report that the 
charges under the pooling plan will place 
them on a better-than-competitive basis. 

“Reduced freight charges through use 
of pooling service are necessary to permit 
Twin City industries to participate in 
business from and to California. For 
that reason the Minneapolis Traffic As- 
sociation will assist all firms who de- 
sire to reduce their freight costs through 
participation in the plan.”

Milwaukee Road to Establish 
An Electronic Data Center 


To Speed Freight Accounting 


The Milwaukee Road has an- 
nounced plans to establish a re- 
gional data office with an electronic 
freight accounting system designed 
to expedite freight billing and re- 
lated services. 


The road said the office would be 
opened August 1 in Milwaukee. 

“The move is an important step in a 
larger plan involving the installation of 
an electronic data processing system to 
handle fact-gathering and analysis 
functions for the 10,600-mile railroads,” 
the Milwaukee said. “The establishment 
of regional data offices will simplify and 
improve rating and billing procedures, 
in addition to providing important data 
for the electronic data processing system 
when it is completed.” 

Starting in August, the Milwaukee said, 
freight bills for points in the Milwaukee 
area would be prepared in the new 
regional data office. The bills will be 
mailed or delivered to the shipper di- 
rectly from the office and the shipper 
will be asked to send his remittance to 
the office rather than to his local agent. 
The new office will be located at 201 
West Fowler street, Milwaukee. 

The new rating and billing system will 
apply to shippers now serviced by the 
railroad’s station agencies in Milwaukee 
and at 59 other Wisconsin points, 12 
Michigan points and two Illinois points. 
The Milwaukee said the new regional 
center would be one of several gathering 
point throughout the system from which 
accounting data will be transmitted by 
wire to the road’s computer center in 


the Milwaukee.

‘L.A.’ Traffic Consultant 
Tells of Impact of Freight 


Costs on Industrial Location 


(From Los Angeles Bureau of Traffic World) 


Every time an industry moved from 
one location to another in order to 
be closer to the consumer market the 
result generally was a compounding 
of the loss of revenue or traffic of the 
carriers, particularly the long-haul 
carriers, said A.E. Norrbom, transpor- 
tation consultant, in a speech July 12 
to members of the industrial devel- 
opment committee of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Norrbom is president of the West 
Coast Traffic Association, a consultant 
firm in the Los Angeles area, and assist- 
ant professor at Los Angeles State Col- 
lege. His subject was “Impact of Freight 
Costs of Industrial Location.” 

As an illustration of his assertion that 


speaker said: 

“When an eastern manufacturer moves 
to the south or the west the carriers 
formerly serving that industry have lost 
the traffic. It may then be said that the 


service carriers have lost the traffic—in 
whole or in part. 


“Many industries have moved away 
from cities to rural communities for 
various reasons — some because of the 
need for more land to expand their 
operations, others to secure savings in 
taxes, power or labor supply.”

“Plan 3 is in effect generally in the 
territory east of Chicago while Plan 4 
is operative west of Chicago,” Mr. Norr- 
bom stated. 

Important factors to be considered in 
the selection of sites for plants or in 
relocation of plants, he said, were as 
follows: (1) Freight rates on raw mate- 
rials into the selected site and cost of 
distribution from the site; (2) rates to 
and from competitive shipping points; 
(3) application of blanket or zone rates; 
(4) availability of multiple-carrier serv- 
ices, and (5) defined pickup and delivery 
areas.

Republic Carloading Head 
Urges Industry to Overcome 


its ‘Whiffle Bird’ Thinking 


Such practices in transportation as 
subsidies and the preservation of 
the classification in the rating of 
freight in containers have been de- 
plored by the president of the Re- 
public Carloading & Distributing Co. 
as akin to the thinking of the whiffle 
bird—“the bird that flies backward; 
he doesn’t care where he’s going; 
he’s only interested in where he’s 
been.” 


Rather than this, the Republic 
president, T. R. Bartels, says new 
technologies and concepts require new, 
clearer thinking, with each mode of 
transportation, under private owner- 
ship, having a rightful place in the over- 
all industry picture. 

Mr. Bartels expressed his views July 
14 in a talk in Atlanta to about 150 
persons attending a southeastern regional 
meeting of the National Defense Trans- 
portation Association. Starting first on 
the subject of subsidies, Mr. Bartels 
said: 

“Any artificial support, as a subsidy, 
is uneconomic. Some are not too obvious. 


Post Office Deficit 

“Did you realize that some of your 
tax money is needed to cover a deficit 
in the Post Office Department because 
rates are too low on classes of mail other 
than first class? Users of the service 
are not paying what they should for the 
service they are getting. That means that 
shippers who use parcel post extensively 
have a large part of their shipping bill 
paid by others, the general taxpayer, 
who may have no or very little interest 
in those movements. 

“In like manner, when the railroads 
continue to underwrite the never-ending, 
heavy losses of the Railway Express 
Agency the unjustly penalize all shippers, 
including the US. government and the 
freight forwarders, who use the rails ex- 
tensively. Let me explain how one who 
is @ heavy freight shipper on the rails 
and who uses express to only a limited 
extent is penalized when the railroads 
continue to underwrite express losses. 
Those losses, averaging yearly many mil- 
lions of dollars, are made up by the 
railroads out of their freight revenues. 

Passenger service certainly can’t con- 
tribute anything. Freight rates there- 
fore have to be high enough to cover all 
railroad costs as well as the express 
losses. If the railroads were not burd- 
ened with the heavy Railway Express 
losses, some reduction in their freight 
rates might be expected. We, the freight 
forwarders, are in the incredible position 
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of helping support the express company, 
a@ direct competitor, by paying higher 
railroad freight rates than might other- 
wise be necessary.” 

Mr. Bartels termed the present in 
transportation “the breakthrough from 
the old to the new,” with the new tech- 
nologies and concepts calling for new, 
clearer thinking. 


Need for Piggyback 

“The revival of containerization, in- 
cluding piggyback, a rather old method 
of moving freight, must at long last do 
the tremendously effective and efficient 
job that it can do if given but half 
a “chance,” he said. 

“Under a container and piggyback 
program rates based on the classification 
are outmoded. Unit rates are called for 
on containers and on piggyback trailers. 
The cube of the container classifies the 
freight according to density, the most 
important factor on which to base rates 
in modern transportation. 

“Insistence on preservation of the clas- 
sification in the rating of freight in con- 
tainers, stifled earlier container pro- 


grams. 

“That kind of whiffie bird thinking is 
not for modern age transportation. The 
whiffie bird is the bird that flies back- 
ward. He doesn’t care where he going; he 
only interested in where he’s been. 

“A unit rate, meaning a single rate 
on a container or a piggyback trailer, 
regardless of the commodity or the total 
weight loaded therein, means savings 
in overhead to the railroad. Rating and 
paper handling are these days expensive. 
Unit rates eliminate complicated rating 
of mixed loads, minimize key strokes 
in billing and eliminate balance due 
bills or overcharge claims. Such an ex- 
tremely simplified basis of rates will 
permit greater use of automation in rat- 
ing, billing and accounting in the car- 
rier field. 

& in that direction cannot 
long be denied. What man doesn’t 
change for the better, time will change 
for the worse.” 


‘Broadness of Purpose’ 


Also, he said that along with en- 
lightened thinking on rates must come 
broadness of purpose. 


“Many have talked about coordination 
of services and coordinated transporta- 
tion,” he said, “but only the freight for- 
warder has done and is doing something 
about it. The freight forwarder is not 
confined in its thinking by the limiting 
aspects of a single mode of transporta- 
tion. It has the broad view; it sees the 
various modes in their proper perspec- 
tive; the inherent strengths and weak- 
nesses of each. 

“The freight forwarder has always 
coordinated the services of the various 
modes, in spite of their intolerance of 
one another. The forwarder combines 
them into a carrier system that can pro- 
vide a better service than those same 
carriers can render individually on the 
same traffic from and to the same points 
and at rates that are usually competi- 
tive but ofttimes lower. 


“The freight forwarder appreciates 
each carrier’s place in the transporta- 
tion scene. Relatively friendly relations 
exist between the forwarder and the 
other carriers. For while the forwarder 
competes with almost all of the others, 





at the same time it is or can be a 


logical agency of transportation to make 
the fullest, most-efficient use of con- 
tainer or trailer on flat car service. This 
it is doing and will continue to do. 

“If the members of the transportation 
agencies and the policy 


have vision, this country’s over-all sys- 
tem of transportation can be strength- 
ened, streamlined and completely 
modernized. The animosity in opposing 
camps will disappear. No longer will one 
hope for the sight of the opposition cut 
up to suit him. A competitive spirit will 
prevail; but it will be on a friendly, not 
a bitter note. 

“Each carrier, under private owner- 
ship, leaning on no one, will take its 
proper place on the national scene, each 
important in its own right, performing in 
those areas where it performs best and 
all together giving the shipping public 
the modern, fast, efficient, economical 
service that it has every right to demand 
and expect. 

“The freight forwarder will loom large 
on that scene, where it will hold an in- 
creasingly important place serving the 


Presi transportation needs of this na- 
nm.”

Rails Urged to Aid Gov't 
In Survey on Depreciation 


Wayne Irwin, vice-president of the 
finance, accounting, taxation and valua- 
tion department of the Association of 
American Railroads, has urged rail ac- 
counting officers to cooperate with the 
Treasury Department in the survey it 
is conducting of business firms to obtain 
data on their practices and opinions on 
depreciation allowances for income tax 
purposes. 

The department has announced that 
from results of the survey it plans to 
get data from about 6,000 businesses 
representing a cross-section -of indus- 
try. 

Said Mr. Irwin: 


“We know that the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s questionnaire has gone to a 
limited number of railroad companies, 
but we do hot know to which ones, as 
this association did not participate in 
the selection of the recipients within 
the railroad industry. 


Furthermore, the Treasury Depart- 
ment does not wish to disclose to trade 
associations which of their members 
have been canvassed, as it is seeking 
the views of the individual companies 
rather than those that might be char- 
acterized as official industry views. 


“We take no exception to this ap- 
proach and urge your cooperation, as 
we think this survey by the Treasury is 
necessary before the Congress will give 
serious consideration to legislation pro- 
viding for a more realistic depreciation 
policy such as the AAR is advocating. 


“For example, the AAR has been ad- 
vocating on behalf of the railroad in- 
dustry legislation (H.R. 2172) that would 
establish lives of 20 years for depreciable 
carrier property other than rolling stock 
and 15 years for the latter. It also ad- 
vocates the construction reserve proposal 
and supports the reinvestment depre- 
ciation deduction principle.” 


Trucking, Warehousing 


Employment Outlook Bright 


Sixty-six per cent of the trucking and 
warehousing executives queried in an 
across-the-country employment outlook 
survey by Manpower, Inc., predict no 
change in their employment needs for 
the third quarter of 1960. A note of 
optimism, however, was sounded by 19 
per cent of the respondents who look 
for an increase in their employment 
needs. Six per cent anticipate a de- 
crease. The remainder had no opinion. 


Elmer L. Winter, president of Man- 
power, in releasing the survey results, 
said that on the national scene, of the 
more than 2,500 business leaders repre- 
senting all industries, 23 per cent looked 
for employment increases.

Trucker Assures Financiers 


Of Industry Improvements 


The trucking industry is meeting 
today’s competitive challenges with new 
tools and scientific processes to improve 
operating efficiency and curb costs, ac- 
cording to P. H. Small, vice-president— 
finance of Pacific Intermountain Ex- 
press, in a recent talk at New York City. 


“The major trucklines are a manage- 
ment challenge,” he told members of 
the New York Society of Security An- 
alysts. “They need and will use all the 
new tools as fast as they can be secured 
at prices that will let them pay off.” 


Mr. Small further emphasized that 
“trucking is more than a fleet of trucks 
and a bunch of drivers,” and instead 
“is a business that has to be carefully 
managed every day.” 

He maintained also that the indus- 
try’s growth warranted still more seri- 
ous consideration by investment circles. 
Aggregate market value of publicly 
traded trucking stocks was now about 
$325 million, he reported. 


“If they are all as active as P-I-E, 
where stock transfers have averaged 
10,000 shares a week over the last three 
months,” he said, “there seems to be 
enough activity to justify more inde- 
pendent analytical attention than they 
are getting.” 

Among the major industry “break- 
throughs” anticipated by Mr. Small was 
the development of a mechanized truck 
terminal in the not-too-distant future. 
Much of the actual freight handling 
would still rely on human brains and 
hands, he said he believed, but a sub- 
stantial amount could be mechanically 
directed and controlled. One possible 
adaptation to save time and costs, he 
said, was automatic reading of magnetic 
ink numbers from freight bills to de- 
termine what freight to take to the 
door of a particular trailer and in what 
order. 

Mr. Small also indicated that addi- 
tional savings had resulted from maxi- 
mum centralization of accounting; use 
of electronic data-processing equipment 
and thorough training of supervisory 
personnel in new procedures introduced 
by his company. 

Asserting that the railroads were mak- 
ing “a determined effort to retrieve 
truckload freight through rate cutting,” 
he said that P-I-E, because of its large 
LTL traffic, held a relatively favorable 
position in this respect. 

“Last year, 63 percent of our general 
freight revenue was derived from ship- 
ments under 10,000 pounds,” he said. 
“Our average shipment weighed 940 
pounds, compared to a general freight 
trucking average of 1,400 pounds.” 

The essential nature of the truck ter- 
minal to all modes of transportation also 
was underscored by Mr. Small. He said 
there was about $900 million worth of 
truck terminals in the nation owned 


back or express, by water, air or space- 
ship,” he said, “they have to be picked 
up from numbers of shippers, combined 
into line-haul loads and the inbound has 
to be broken out and sorted to delivery 
trucks, 


“No matter how the freight moves, if 
the shipments are smaller than line-haul 
loads, you have to have terminals. And 
the truck terminal with its pickup-de- 
livery fleet, parking area and shops is 
just as useful for piggyback LTL, or air 
freight, or containerized LTL shipments 
moving by any means as it is for high- 
way freight.”

An automated materials-handling sys- 
tem will be installed at the Norfolk 
(Va.) Naval Center under terms of a 
contract awarded to the Rapid Standard 
Co., Inc., Grand Rapids, Mich. 

The Navy announced the awarding of 
the contract July 14. It is for $506,065 
and calls for the installation of a 
materials-handling system to mechanize 
the issue of selected bin-stored supply 
items from warehouse picking to pack- 
ing points. Bin issue automation, the 
Navy said, had become practicable in 
the Navy supply system as a result of 
recent consolidation of bin stocks at 
major supply points and expanded use 
of the popularity storage concept.

Labor News 


Presidential Board Reports 
On Labor Disputes Between 


Santa Fe Coast Lines and BLE 


A Presidential emergency board 
appointed to inquire into a labor 
disagreement between the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers and 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Co.—Coast Lines has rec- 
ommended complete or partial with- 
drawal of 10 brotherhood proposals. 
Withdrawal of two of the proposals, 
the board said, would make possible 
a disposition of the other items. 


Those two proposals which the board 
said should be withdrawn as “wholly 
unjustifiable” for an arbitrary payment 
to engineers . operating locomotives 
equipped with a radio-telephone and a 
compensation guarantee for engineers 
on the “extra board.” The report was 
submitted to the President on July 15. 
The board was appointed February 12 
(T.W., Feb. 20, p. 39). 

The dispute between the carrier and 
the brotherhood concerns rules 
working conditions, changes in which had 
been held in abeyance under a three- 
year national moratorium which expired 
November 1, 1959. The BLE set a strike 
date of November 28, 1959, which was 
postponed while mediation was at- 
tempted. Another strike date was set 
for February 13 after mediation failed 
and the brotherhood rejected an offer of 
arbitration. The appointment of the 
board blocked that strike. Extension of 
time for the filing of the board’s report 
expired July 15. 

Background of Dispute 

In commenting on the background of 
the dispute, the board said: 

“The Coast Lines of the carrier extend 
west from Albuquerque and Belen, N.M., 
into Arizona and California and comprise 
about one-fourth of the Santa Fe system. 
The engineers have a separate agreement 
on the Coast Lines, and only that portion 
of the.system is involved here. 

“The issues in dispute originated in 
notices of July 2 and October 12, 1956, 
of requests to change or add to the 
agreement between the parties... .” 

The board recommended withdrawal 
of issues dealing with deadheading pay 
held from service rules, compensation for 
changing engines, compensation for be- 
ginning and ending of service, compen- 
sation for assigned engineers used in 
other service, compensation for final 
terminal delay, compensation for local 
or way-freight, the broadening of a pay 
differential now in effect, a guarantee 
for extra engineers, and compensation 
for radio-telephone usage. 


“We are aware of the fact,” the board 
said “that the real stumbling blocks to 
a negotiated settlement are the proposals 
of the organization [brotherhood] for 
an arbitrary payment to engineers op- 
erating locomotives equipped with a 
radio-telephone and a guarantee for 
engineers on the ‘extra board.’ We are 
also mindful that the carrier has offered, 
in an attempt to settle the dispute, more 
than we can justify on any reasonable 
or common-sense basis on some of the 
other issues. 

“Our investigation has led to a firm 
belief that, absent the radio-telephone 
and extra board guarantee proposals, 
the remaining items would be readily 
resolved on bases already discussed be- 
tween the parties or suggested herein. 
We have found those two proposals to 
be wholly unjustifiable. 


" that persistence in those 
unreasonable demands can only result 
in an interruption of vital transporta- 
tion service and that absent those de- 
mands such result can certainly be 
avoided, we are led to the following 
recommendations: 

“(1) That the organization withdraw 
forthwith its demands for an arbitrary 
payment to engineers operating locomo- 
tives equipped with a radio-telephone 
and for a guarantee to extra engineers. 

“(2) That the parties then meet and 
resolve the other issues by agreement.” 


Benefit Payments by RRB 
Reached New Peak in May 


Retirement and survivor benefits pay- 
ments under the railroad retirement act 
in May reached $80.4 million, the high- 
est amount paid in any month to date, 
according to the Railroad Retirement 
Board. 

The amount, an increase of $900,000 
over the April figure, the pre- 
vious high of $79.6 million paid in March, 
the RRB said, adding that retired em- 
ployes and their wives received $61.3 mil- 
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year benefit rights. Total payments were 
20 per cent below the April figure, with 
almost nine-tenths of the decrease re- 
sulting from a continuation of the sea- 
sonal decline in railroad unemployment. 

“Normal benefits totaling $9.1 million 
were paid to 80,000 persons for current 
unemployment and sickness, $15,000 
fewer than in April.” 


Operating Brotherhoods Ask 
Rail Committees to Resume 
Rules Talks on Sept. 7 


(From Chicago Bureau of Traffic World) 


Prior commitments would prevent 
a new start on work rules negotia- 
tions until September 7, the five rail- 
road operating brotherhoods wrote 
the carriers’ conference committees 
on July 14. They suggested Septem- 
ber 7 as the date for resumption of 
talks. 


The carriers had proposed talks for 
July 19 with the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen and 
for ‘August 2 with all five of the “ops”, 
after having rejected a proposal of the 
brotherhoods for a “wage structure study 
commission” on July 6 (T.W., July 9, 
p. 19; July 16, p. 44). 

The unions presented a united front 
in rejecting the proposal of the carriers 
for separate negotiations with the BLFE 
on a proposal to eliminate firemen from 
diesel yard and freight service. 

The letter setting the September 7 
date was sent by the chief executives of 
the five “op” unions. The Switchmen’s 
Union of North America had previously 
declined to enter work rules discussions 
until its wage dispute with 17 western 
carriers was settled, talks on which 
were scheduled for July 18 in Chicago. 
A presidential emergency board recom- 
mended a settlement basis on July 9 
which SUNA officials said was unsatis- 
factory (T.W., July 16, p. 55). 

A railroad spokesman said there would 
be no official comment on or response 
to the unions’ letter prior to July 19 
when the conference committees would 
gather for negotiations with the 11 non- 
operating union, starting July 20 (T.W.., 
July 16, p. 52). 

Explanation Requested 

The operating brotherhoods asserted 
that the carriers had given no expla- 
nation for their refusal to accept “the 
unions’ proposal for a wage structure 
commission,” and said they believed the 
industry, the patrons of the railroads, 
the employes and the public were en- 
titled to a “genuine written explanation 
of your rejection.” 

The text of the union’s letter follows: 


“This letter is in acknowledgement of 
your two letters of July 7, 1960, one ad- 
dressed to H. E. Gilbert and the others 
addressed to Messrs. Gilbert, Brown, 
Paddock, Kennedy and Spears, both of 
which relate to the letter of July 6 in 
whieh four of the organizations proposed

Ti letter of July 7, indicates very 
little, if any, further consideration was 
given to the organizations proposal, it 
gives no reason whatever for your sum- 
mary rejection.

Scope of Talks

However, we are agreeable to having our 
committees meet with the carriers’ com- 
mittees on September 7, or any other 
time, excepting the week of September 
18, for the purpose of considering the 
proposal referred to herein. In the mean- 
time, we will furnish you the names of 
our committee.

NLRB Study Group Proposes 


Reorganization of Rules 


A general reorganization of the rules 
and procedures of the National Labor 
Relations Board, with the avowed pur- 
pose of simplifying and streamlining 
operations of the agency, has been pro- 
posed by Joseph Alton Jenkins, a mem- 
ber of the board and chairman of a 
special committee to review the rules 
and procedures. 

He said the recommendations, now 
subject to study by all five members of 
the NLRB, would be the first over-all 
rules revision in the agency’s 25 years. 

Mr. Jenkins said that after a year- 
long study it was proposed to consolidate 
the separate regulations into a single 
“rules of practice” in order to help 
“simplify and streamline the operations 
of this agency, whose workload is greater 
than that of any other federal agency, 
administrative or judicial, charged with 
the making of judicial decisions.” 


“It was my purpose to make the rules 


plain, simple and concise,” Mr. Jenkins 
said, adding: 

“One of the outstanding changes sug- 
gested would lighten the burdens im- 
posed upon the five-member board in 
reviewing matters on appeal. The recom- 
mended revisions also would permit 
shortening hearings by recourse to pre- 
trial techniques that simplify the issues, 
and would facilitate voluntary settle- 
ments of unfair labor practice cases. 


“Shortly after creation of the NLRB 
in 1935 under the national labor rela- 
tions act, the board promulgated rules 
and regulations governing its procedure. 
These were amended in April, 1936, to 
incorporate minor changes, mainly of a 
clarifying nature. Upon passage of the 
Taft-Hartley act in 1947, which greatly 
amended the 1935 statute, the board 
modified its rules and issued a separate 
Statement of Procedure. At intervals 
there have been other minor revisions 
and the rules and procedures were ad- 
justed again to new legislation when the 
Landrum-Griffin act of 1959 was enacted. 

“The present proposal is entirely dif- 
ferent—a complete modernization of the 
rules, with our research and review go- 
ing all the way back to the first set of 
procedures.” 

Mr. Jenkins said this was the first 
time in the history of the NLRB that 
a board member had personally worked 
on revising the rules and procedures as 
chairman of a committee for that pur- 
pose. Other committee members were 
James V. Constantine, solicitor of the 
board, and the board’s executive secre- 
tary, first Frank M. Kleiler and now 
Ogden W. Fields. 


Court Grants TWU Right 
To Strike Against ‘Pennsy’ 


In Work Rules Dispute 


The USS. district court at Phila- 
delphia has ruled that the Transport 
Workers Union can legally conduct 
a strike against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad on the issue of work rules. 
The union had been barred by in- 
junction from striking on the issue 
of wages and other matters in medi- 
ation under the railway labor act. 

A ruling July 20 by Judge Francis L. 
Van Dusen of the Philadelphia court, 
gave the TWU permission to strike after 
12:01 a.m. July 25, but it limited the 
union to striking over work rules cur- 
rently in negotiation. A spokesman for 
the TWU told Trarric Wortp the union 
had a “gentleman’s agreement with the 
Pennsylvania” not to strike without 10 
days’ notice. The spokesman said un- 
ion leaders would probably meet July 
23 or 24 to fix a definite strike date. 

Michael J. Quill, president of the 
TWU, said July 8 that a strike had been 
called for “on or after July 25” (T.W., 
July 16, p. 54). He said the strike would 
involve about 25,000 car cleaners, oilers, 

mechanics, and other non- 
operating Pennsylvania employes rep- 
resentated by 46 TWU local unions. He 
said the union leadership had unani- 
mously rejected the recommendation of 
a Presidential emergency board ap- 
pointed May 20 (T.W., May 28, p. 56.) 
The appointment of that board blocked, 
for a 60-day period, a strike which had 
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' 
been set by the TWU for June 6 (T.W., 
May 21, p. 96). 

In May, TWU members took time off 
from their jobs to attend round-the- 
clock meetings of their local unions after 
the unions had certified all members as 
coramitteemen. The meetings resulted 
in localized work stoppages along the 
Pennsylvania system, and the carrier 
obtained an injunction barring a strike 
or the threat of a strike on matters still 
in mediation. 


Involved in the dispute are union de- 
mands for severance pay for workers 
who have been cut off, an agreement to 
prevent the contracting out of work and 
a work classification system concerning 
division of work among the various em- 
ployes represented by the TWU. The 
union has also asked a 35-cent-an-hour 
wage increase. 


Contract Compliance Effort 
Seen as Key to Labor Peace 
On New York's Waterfront 


The chairman of the New York 
Shipping Association, Inc., has de- 
clared lasting labor peace on the 
New York waterfront to be possible 
and he has called for increased ef- 
forts by the International Longshore- 
men’s Association to enforce con- 
tract compliance. 


Alexander P. Chopin, chairman of the 
NYSA, an organization which negotiates 
and administers labor contracts for 153 
United States and foreign-flag ocean 
carriers and contracting stevedores, said 
great gains had been made in recent 
years in reducing “quickie” strikes on 
New York’s piers. He made his comments 
in the association’s first annual report. 


Lasting Peace Possible 


“We have reached the point where we 
can go forward to the even-greater 
achievement of lasting waterfront peace, 
provided extra efforts are now made to 
arrive at peaceful labor dispute settle- 
ments,” he said. 

“However, the most sincere attempts 
of management to reach this goal will be 
of little avail without the full cooperation 
of the ILA leadership.” 

Mr. Chopin said there were some re- 
cent signs of deterioration in contract 
compliance. This was particularly true 
in what was called “unauthorized, spon- 
taneous action by the men” by union 
leaders claiming to have no control over 
such work stoppages, he said. 


“Enforcement of waterfront labor con- 
tracts,” Mr. Chopin said, “has proven to 
be our association’s best means of pro- 
moting the mutual respect, good will and 
economic welfare of both management 
and labor—all of which are necessary 
to successful labor relations. However, 
the industry cannot ignore the fact that 
internal union problems often impede 
contract compliance. The port continues 
to labor under difficulties imposed by 
sectional leaders who do not always 
agree with one another. 

“While management has no control 
over these dissentions, it is nevertheless 
often a victim of the internal turmoil. 
Only a strong centralized union leader- 
ship, with adequate disciplinary powers 
and policies to enforce contract compli-

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ance, can bring about lasting waterfront 
labor peace.” 


Vincent G. Barnett, NYSA president 
and chairman of the board of the Barber 
Steamship Lines, also commented on the 
waterfront labor situation in the report, 
saying: 

“Unquestionably, the outstanding 
achievement during last year’s negotia- 
tions was the conclusion and ratification 
of a contract with the ILA while the 
industry was under a Taft-Hartley law 
injunction. On four previous occasions 
when this law was invoked in a water- 
front dispute, the union again went on 
strike at the end of the 80-day bar- 
gaining period, causing additional heavy 
losses to steamship lines and shippers 
before a new contract was negotiated. 


“Our ability to resolve our difference 
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this time, when the nation was in the 
midst of a steel strike and labor unrest 
was widespread, is a matter of national 
significance.” 


The report explains the operations of 
the joint NYSA-ILA grievance machin- 
ery, established January 1, 1955, to pro- 
mote water-front labor peace, and notes 
that unauthorized work stoppages, which 
totaled 56 in 1953, had been reduced to 
an all-time low of nine in 1958 through 
management-union utilization of griev- 
ance machinery. The report said the 
slight rise to 11 walkouts in 1959 was 
not considered a trend reversal, since it 
was a contract negotiation year. 


The report also states that waterfront 
workers drew $143,835,273 in wages in 
1959, an increase of more than $10 mil- 
lion over the previous fiscal period pay- 
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roll. Payments by employers of dock la- 
bor for vacations, paid holidays, welfare 
and pensions amounted to more than $27 
million annually, the report said. 





ALPA Says It Is Ready to 
Proceed With ‘Boycott’ of 


Southern Airways’ Terminals 
(From Chicago Bureau of Traffic World) 


The Air Line Pilots Association, in 
a statement issued late July 14, said 
it was ready to proceed with a boy- 
cott of the terminals served by 
Southern Airways (a local southeast- 
ern carrier serving 47 communities, 
which has been struck by the ALPA 
since June 5), in the wake of an un- 
successful conference with the air- 
line on July 11 in Washington, D.C. 


The meeting had been requested by 
the National Mediation Board. 

The ALPA accused Southern of at- 
tempting to break the union by employ- 
ing non-union pilots, and announced 
July 6 it would ask ALPA crew members 
on 13 other airlines not to fly into ter- 
minals served by Southern. 


The company demand which blocked 
a settlement, according to the ALPA, 
was that the pilots employed after the 
strike started be retained with priority 
on the seniority list over ALPA members 
who had walked out. The airline also 
wants to reserve the right “to take ap- 
propriate disciplinary action, including 
ineligibility to return to work, in the 
case of pilots employed and working 
who have engaged in misconduct, van- 
dalism, assault, etc., during the strike.” 


‘Misconduct’ Denied 


C. N. Sayen, president of the ALPA, 
denied that any such misconduct had 
occurred, and added: 


“Obviously, this umreasonable con- 
dition of the company, generated solely 
by personal antagonism and animosity 
toward its regular pilots by the manage- 
ment of Southern Airways, is com- 
pletely unacceptable and firmly places 
the blame for continuance of the dis- 
pute and threatened disruption of air 
service to a large portion of the country 
upon Southern Airways.” 

Regarding the boycott, 
said: 

“Pilot representatives who would be 
involved in assisting the Southern Air- 
ways pilots against strike-breaking ac- 
tions of the company had pledged 100 
per cent support of the Southern pilots 
and authorized the association to im- 
plement observance of the Southern 
pilots’ picket line at the association’s 
discretion. 

“At the present time, several deadline 
dates are under consideration, but we 
feel we have an obligation in the public 
interest to explore all alternative pos- 
sibilities prior to acting with finality.” 

Mr. Sayen added, however, that pre- 
parations were complete enough so that 
“action. could be started almost imme- 
diate unless the company is willing 
similarly to consider the public interest.” 

He charged that “continuing efforts at 
strike-breaking and the desire of the 
company to pursue discriminatory and

pilots for exercising their legal rights 
under the law” were the only factors 
jeopardizing the public interest and 
blocking a settlement of the dipute. 


‘Untenable’ Conditions 


Mr. Sayen also said that, “in consider- 
ation of the public interest, the Southern 
pilots at recent. conferences with the 
NMB, have for all practical purposes, 
removed contractual items from the 
dispute by withdrawal of working con- 
dition rules which the company had 
found objectionable, even though such 
conditions are provided for the pilots of 
practically all other airlines.” 


“The company, however, made settle- 
ment of the dispute impossible by insis- 
tence upon untenable, unprecedented, 
and morally and legally improper con- 
ditions that strike-breaking pilots re- 
ceive complete seniority preference over 
the veteran pilots of the company, and 
that the company have the right to 
discipline any pilot involved in the 
strike for any reason it determined 
desirable,” he said. 


Mr. Sayen also charged that “the end 
effect of the company’s proposals would 
be to eliminate virtually all of the 
Southern pilots.” 


Statistics 


Rail Traffic Volume Down 
In March, Ton-Miles Rise 


Ton-miles of revenue freight handled 
by Class I steam railways, exclusive of 
switching and terminal companies, to- 
taled 50,209,978,000 in March, as against 
50,172,637,000 in March of 1959, accord- 
ing to a compilation (statement M-220) 
by the Commission’s Bureau of Trans- 
port Economics and Statistics. 


For the first three months of this year, 
the total was 144,378808,000, compared 
with 140,486,187,000 in the same quarter 
of 1959. 


Revenue tons carried in March 
amounted to 195,497,078, as against 197,- 
327,239 in March of last year. Freight 
revenue totaled $723,422,292 in March 
of this year as compared with $734,417,- 
547 in the same month of 1959. 

Revenue passengers carried totaled 29,- 
553,902 and passenger revenue totaled 
$52,215,680 in March as against compara- 
tive totals of 30,841,054 and $51,428,136 in 
March a year ago. 

Freight traffic averages for March, 
1960, compared with March, 1959, re- 
spectively, were given as follows: 

Miles a revenue-ton a road, 256.8 and 
254.3; revenue a ton-mile, 1.441 cents 
and 1.464 cents, and revenue a ton a 
road, $3.70 and $3.72. 

Revenue tons carried in the first three 
months this year totaled 559,436,867, as 
against 543,353,791 last year, and freight 


revenues rose to $2,049,905,451 from $2,- 


032,462,758. 

Revenue in the first three 
months of 1960 totaled 86,121,730 and 
Passenger revenues amounted to $158,- 
199,075, as against 89,751,557 and $158,- 
328,219, respectively, a year ago. Freight 
traffic averages for the first quarter of 
this year, compared with the same 
months of 1959, were shown as follows: 

Miles a revenue-ton a road, 258.1 and 
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258.6; revenue a ton-mile, 1.420 cents 
and 1.447 cents, and revenue a ton per 
road, $3.66 and $3.74. 


Intercity Truck Tonnage 


Intercity truck tonnage in the week 
ended July 9 was 17.7 per cent below the 
volume of the corresponding week of 
1959, the American Trucking Associations, 
Inc., reported. The volume, the ATA said, 
Was 22.1 per cent behind that of the 
previous week of this year. 


“The tonnage decreases,” said the ATA, 
“were largely due to the Independence 
Day holiday of Monday of the reported 
week of this year, as opposed to the pre- 
ceding Saturday of a year ago. The num- 
ber of terminals surveyed also indicated 
that the beginning of the vacation season 
for some shippers also cut into volume. 
The week-to-week decrease is in line with 
the seasonal decline experienced in pre- 
vious years for which comparable data 
are available.” 


IC Acts Annotated 


The Commission has issued No. 13 
and No. 14 of Volume IV in its series of 
“advance bulletins” which supplement 
its publication “Interstate Commerce 
Acts Annotated.” The bulletins are is- 
sued at frequent intervals in order to 
provide annotations covering legislation, 
regulations and court and ICC decisions 
as currently as possible, the Commission 
says. Volume 17 is the latest bound sup- 
plement to the basic publication, and 
may be ordered (title and Cat. No. IC 
1 act 5/2:17) from the Government 
Printing Office, Washington 25, D.C., for 
$3.25, payable by money order or check 
drawn to the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments. 


Truck Bill Clearings 


Transport Clearings, composed of 16 
regional offices which collect freight bills 
for the trucking industry reported that 
truck billings in the week ended July 8 
fell 20.6 per cent from the same week of 
1959. Total volume for the latest period 
was $13,729,641, compared with $17,358,- 
950 last year. The decline was attributed 
to the Independence Day holiday, mak- 
ing only four work days in the current 
period, as against five last year. 


Rail Financial Data 


Class I Railroads had total current 
assets of $3,058,929,517, including $484,- 
950,978 in cash and $1,105,577889 in 
temporary cash investments, at the end 
of April, as compared with total assets 
of $3,065,091,820, including $554,128,615 in 
cash and $1,044,761,659 in temporary 
cash investments, at the end of April, 
1959, according to a compilation of 
selected income and balance sheet items 
of those roads (statement M-125), made 
by the Commission’s Bureau of Trans- 
port Economics and Statistics. 

Current liabilities of these roads 
totaled $1,767,828,881 at the end of April, 
as compared with $1,698,242,915 at the 
end of April, 1959.

ICC Approves One of Two Rail Proposals 


To Arrest Decline in Texas Pipe Traffic 


Tariffs Providing Unloading and Racking of Carload Shipments 
Under Line-Haul Rates or Allowance to Consignee in Lieu Thereof, 
Disapproved. Deductions From Local Rates Beyond by Truck Upheld. 


The Commission, division 2, has 
disapproved railroad tariff provisions 
providing a car unloading and rack- 
ing service, or an allowance in lieu 
of the service, in connection with 
shipments of iron and steel oil pipe 
to the Permian Basin oil and gas 
area of Texas, but has approved 
tariff provisions providing deductions 
from rail carload rates on the same 
traffic to five destinations in Texas 
when transported by motor carrier 
beyond the switching limits of those 
points. 


The provisions for the allowance, the 
division said, were too indefinite to meet 
the requirements of the Commission’s 
rules for tariff publication. It said polic- 
ing arrangements should be provided to 
insure, before the allowance was made, 
that the unloading and racking service 
“has been or will be performed by the 
receiver or at its expense.” 


Both proposals were advanced by rail- 
roads serving the destination area as be- 
ing intended to arrest a decline in rail 
pipe traffic. Ruling on the proposal was 
made by the division in a report and 
order in I. and S. No. 7004, Allowance on 
Oil Pipe at Texas Destinations, embrac- 
ing I. and S. No. 7039, Pipe—From In- 
terstate Points to Texas. The schedules 
in I. and S. No. 7004 were found “viola- 
tive of section 6 of the act” and were 
ordered canceled on or before August 19, 
on not less than one day’s notice, and 
the proceeding discontinued. 


(The order appended to the report re- 
quired cancellation of the schedules in I. 
and S. No. 7039, The order was in error 
and a corrected order would be issued, 
a Commission spokesman said.] 


Specific Findings 

Specifically, the Commission found, in 
I. and S. No. 7004, not shown lawful 
schedules of rail carriers parties to tar- 
iff ICC No. 4203 of the Southwestern 
Freight Bureau proposing to establish in 
connection with rates on wrought iron or 
steel oil-country tubular goods and line 
pipe, in straight or mixed carloads, min- 
imum 70,000 from interstate 
origins to Fort Stockton, McCamey, Mid- 
land, Odessa, Rankin and Seagraves, 
Tex., tariff provisions providing (a) that 
such rates include unloading from the 
car and racking the pipe at facilities 


owned, leased or hired by the carriers, 
or (b) an allowance of 7.5 cents, based 
on actual weight, when the unloading 
and racking was performed by, or at the 
expense of, the consignee or owner. 

The schedules were filed to become ef- 
fective September 2, 1958, and later but 
on protest of the Amarillo and Lubbock, 
Tex., chambers of commerce, Waterways 
Freight Bureau, Specialized Motor Car- 
riers Association, Oilfield Haulers Con- 
ference of the American Trucking Asso- 
ciations, Inc., and Oil Field Haulers As- 
sociation, Inc., operation of the proposed 
schedules was suspended to and includ- 
ing April 1, 1959, after which they be- 
came effective. 

In I. and S. No. 7039, the Commission 
found lawful schedules of the same car- 
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riers, published in tariff ICC No. 4116 
of the SFB, proposing to establish, also, 
proportional rates on pipe, in straight or 
mixed carloads, minimum 70,000 pounds, 
from interstate origins to the same Texas 
points, except Ft. Stockton, applicable 
when the pipe moved beyond by motor 
carrier, either direct or following storage 
at the rail destinations, to points or 
places outside the switching limits of the 
rail destinations. The proposal provided, 
the division said, that when the distance 
handled by motor carrier was five miles 
or less, 10 cents a 100 pounds would be 
deducted from the local rates; 10 miles 
and over five miles, 11 cents; 20 miles 
and over 10 miles, 12 cents and over 20 
miles, 15 cents. 


Operation of Schedules 

The rates in I. and S. No. 7039 were 
filed to become effective October 22, 
1958, and to expire on April 22, 
1960, later extended to expire April 22, 
1961, the division said. On protest of the 
Amarillo and Lubbock chambers of com- 
merce, the Oil Field Haulers Association, 
Inc., and the Waterways Freight Bureau, 
operation of the schedules was suspended 
to and including May 21, after which 
they became effective. In explaning the 
operation of these schedules further, the 
division said: 


“The proposal provides that the pro- 
portional rates so determined will be 


protected when claims are filed with the 
destination carriers within 12 months 
from the date of the inbound freight 
bill showing the distance hauled by 
motor carrier, and supported by copies 
of the motor carrier freight bills and the 
original rail freight bills covering the 
inbound movement. The respondents 
contend that deducting the amounts 
shown from the inbound rail rates con- 
verts those rates into ‘cutback’ propor- 
tional rates.” 


The division said that the announced 
objective of the proposed provisions, in 
both cases, was to accord to the users 
of rail service lower transportation 
charges in shipping pipe to oilfield loca- 
tions than they incurred under the pre- 
sent rates, thereby enabling the respon- 
dents to meet the competition of barge- 
truck routes. 


“Evidence in support of the proposed 
provisions,” the division said, “was 
presented by The Texas & Pacific Rail- 
way Co., which serves Odessa and Mid- 
land, and by the Panhandle & Santa Fe 
Railway Co., which serves the four other 
Texas rail destinations named in the 
proposal. Those railroads will be herein- 
after called the respondents, or the Texas 
& Pacific and the Santa Fe, respectively. 
Evidence in opposition was offered on 
behalf of an association of common car- 
riers by barge; by certain barge lines 
operating between eastern points, where 
much of the pipe traffic originates, and 
Houston, Tex., where much of the barge 
movement terminates (the movement be- 
yond being by motor carrier); by an as- 
sociation of motor carriers of oilfield 
equipment; 9 conference of such car- 
riers; and by the two chambers of com- 
merce previously identified. 


“The destinations named in connection 
with the proposals are important rail 
distribution points for pipe. They are lo- 
cated in an oil and gas producing area 
known as the Permian Basin, which lies 
roughly between Big Spring, Tex., on the 
east, Pacos, Tex., on the west, Hobbs and 
Lovington, N.Mex., on the north, and 
McCamey and Rankin on the south. 
Odessa and Midland are in the heart of 
the Basin and are the most important 
distribution points here concerned.” 


Effect of Proposals 


The division said that the cumulative 
effect of the two proposals was to reduce 
the rail rates to the six Texas distribu- 
tion points by amounts ranging from 
7.5 cents to 225 cents, depending on 
whether the pipe received a subsequent 
truck haul beyond the switching limits 
of such points and on the length of 
haul, The respondents contended that 
the resulting rates were compensatory, 
the division said. 


Given consideration first to the un- 
loading and racking provisions, the divi- 
sion said that the protestants did not 
challenge the respondents’ contention 
that the resulting rates would be com- 
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pensatory. However, they maintained 
that no competitive necessity had been 
shown for the proposals and that, there- 
fore, the reductions in the rail rates 
resulting therefrom would constitute a 
wasteful and unnecessary dissipation of 
carrier revenues and a destructive com- 
petitive practice. 


The division said that prior to the 
publication of the proposed provisions 
the line-haul rates of the respondents 
never included the service of unloading 
and racking. 


“Under the proposed tariff provisions,” 
the division said, “the respondents have 
obligated themselves to perform the un- 
loading and racking service under their 
line-haul rates. 

“They have arranged by contract to 
have these services performed on their 
behalf by motor carriers at facilities 
which are, in some instances, leased by 
the respondents. We see nothing un- 
usual or unlawful in these contractual 
arrangements. Regardless of who per- 
forms the service for the respondents, 
the latter are obligated under the tariff 
to furnish the unloading and racking 
services to the consignee and thus the 
payment of a just and reasonable allow- 
ance where the consignee elects to per- 
form such services appears to be lawful. 
As stated, the rail receivers of pipe at 
Odessa and other distribution points in- 
cur expenses ranging from 7.5 to 12 
cents per 100 pounds for unloading rail 
cars and racking the pipe at storage 
yards. It thus appears that the 7.5 
cents which the respondents would al- 
low the consignees for performing this 
service is just and reasonable. 


Unjust Discrimination 


“The protestants claim also that both 
proposed provisions would be unjustly 
discriminatory in violation of section 2. 
In support of this contention, the barge 
protestants state that under the pro- 
posed unloading and racking allowance 
a shipper who accepts delivery at a 
team track and trucks the pipe to a 
private yard beyond the switching limits 
of the place where delivery is accepted, 
would receive no allowance for racking 
at his yard, where as another shipper 
who receives the carload of pipe at the 
same public team track and trucks it to 
his yard within the switching limits of 
the point of delivery, would receive a 
75-cent allowance. The rail service be- 
ing identical in both instances, the prot- 
estants argue that it would be unjustly 
discriminatory to charge the consignee 
whose yard is located within respond- 
ent’s switching limits a different charge 
than a consignee whose yard is located 
outside thereof. 

“Examination of the text of the pro- 
posed tariff provisions . . . does not sus- 
tain the protestants’ contention that the 
allowance would not be made where the 
consignee trucks the pipe to a yard be- 
yond the switching limits. The tariff 
item provides for the payment of the al- 
lowance by the destination carrier, upon 
information that the services have been 
or will be performed. The item itself 
does not restrict payment of the allow- 
ance only to situations where the serv- 
ices are performed within the switching 
limits. However, a witness for the re- 


granted only when the unloading and 


racking was done at a yard ‘within the 
station limits or station terminal area 
of Odessa.’ Even assuming that the al- 
lowances would be so restricted, in our 
view such a practice would not constitute 
unjust discrimination. Under the terms 
of the tariff item, the carrier would be 
obligated to perform unloading and rack- 
ing as part of the delivery service only 
at the destinations named, not at some 
point or points beyond the limits of those 
destinations. Thus, the service for which 
the allowance would be made, when 
furnished by the consignee, necessarily 
would have to be similarly limited, and 
no unjust descrimination would result 


» merely because the carrier withheld the 


allowance for a service performed out- 
side the scope of its common-carrier 
obligation. 


Vague and Ambiguous 

“There is merit, however, to the con- 
tention of the protestants that the pro- 
posed allowance provisions are vague 
and ambiguous, in violation of section 6. 
As stated, the proposed provisions under 
investigation in I. and S. No. 7004 pro- 
vide for payment of the 7.5-cent allow- 
ance upon the filing of claims with the 
destination carrier within six months 
from the date of the freight bill, or for 
the deduction of such allowance from the 
freight bill at the time of the payment 
‘when carrier’s agent is informed that 
the services have been or will be per- 
formed.’ These provisions are to in- 
definite to meet the requirements of our 
rules for tariff publication. Policing ar- 
rangements should be provided to assure, 
before the allowance is made, that the 
unloading and racking service has been 
or will be performed by the receiver or 
at its expense. In Drayage Absorptions 
by S W MR Co., 113 ICC 179, the Com- 
mission, in condemning the absorption of 
drayage charges, stated at page 182: 

The tariff provides no policing rules in- 
tended to insure that the allowances paid are 
correct. * * * We have repeatedly criticized 
policing arrangements which are dependent 
upon the agent’s knowledge or information 
received through investigation and have con- 
Sistently held that tariffs authorizing 
transit services and arrangements similar 
to those embraced in this p which 
do not contain clear and Maennite policing 
provisions to colection of the cor- 
rect charges are in violation of section 6. 

“The provisions here are similarly ob- 
jectionable for the same reasons, and ac- 
cordingly are violative of section 6.” 


Turning to the second proposal, the

division said that the Amarillo and Lub- 
bock chambers of commerce contended 
that the proposal, and also the unload- 
ing and racking allowance, were in effect 
rate reductions which would disrupt long- 
standing relations and advantages of 
geographical location enjoyed by these 
two points, and thus would prefer the 
points at which the proposed propor- 
tional rates and allowances would apply 
to the prejudice of Amarillo and Lubbock, 
to which the proposal would not apply. 

However, the division said that gen- 
eral declarations as to competition were 
unsupported by evidentiary facts, and a 
mere showing of a disparity in rates did 
not warrant a finding that the proposal 
would be unduly prejudicial or prefer- 
ential. 

As to a contention that the propor- 
tional rates were unjustly discriminatory, 
the division said that contrary to 
other decisions involving proportional 
rates that apply according to the mode 
of transport used for the subsequent de- 
livery, the instant proposal would re- 
sult in proportional rates varying with 
the ultimate destination of the traffic 
and that neither the Commission nor the 
courts had found such proportional rates 
to be unlawful by reasons of fact. 


Truck Haul Deductions 


As to an allegation that the propor- 
tional rates in I. and S. 7039 violated 
section 4 of the interstate commerce 
act, the division said that the through 
movements on which the proposed pro- 
portional rates were to apply would 
consist of rail movements to the desti- 
nations and a movement by motor car- 
rier beyond, and that “the fourth section 
has no application to through charges 
for rail-motor transportation.” 

“Finally,” the division said, “it is 
argued by the barge line protestants 
that the proposed provisions would cause 
a reduction in through charges over all- 
rail routes wholly unrelated to any com- 
petitive need, and thus that the proposals 
represent a wasteful and unnecessary 
dissipation of carrier revenue and con- 
stitute destructive competitive practices, 
in contravention of the national trans- 
portation policy. 


Findings 

“Section 15a(3) provides, in part, that 
the rates of a carrier shall not be held 
up to a particular level to protect the 
traffic of any other mode of transpor- 
tation, giving due consideration to the 
objectives of the national transportation 
policy. That policy, among other things, 
requires us to so administer the provi- 
sions of the act as ‘to promote safe, ade- 
quate, economical, and efficient service 
and foster sound economic conditions in 
transportation and among the several 
carriers, and to encourage the establish- 
ment and maintenance of reasonable 
charges for transportation services, with- 
out unjust discriminations, undue pref- 
erence or advantages, or unfair or de- 
structive competitive practices.’ There 
is no indication on this record that the 
lower all-rail charges resulting from the 
respondents’ proposed revisions would so 
reduce their revenues as to produce un- 
sound economic conditions among the 
several carriers or adversely affect the 
efficiency of their service. The car-mile 
revenue of the respondents under the 
proposals would substantially exceed the 
average car-mile revenue of each of the 
respondents on all traffic, and the pro- 
testants do not challenge the respond- 
ents’ contention that the resulting rates 
would be compensatory. The evidence 
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fails to show which is the low-cost mode 
of transportation on this commodity. The 
proposed schedules appear to be com- 
petitively necessary. In the circum- 
stances, the proposed provisions may not 
be condemned as unfair or destructive 
merely because they may divert traffic 
from another mode of transportation. 

“We find that the proposed allowances 
in I. and S. 7004 fail to embody adequate 
safeguards to insure the collection of the 
tariff charges, and thus are violative of 
section 6 of the act. 

“We further find that the proportional 
rates and the provisions applying in con- 
nection therewith proposed in I. and S. 
7039 are lawful.” 


Larger Los Angeles Free 
Pickup-Delivery Area 


Approved for Forwarders 


Schedules of certain freight for- 
warders proposing an enlargement 
of the Los Angeles area in which 
they provide free pickup and delivery 
service and collateral changes in 
their rates applicable between points 
in that area and points in Idaho, 
Montana, Oregon, Washington and 
British Columbia, Canada, have been 
approved by the Commission, divi- 
sion 3. 


The approval was given by a report 
and order in I. and S. No. 7222, Enlarge- 
ment of Los Angeles Pickup and Delivery 
Area. The schedules under investigation 
were found just and reasonable and the 
proceeding was discontinued. Filed to 
become effective August 1, 1959, opera- 
tion of the schedules was suspended to 
and including February 29 on protest of 
the Pacific Inland Tariff Bureau, Inc., 
and voluntarily postponed to and in- 
cluding August 1. 

The respondent forwarders were shown 
as Acme Fast Freight, Inc.; Coast Car- 
loading Co.; Globe Freight Service; In- 
ter State Express, Inc.; National Car- 
loading Corp.; Superior Fast Freight; 
Universal Carloading and Distributing 
Co., Inc., and United Freight, Inc. 


The division said that the primary 
purpose of the proposal was to accord the 
industries in the extended areas the 
benefit of forwarder service at the same 
rates as those of competitors in the 
present Los Angeles zone. 


Present Commercial Zone 


“The present free pickup and delivery 
area of the respondents in the Los 
‘Angeles commerical zone embraces an 
area roughly 14 by 16 miles, or about 
one-half of the 454-square mile area in- 
cluded in the corporate limits of the 
city in 1954,” the division said. 


“It includes,” division 3 said, “all or 
parts of the communities of Hollywood 
on the north, West Los Angeles, Culver 
City, and West Chester on the west, 
Lennox, Hawthorne, and Lynwood on 
the south, and Bell Gardens, East Los 
Angeles, and Belvedere Gardens on the 


east. 
Proposed Extended Limits 


“The respondent Coast Carloading 
proposes to extend the limits to embrace 
an area roughly 25 miles square, except 
for a narrow ‘pan handle’ projecting 
eastward, commencing about 2.5 miles 


north of Whittier, extending generally 
parallel with the Pomona freeway, and 
including the communities of Industry 
and Walnut. This extension of its pres- 
ent area, to include what is hereinafter 
referred to as zone A, would roughly 
project the present limits from 2 to 4 
miles on the south and west, about 4 
to 8 miles on the east (about 20 miles in- 
cluding the Industry pan handle) and 
about 6 to 10 miles on the north. Zone 
A would include all or parts of the fol- 
lowing communities: On the north, 
Pasadena, Glendale, Burbank, and Van 
Nuys; on the west, Sherman Oaks, Santa 
Monica, Venice, Playa Del Rey, and El 
Segundo; on the south, Lawndale, Gar- 
dena, and Paramount, thus extending 
the southern limits to coincide with 
those of the Los Angeles commercial 
zone; and on the east, Santa Fe Springs, 
Whittier, the pan handle area, El Monte, 
Rosemead, San Gabriel, Alhambra, and 
South Pasadena. 

“The other respondents propose the 
same limits as Coast Carloadings on the 
south and east, but on the west they 
would extend them about 5 to 10 miles 
farther, to include the area northwest 
of Santa Monica and the San Fernando 
Valley, and on the north to the San 
Gabriel mountain range, including San 
Fernando, Altadena, Sierra Madre, and 
Monrovia. For example, it would include 
an area north of the northern corporate 
limits of Los Angeles within 3 miles, 
northwest, north, and northeast of the 
northwestern and northeastern corporate 
limits of San Fernando. This area, out- 
side the limits of zone ‘A, is hereinafter 
referred to as zone B. 


Proposed Rates 

“The present rates from points in 
zone A, including Santa Fe Springs, 
generally refiect arbitraries over the Los 
Angeles rates. For example, from Santa 
Fe Springs to Seattle, Wash., the rates 
on classes 1 to 4 are 589, 507, 431, and 
374 cents, or higher by 93, 68, 64, and 
50 cents, respectively, than the Los 
Angeles rates. Under the respondents’ 
proposal, the latter rates would apply 
from Santa Fe Springs. 

“When commodity rates apply from 
Los Angeles, the rates from points in 
zone B, including Altadena, are now 
made generally by the addition of arbi- 
traries. For example, on automobile 
parts the rate from Los Angeles to Port- 
land, Oreg., is 472 cents. On a quantity 
less than 2,000 pounds, the present rate 
on a shipment from Aladena in zone 
B to Portland is 566 cents. Under the 
respondents’ proposal, the rate from Los 
Angeles would apply from Altadena. On 
shipments subject to minimum weights 
of 2,000 to 20,000 pounds, the arbitraries 
are progressively smaller.” 

The division said that Superior Fast 
Freight referred to motor carrier class 
rates and volume and truckload com- 
modity rates applicable from Los Angeles 
“group” points. The Los Angeles group 
comprised an area far more extensive 
than the respondents’ present pickup 
zone, and included almost every point 
within the proposed extended zones, the 
division said, adding that it also included 
points in the Los Angeles Harbor com- 
mercial zone, from which Superior Fast 
Freight was not permitted pickup serv- 
ice with its own equipment. 


As to all-rail service, he said the Los 
Angeles group, as defined in rail tariffs 
and from which carload and piggyback 
rates on the Los Angeles bases likewise 
applied, embraced such points as 
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Pomona and Santa Ana, and included 
many more points than those within the 
proposed extended zones. 


Findings 


“The relatively small percentage of 
gross revenue that would be lost to the 
motor carriers should their fears as to 
the effect of the proposed schedules be 
realized affords no justification in itself 
for condemning the instant proposal,” 
the division said. “On the basis of the 
cost evidence submitted, it seems clear 
that the proposed reduced rates result- 
ing from the extension of the pickup and 
delivery area are well within the zone 
of reasonableness. 


“As stated, the proposed rates are de- 
signed to create tonnage by permitting 
shippers located in the expanded Los 
Angeles industrial area outside the pres- 
ent pickup zone to compete with those 
in the latter zone on traffic to a common 
market in the Pacific northwest. From 
the evidence presented, there is no basis 
for a finding that the proposed schedules 
constitute a destructive competitive 
practice.” 


ICC Rules That ‘Trailers’ 
Are Not Included in Motor 
Rights to Transport ‘Trucks’ 


In granting rights to a motor car- 
rier to transport trailers, the Com- 
mission, ruling on a collateral issue 
raised by a protesting carrier, has 
determined that the word “trucks” 
in a motor carrier certificate does 
not include the right to haul “trail- 
ers.” In so ruling, the Commission 
revoked earlier rulings. 


In a report and order in MC-52657, 
Sub. 527, ‘Arco Auto Carriers (Chicago, 
Tl.), Extension—tTrailers in Initial 
Truckaway and Driveaway From South 
Bend, the Commission authorized Arco 
to transport (1) trailers, except house 
trailers, in initial movements, in truck- 
away service, from South Bend to points 
in 33 states and the District of Colum- 
bia; (2) trailers, except house trailers, 
in initial movements, in driveaway serv- 
ice, from South Bend to points in 41 
states and the District of Columbia, and 
(3) tractors, in secondary movements, 
driveaway, only when drawing trailers, 
in initial movements in driveaway serv- 
ice, from South Bend to points in 21 
states and the District of Columbia, over 
irregular routes. The Commission denied 
authority to serve destination points in 
Indiana. 


Commissioner Laurence K. Walrath 
wrote a dissenting-in-part expression, 
joined by Commissioner Charles A. Webb. 
It was noted that Commissioners How- 
ard G. Freas and Kenneth H. Tuggle 
concurred in the result and that Com- 
missioner Clyde E. Herring did not par- 
ticipate. : 

The Commission said that Howard 
Sober, Inc., of Lansing, Mich., opposed 
the application and that Dealers Transit, 
Inc., intervened to contest the construc- 
tion of Sober’s authority. 


Sober was not authorized to handle 
initial movements, in driveaway service, 
from South Bend and could only partici- 
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pate in such traffic on an interchange 
basis with another carrier originating 
the shipment at South Bend, the Com- 
mission said, adding that Sober’s in- 
terest was directed to that part of the 
authority sought by applicant under 
which it would transport tractors in 
secondary driveaway service when draw- 
ing trailers in initial driveaway service. 


Secondary Authority 


The Commission said that Sober 
claimed it could handle all such traffic 
under its secondary driveaway authority 
which it asserted was interpreted in Cox 
Car Leasing, Inc., Contract Carrier Ap- 
plication, 73 MCC 609, as authorizing 
secondary driveaway operations for the 
transportation of trucks and tractor- 
trailer combinations between virtually 
all points in the United States. 

Although part of Sober’s authority did 
not specifically include trailers, the Com- 
mission said, Sober nevertheless con- 
tended that its authority to transport 
trucks permitted the transportation of 
trailers. 

“Apparently,” the ICC said, “its con- 
tention in this respect is based on a 
statement in the Cox case at page 612, 
which reads as follows: 

“*"The term trucks has been inter- 
preted as including truck-trailers as well 
as tractors and trailers, combined,’ De- 
scriptions in Motor Carrier Certificates, 
61 MCC 1766.” 


The Commission said that so far as 
pertinent to the part of the application 
opposed by Sober, it held no initial, but 
only secondary truckaway and drive- 
away authority, and introduced no evi- 
dence of any interchange arrangements 
now in existence by which it could par- 
ticipate in the traffic. 


Other Cases Mentioned 


“We find” the Commission said, “no 
merit in its contention that it can handle 
the initial movement of shipper’s trailers, 
if the tractors pulling them are them- 
selves in secondary movement. The two 
movements are clearly distinct, and au- 
thority is required for each. The char- 
acterization of the tractor movement as 
‘secondary’ does not govern the charac- 
terization of the trailer movement or 
change the plain fact that the latter is 
an initial movement. See Dealers Trans- 
port Co., Ext—Trailer and Truck Bodies, 
49 MCC 63, 70-71.” 


In discussing the Descriptions case, the 
Commission said that if a carrier held 
authority to transport automobiles, 
trucks and buses, as defined in the re- 
port in the Descriptions case, there 
would be no question but that such au- 
thority would permit the transportation 
of all the commodities or vehicles shown 
to be covered by that class heading. 

“However,” the ICC said, “there is no 
more justification for concluding that a 
carrier, such as Sober, which holds au- 
thority to transport trucks, one of many 
vehicles covered by the class heading, is 
authorized to trailers 
there would be ay de concluding that a

tinction between such motor vehicles has 
been observed in subsequent decisions.

“To the extent that our interpretation 
herein of authority to transport ‘trucks’ 
differs from the interpretation made in 
the Cox case and in the report in Pacific 
Motor Trucking Company Extension— 
Oregon, 77 MCC 605 (which in effect fol- 
lows without extended discussion the 
interpretation in the Cox case), the lat- 
ter are hereby overruled.” 


Separate Expression 

Commissioner Walrath, dissented in 
part, and said: 

“While I concur with the majority 
in respect of its finding that a need exists 
for the proposed service, I dissent to the 
report insofar as it interprets authority 
to transport ‘trucks’ and overrules the 
interpretation of that commodity descrip- 
tion in Cox Car Leasing, Inc., Contract 
Carrier, 73 MCC 609, and in Pacific Motor 
Trucking Company Extension—Oregon, 
77 MCC 605. 

“The cases referred to in the report as 
upholding the distinction between 
‘trucks’ and ‘trailers’ fall short of that 
result. In Kenosha Auto Transport Corp., 
Extension—Union City, Ind., 54 MCC 689, 
division 5 held that the imposition of a 
bus body upon a truck chassis did not 
make the finished product a truck. In 
L. C. Jones Trucking Co., Extension— 
The Dakotas, 62 MCC 539, the terms, 
‘new automobiles’ and ‘new trucks’ were 
held to have a definite meaning embrac- 
ing well-known types of motor vehicles 
for over-the-highway transportation of 
passengers and property and not to em- 
brace farm machinery and other types 
of machinery, including track- or 
crawler-type tractors, designed for use 
off the highway or purposes other than 

tion. 

“Finally, in Dealers Transit, Inc., In- 
terpretation of Certificate, 76. MCC 12, 
in discussing the scope of the term ‘new 
commercial automobiles’, division 1 
stated that the tion of buses 
was not authorized under that descrip- 
tion.

ICC Corrects Findings 
In Motor Rights Case 


The Commission has issued a notice 
to correct what it says was an inadvert- 
ent error in the findings in a report and 
order by division 1 in MC-28132, Sub. 52, 
Hvidsten Transport, Inc., Extension— 
Dakota County (T.W., July 16, p. 78).

The findings were corected to read as 
follows: 

“In MC-21813, Sub. 52, we find that 
the present and future public conveni- 
ence and necessity require operation by 
applicant, in interstate or foreign com- 
merce, as &@ common carrier by motor

Chi-Can Granted Freight 
Forwarding Rights in U.S. 


On Shipments to Canada 


The Commission, division 1, has 
authorized the issuance of a permit 
to Chi-Can Freight Forwarding, Ltd., 
of Chicago, Ill, as a freight for- 
warder of general commodities from 
points in Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, and 
Wisconsin, to points in the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec, Canada, to 
the extent that such transportation 
takes place in the United States. 


Approval of the service was granted 
by division 1 in a report in FF-252, Chi- 
Can Freight Forwarding, Ltd., Freight 
Forwarder Application, embracing FF- 
255, Jack Leonard Peck, Freight For- 
warder Application. In the embraced 
case, the division denied an application 


patch, of Toronto, Ont., for authority to 
operate as a freight forwarder of gen- 
eral commodities from Chicago, Ill., to 
Hamilton and Toronto, Ont., and Mon- 
treal, Que. 


Applications Opposed 

The division said both applications 
were opposed by the National Carload- 
ing Corp., Universal Carloading & Dis- 
tributing Co., Inc., and Acme Fast 
Freight, Inc. Peck opposed Chi-Can’s 
application solely to the extent that it 
would prejudice his own application, the 
division said. 


The division said the examiner recom- 
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in the title proceeding, protestants con- 
tended that no need was shown for the 
proposed service in both directions but 
that, in any event, a grant of authority 
to operate westbound was without mate- 
rial support in the record; that freight 
forwarder service between the considered 
points was presently available which 
was capable of assimilating substantial 
traffic; and that an additional service 
would tend to dilute traffic and impair 
existing service. The division added that 
the protestants additionally contended 
that part IV of the IC act did not con- 
template a grant of freight forwarder 
authority which would duplicate that 
held by existing forwarders on the 
ground that the proposed service would 
utilize routes different from those util- 
ized by existing freight forwarders. 


Proposed Operations 

“Chi-Can is a newly organized family 
corporation,” division 1 said, “whose pres- 
ident has had considerable transportation 
experience. Under the proposed opera- 
tion, less-carload shipments in Chi-Can’s 
service would be moved by authorized 
motor carriers from points in midwestern 
states to Chicago where they would be 
consolidated into rail carloads for move- 
ment under rail all-commodity carload 
rates to Toronto and Montreal. At the 
latter points break-bulk services would 
be performed in connection with con- 
solidated shipments, and distribution of 
the individual shipments would be made 
by local cartage agents. The operation 
would be conducted in a similar manner 
westbound. Chi-Can’s bill of lading 
would cover the entire movement from 
origin to destination. Customs inspec- 
tion on full carloads under seal would 
not be performed until the cars reached 
the break-bulk point, thus resulting in 
@ considerable saving of time over 
through transportation by truck, where 
inspection is performed at the border. 
Pursuant to a survey of potential traffic 
during which he interviewed from 100 
to 150 shippers in the midwest area, Chi- 
Can’s president found that many 
shippers would utilize the proposed op- 
eration, and he believes that within a 
very short time, Chi-Can could mdve 
@ minimum carload, eastbound, daily. 

“Peck is a licensed customs broker 
and agent for Sutherland International 
Despatch Freight Forwarding, herein- 
after called Sutherland, a foreign freight 
forwarder. He would utilize railroad 
offices and warehouse facilities at Mon- 
treal, Toronto, and Chicago, and em- 
ploy Chicago personnel for the assem- 
bly and consolidation of shipments at 
least at the inception of his 
service. Peck now serves about 125 to 
150 Canadian importers as a customs 
broker, and he believes that the pro- 
posed operation would provide improve- 
ments in transportation to his Canadian 
clientele by a reduction of transit time, 
and by savings in freight charges. Peck 
estimates that three carloads of traffic 
weekly would be provided immediately 
by present customers and he believes the 
business could be developed to at least 
one carload daily.” 

The division said no potential users 
of Peck’s proposed service appeared in 
support of his application. It said that 
eight shippers appeared in support of 
Chi-Can’s application and that their 
combined tonnage in less-carload quan- 
tities, to Montreal and Toronto, 
amounted to approximately 4,800,000 
pounds annually. 








“It appears,” division 1 said, “that 
there is presently no freight forwarder 
service available comparable to that 
proposed by applicants in the considered 
territories. While Universal, the only 
protestant to present evidence as to 
available service, is authorized to trans- 
port shippers’ traffic to the involved 
Canadian destination points, it does so 
only by serving them as off-line points, 
a type of operation which clearly is 
unsuited to shippers’ needs for an ex- 
peditious forwarder service. In addition, 
we are not convinced that Universal 
has been holding out its service to the 
supporting shippers to an extent suffi- 
cient to induce them to try the service. 
The extremely limited amount of traffic 
handled by Universal when viewed in 
light of the rather substantial amount 
of traffic shown to be available compels 
the conclusion that this protestant is 
not greatly interested in traffic between 
the considered points. In the circum- 
stances we conclude that Chi-Can has 
demonstrated that its proposed service 
to the extent set forth in the findings 
below will be consistent with the public 
interest and the national transportation 
policy. While a public need for eastbound 
forwarder service has been shown, it is 
clear that the evidence is too insub- 
stantial to support any grant of authority 
westbound.” 


With respect to authority from a 
described portion of western Indiana, 
as recommended by the examiner, the 
division concluded that a grant of au- 
thority to serve points in Indiana was 
not supported by the record and that the 
application to that additional extent 
should be denied. 


Although the examiner recommended a 
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limitation of the grant of authority to 
traffic moving by way of Chicago, the di- 
vision said “we do not believe such a 
restriction will serve any useful pur- 
pose.” The division concluded that the 
restriction would not be imposed. 


Findings 

The division made the following find- 
ings: 

“In No. FF-252, we find that service 
by applicant as a freight forwarder, in 
interstate commerce, of general com- 
modities from points in Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, and Wisconsin, to points in 
the provinces of Ontario and Quebec, 
Canada, to the extent that such trans- 
portation takes place in the United 
States, will be consistent with the pub- 
lic interest and the national transporta- 
tion policy; that the applicant is ready, 
able, and willing properly to perform 
such service; that a permit should be 
issued authorizing applicant to perform 
such service; and that the application 
in all other respects should be denied. 

“In No. FF-255, we find that applicant 
has failed to show that the proposed 
service will be consistent with the public 
interest and the national transportation 
policy, and that the application should 
be denied. 


“Upon compliance by applicant in No. 
FF-252 with the requirements of sec- 
tions 403(d), 405, and 416(a) of the act, 
and with our rules and regulations there- 
under within the time specified in the 
order entered concurrently herein, an 
appropriate permit will be issued.”

In the embraced proceeding, 
by schedules filed to become - effective 
July 30, 1958, the conference published 
reduced truckload rates on asbestos 
shorts, from Asbestos, Black Lake, East 
Broughton, and Thetford Mines, Quebec, 
Canada, to Lebanon, Pa. On

ation of those schedules was suspended 
to and including February 28, 1959. By 
orders dated August 5, 1958, both of the 
suspension orders were vacated and the 
schedules became effective, but the in- 
vestigation into their lawfulness was 
continued. The principal proponent of 
the proposed rates was Bingaman Motor 
Express Co., Inc. The division said that 
the proposed rates on asbestos shorts 
was generally 78 cents, minimum 30,000 
pounds. The proposed rate on asbestos 
fiber was $1.06, minimum 30,000 pounds, 
to all points, except $1.08 to zone 2 of 
New York City. The division said that 
compared rates from Canadian origins 
afforded strong evidence that the pro- 
posed rates were reasonably compens- 
atory. It said that Bingaman needed 
additional traffic to balance its oper- 
tions, and there was no indication that 
the establishment of the rates would 
constitute a destructive competitive prac- 
tice. 


TIN CANS — No. 32910, Stokley-Van 
Camp, Inc. v. Gulf, Colorado é& Santa Fe 
Railway Co. et al. By division 3. Modified 
procedure followed. Complaint dismissed

The division said that as there 
was no commodity rate and the specific 
class rate was inapplicable, it followed 
that the exceptions rate was the appli- 
cable rate.

Railroad Abandonments 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL — Hearing Ex- 
aminer John L. Bradford, by a recom- 
mended report and order in Finance No.

Abandonment Between Philipp. and 
Charleston, Miss., has proposed denial 
of the application of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad for authority to abandon 
its branch line of railroad from Philipp to 
Charleston, in Tallahatchie County, 
Miss., a distance of 27.5 miles.

Court Sets Aside ICC Order 
Against Free Lumber Delays 


In obedience to a temporary restrain- 
ing order issued by the federal district 
court for the district of Oregon, the 
Commission on July 20 postponed in- 
definitely its order in I. and S. No. 7050, 
Lumber—Free Time Allowance at Hold 
Points, which required railroads to can- 
cel on or before July 21 tariffs providing 
15 days of holding time free of demur- 
rage charges for cars of lumber in trans- 
it, stopped at certain points in Western 
Trunk Line Territory, and also allowing 
one free diversion. 

The entire Commission had upheld a 
decision of its division 2 that the rail- 
roads had failed to prove those tariff 
schedules just and reasonable T.W., June 
25, p. 168). 


The Commission, by its order, issued 
July 20, modified the outstanding order 
in I. an S. No. 7050 so as to postpone 
its effective date until further order of 
the Commission. It said that the dis- 
trict court for Oregon, in civil No. 60-282, 
Beaver Lumber Co., et al. v. United States 
of America and Interstate Commerce 
Commission, had set aside the Commis- 
sion’s order until such time as the court’s 
order was modified, superseded or set 
aside. 

The court said that the status quo 
should be maintained pending a hearing 
by it on charges that western lumber 
traffic would be diverted to Canadian 
railroads and that smaller lumber com- 
panies in the west would be unable to 
market their lumber without the free 
time allowance. 


C&N W Gets Trackage Rights 


Over C B & Q Due to Floods 


Because of the severely damaged tracks 
of the Chicago & North Western Rail- 
way branch line between Platte River 
Junction and Morse Bluff, Neb., as a re- 
sult of recent floods, making the rail- 
road unable to transport traffic between 
Morse Bluff and Superior, Neb., the 
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C & N W has been authorized 
to handle and move traffic, including 
trains, over the line of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad between 
Lincoln and Seward, via Milford, Neb.

ICC Agent May Direct Rails 
To Embargo Service Where 
Freight Cars Are Detained 


Asserting that there was a need 
for the appointment of an agent with 
authority to direct the placement of 
embargoes by railroads, the Com- 
mission, division 3, has appointed 
Charles W. Taylor, director of its 
Bureau of Safety and Service, as its 
embargo agent with authority to 
direct the placement of embargoes 
by railroads at such points where 
freight cars are being unduly de- 
layed due to accumulations, con- 
gestions or emergency situations. 


The appointment was made by serv- 
ice order No. 935, Appointment of Em- 
bargo Agent. It was made effective at 
12:01 a.m., July 15 and expires at 11:59 
p.m., December 31, 1961, unless other- 
wise modified, changed, suspended, or 
annulled by order of the Commission. 

The service order was issued under 
Title 49—Transportation, Chapter I— 
Interstate Commerce Commission, Sub- 
chapter A—General Rules and Regula- 
tions, Part 95—Car Service. The per- 
tinent part of the order as it relates to 
the asserted need for an agent, his ap- 
pointment and his duties, follows: 


It appearing, That the matter of 
car service (section 1, paragraphs 10 to 
17, inclusive) of the interstate com- 
merce act being under consideration by 
division 3 that whenever any carrier by 
railroad subject to Part I of the inter- 
state commerce act, is for any reason, 
unable to control freight traffic move- 
ment when car accumulations, threat- 
ened congestions, or other interference 
with operations, of a temporary nature 
compel restrictions against such move- 
ment, so as to properly serve the public, 
that car service will be promoted in the 
interest of the public and the commerce 
of the people by the appointment of an 
agent with authority to direct the place- 
ment of embargoes, and that notice and 
public procedure are impracticable and 
contrary to the public interest and that 
good cause exists for making this order 
effective upon less than 30 days’ notice. 

It is ordered, That: 

§ 95.935 APPOINTMENT OF EMBARGO AGENT 

(a) Charles W. Taylor, director of the 
Bureau of Safety and Service, Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, Washing- 
ton, DC., is hereby appointed an agent 
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of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and vested with authority to direct the 
placement of em by railroads at 
such points where freight cars are being 
unduly delayed due to accumulations, 
congestions or emergency situations. 

(b) Embargoes placed under this or- 
der shall be at the direction of the agent 
of the Commission and shall be pub- 
lished through the Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads, Car Service Division, and 
in conformity with the Association of 
American Railroad’s ‘Instructions to Gov- 
ern the Placing and Handling of Em- 
bargoes’ and the ‘Code of Car Service and 
Per Diem Rules—Freight.’ 

(c) Application. The provisions of this 
order shall apply to cars moving in intra- 
state and foreign commerce as well as 
interstate commerce. 


(d) Rules, Regulations and Practices 
Suspended.

Trunk Line Roads Seek 5% 


Rise in Passenger Fares 


Fifteen eastern railroads have peti- 
tioned the Commission for special per- 
mission to depart from the provisions of 
tariff circular No. 24 for the purpose 
of publishing, effective September 1 on 
statutory notice, a 5 per cent increase 
in basic one-way and round-trip first- 
class fares (maximum increase of $2 
in one-way fares and $3.80 in round- 
trip fares), and a 5 per cent increase 
in one-way and round-trip basic coach 
fares (Maximum increase of $1 in one- 
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way fares and $1.70 in round-trip fares). 

The special permission application was 
filed by Agent A. J. Winkler on behalf 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad; 
Boston & Albany Rairoad; Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railway; Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western Railroad; Erie Railroad; 
Grand Trunk Western Railroad; Monon 
Railroad; New York Central Railroad; 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis Rail- 
road; Norfolk & Western Railroad; 
Pennsylvania Railroad; Pennsylvania- 
Reading Seashore Lines; Pittsburgh & 
Lake Erie Railroad, Reading Co., and 
the Wabash Railroad. 

Applicants said that to the extent 
interline service was performed by car- 
riers seeking the increase and non- 
concurring carriers, the fares would be 
increased on that portion of the service 
performed by the applicant carriers. 
Applicants said that they proposed to 
publish a master table tariff of increased 
fares and charges and connecting link 
supplements. 


Bab Transfer Asserts 
It Is Not a Forwarder; 


Seeks Agreement by ICC 


As a result of having been told by 
a Commission bureau that the serv- 
ices offered by it are those of a 
freight forwarder for which a permit 
is required, Bab Transfer, Inc., of 
Springfield, Mass., has filed a peti- 
tion with the ICC, docketed as MC- 
C-3028, asking for a declaratory 
order stating that its operations are 
not those of a freight forwarder 
subject to part IV of the interstate 
commerce act. 


Bab Transfer said it was informed by 
the Commission’s Bureau of Water Car- 
riers and Freight Forwarders in a letter 
dated April 7 that the operations and 
services provided by the company were 
those of a freight forwarder requiring 
the holding of an appropriate permit 
from the Commission in order lawfully 
to engage therein. 


Bab’s Operations 
The petitioner described itself as a 
motor carrier subject to part II of the 
IC act, operating under Massachusetts 
authority and registered with the ICC; 
as a public warehouseman operating un- 
der a Massachusetts license, and as a 
warehouseman and shipper’s agent “in 
consolidating and distributing pool cars 
at Springfield, Mass., in which its services 
and responsibilities to shippers in con- 
nection with such operations are con- 
fined to the terminal area in which such 

operations are performed.” 


“Petitioner asserts and contends that 
its operations and services are not those 
of a freight forwarder as defined in sec- 
tion 402(a)(5) in part IV of the inter- 
state commerce act,” Bab said. “To con- 
clude the petitioner is a freight for- 
warder requires a finding of all of the 
following facts: 


“(a) That. petitioner is not a carrier 
subject to part I, II or III of the inter- 
state commerce act; 


“(b) That petitioner assembles and

consolidates or provides for assembling 
and consolidating shipments of property; 

“(c) that petitioner performs or pro- 
vides for the performance of break-bulk 
and distributing operations with respect 
to such consolidated shipments. 

“(d) that petitioner assumes respon- 
sibility for the transportation of such 
property from points of receipt to points 
of destination, and 

“(e) that petitioner utilizes, for the 
whole or any part of the transportation 
of such shipments, services of a carrier 
or carriers subject to part I, II or III 
of the interstate commerce act. 

“Since an analysis of the operations 
and services provided by petitioner nei- 
ther warrants nor permits a finding of 
all the facts required by the definition 
in section 402(a)(5) of the interstate 
commerce act, it cannot be concluded 
that the operations and services provided 
by petitioner are those of a freight 
forwarded.” 

Need for Order 


Bab said the facts and circumstances 
presented in the petition showed a gen- 
uine need for the issuance of a declara- 
tory order for the purposes of terminat- 
ing the controversy and removing the 
uncertainty described in the petition, 
relieving it from costly and burdensome 
administrative investigation proceedings 
or possible criminal prosecution, and 
effectuating the orderly and efficient 
interpretation of “some complex provi- 
sions” of the interstate commerce act. 

“The proper interests of petitioner 
and its customers and the effective ad- 
ministration of the interstate commerce 
act warrant and require the issuance by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission of 
@ declaratory order to clearly establish 
the legal status of the operations and 
services now being provided by petition- 
er,” Bab said. 


Petitioner’s Request 

“For the reasons set forth herein Bab 
Transfer, Inc., petitions the Interstate 
Commerce Commission: 

“(1) To issue a declaratory order that 
the operations and services provided by 
Bab Transfer, Inc., Springfield, Mass., 
are not those of a freight forwarder as 
defined in section 402(a)(5) of the in- 
terstate commerce act, or 

“(2) To assign a hearing at Spring- 
field, Mass., in the event that the Com- 
mission cannot issue the declaratory or- 
der sought in paragraph No. 1 above 
without a hearing.” 


Chicago, South Shore Line 


Seeks Commuter Fare Rise 


The Chicago, South Shore & South 
Bend Railroad, a 90-mile electric line 
connecting Chicago and South Bend, 
Ind., has filed tariffs for commuter fare 
increases estimated to amount to 
$180,000 a year in additional revenue. 


The tariffs, to take effect July 28, have 
been filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission and the Indiana Public Service 
Commission. The Illinois commission 
has suspended the traiffs until November 
25, pending hearings. 

One-way and round-trip fares would 
not be changed, but 25-ride tickets would 


go up an average of 8.7 per cent, 44- and 
54-ride monthly tickets would go up 10 
per cent and 10-ride tickets would rise an 
average of 11.9 per cent, the road said. 

R. A. Jamieson, passenger traffic 
manager, said the increases “will not 
wipe out our passenger losses,” but that 
the road was “fighting to stay in the 
passenger business.” He said the road 
carried 11,500 to 12,000 passengers a day, 
about 3,500 of them commuters. 


Rail, Motor Test Shipment 
Permits Being Placed in 


Public File at Commission 


Railroad and motor carrier clas- 
sification committees whic have 
been informally furnishing the Com- 
mission with a copy of permits is- 
sued under their classifications for 
test shipments, began on July 15 
filing two copies of those permits 
with the Commission. 


This was done at the request of the 
ICC. It was learned at the Commission 
that, because of the number of permits 
being filed with it informally, it was 
determined that the carriers should be 
asked to furnish one copy of each per- 
mit for the Commission’s use and an- 
other copy for the public file, so that 
a@ continuing “look” might be had at the 
nature of the shipments and the pack- 
aging being allowed under the permits. 
One factor leading to the request for 
the two copies, it was said, was that 
some difficulty had been encountered in 
See with test shipments of furni- 

Typical of the permits being issued 
Was one granted by the Official Classifi- 
cation Committee. Between July 25 and 
January 25, 1961, the permit allows the 
shipment, in carloads, of aluminum sul- 
fate or paper maker’s alum (item 22290 
in Uniform Freight Classification No. 5), 
from Everett, Mass., to any destination 
and any consignee under the following 
package specifications: 

“In 3-ply multiple-wall paper bags 
made of extensible shipping sack kraft 
paper meeting requirements of Rule 40, 
section 10(c), table C. Total basis weight 
of paper must be not less than 150 
pounds. Net weight of contents must 
not exceed 100 pounds.” 


The shipping order and bill of lading 
and the waybill must carry a notation 
by the freight agent that the shipment 
is accepted “under the provisions of 
Rule 49, Consolidated Freight Classifica- 
tion or Uniform Freight Classification 
permit No. 4229, Official Classification 
Committee.” 

As of July 15, copies of permits had 
been furnished the Commission by the 
Official, Western and Southern railroad 
classification committees, and by the 
National Classification Board and the 
New England Motor Freight Bureau.

P.O.V. Car Transporters Inc., of New 
York City, has asked the Commission

Viewed Favorably by Commission Examiner 


ICC Examiner L. B. Dunn Finds Nothing Wrong With All-Commodity 
Rates and Charges for Mixed Freight in Containers, on Flat Cars, 
For Terminal-to-Terminal Line-Haul Service Only by Rail Carrier. 


Reduced all-commodity rates and 
charges of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad for mixed freight in con- 
tainers on flat cars, under Plan 4 
trailer-on-flat-car service (whereby 
the rail carrier provides the line-haul 
only, from terminal to terminal), 
from and to points in Official Ter- 
ritory, should be found lawful by the 
Commission, in the opinion of Hear- 
ing Examiner Lawrence B. Dunn. 


In a recommended report in No. 33021, 
Mixed Freight in Containers on Fiat 
Cars—Baltimore & Ohio, embracing No. 
33233, of the same title, the examiner 
said: 

“On this record, the examiner finds 
that the rates and charges of the re- 
spondent here under investigation are 
compensatory, that they are not in 
violation of the national transportation 
policy, that they do not constitute unfair 
or destructive competition, as contem- 
plated by the interstate commerce act 
and that they are just and reasonable.” 

He recommended that the proceedings 
be discontinued. 

The rates involved ranged from 10 to 
163 per cent of first class, or as Ex- 
aminer Dunn said, below the level of the 
lowest classification rating. They apply 
on commodities moving in Plan 4 piggy- 
back under which the shipper provides 
the flat car and containers and per- 
forms the loading and unloading and 
pickup and delivery, and the railroad 
provides the motive power. 


In approving the rates, Examiner 
Dunn made several conclusions as to 
the legality and reasonableness of the 
rates and service and offered sugges- 
tions with respect to using costs in rate- 
making. He questioned the value of 
classifications and discussed trends and 

in transportation, experiments 
in transportation services and the value 
of actual operations under contested 
rates in determining their reasonable- 
ness or legality. 


Schedules Involved 


Examiner Dunn had under considera- 
tion schedules published in supplement 
No. 4 to tariff ICC No. 24393 among 
others, of the B & O, setting forth 
reduced rates and charges on mixed 
freight of all kinds, with a few excep- 
tions, in containers on flat cars, between 
Jersey City, N.J., Philadelphia, Pa., Bal- 
timore, Md., and Washington, D.C., on 
the one hand, and Cincinnati. O., 
Indianapolis, Ind., and Louisville, Ky., 


on the other. The rates became effective 
May 8, 1959. With respect to the pro- 
ceedings, Examiner Dunn said: 

“This proceeding is an investigation 
to determine whether such charges, to- 
gether with the rules, regulations, and 
practices pertaining thereto, are just, 
reasonable, and lawful. By a supple- 
mental order of June 17, 1959, the Com- 
mission ordered investigation of further 
charges of respondent for like freight 
shipments to and from Columbus and 
Dayton, O., on the one hand, from and 
to Jersey City, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and Washington, D.C., on the other, as 
published in supplements 5 and 6 of the 
tariff mentioned above. in items 352A 
and 352B respectively, insofar as they 
apply to or from: Columbus and Dayton. 


“All of the charges above briefly de- 
scribed were published in _ specific 
amounts per car, when not over a spe- 
cific weight. For example, the tariff 
specifies in item 352 (new) a rate of 
$295.60 per car between Jersey City and 
Cincinnati. ‘This rate applies only when 
weight of the lading does not exceed 50,- 
000 pounds per car. Weight in excess of 
50,000 pounds per car will be subject to 
rate of 59 cents per 100 pounds.’ The 
ether specific carload published rates 
varied from a minimum of $197.60 be- 
tween Columbus and Baltimore, to a 
maximum of $399 between Louisville and 
Jersey City. For lading in excess of the 
50,000 pounds, the rates per 100 pounds 
varied from a low of 44.5 cents between 
Cincinnati and Baltimore to a high of 
71.5 cents between Louisville and Jersey 
City. There is no evidence that the max- 
imum weights (50,000 or 70,000 pounds) 
have ever been exceeded. There is no 
need, therefore, to consider these per- 
100 pound rates published to apply on 
any excess, and they will not be further 
considered. 


“In docket No. 33233 noted in footnote 
1, by order of October 16, 1959, the Com- 
mission broadened this investigation to 
include matter in tariff ICC No. 24451 of 


connection with the 70,000 pound charges, 
and the explanations thereof on tariff 
page 8. These rates in Docket 33233 be- 
came effective October 21, 1959. It will 
be noted that all of the cities named 
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for investigation apply whether the con- 
tainers are loaded or empty. They ob- 
viously are closely related, and will be 
considered in one report. 

“The Eastern Central Motor Carriers 
Assn., Inc., and five individual carriers, 
ie., Eastern Express, Inc., Cooper-Jar- 
rett, Inc., Kramer Brothers Freight 
Lines, Inc., Eastern Motor Dispatch, 
Inc., and Chicago Express, Inc., are 
protestants. They contend that the con- 
sidered rates are competitively unneces- 
sary, unlawful, and unjust and unrea- 
sonable. They have set forth an un- 
usually detailed list of requested findings 
of fact and conclusions therefrom. The 
Commission has approved and encour- 
aged this practice, too often ignored 
by the parties.” 


Use of Containers 


Examiner Dunn said that although 
the B & O rates were commonly referred 
te by all of the parties as Plan 4 TOFC 
rates, the Plan 4 service technically was 
not a TOFC service since the freight 
or payload considered was not in trail- 
ers, but in containers which were spe- 
cially built as, or similar to trailer bodies 
to be lifted on and off from trailer 
chassis and freight cars. 

Examiner Dunn said that the insti- 
tution of TOFC services by the respond- 
ent was for the definite purpose of 
effectively meeting severe competition in 
the transportation field. He said that 
the B & O had joined in Plan 3 piggy- 
back rates, under which the shipper 
provides the trailers, the railroad re- 
ceives them at the railhead, and the 
shipper performs pickup and delivery 

The B & O was at a competitive dis- 
advantage under Plan 3 because of the 
lack of adequate tunnel clearances and 
a lack of adequate or suitable rolling 
stock, Examiner Dunn said, as two spe- 
cific reasons why the B & O found it 
necessary to establish the Plan 4 serv- 
ice. 

Examiner Dunn said that because Plan 
4 rates and charges were under inves- 
tigation by the government. shippers 
and the respondent were naturally re- 
luctant to invest large sums for ade- 
quate amounts of equipment before the 
legal issues were determined. 


“This situation goes far to explain 
why an estimated 97.5 per cent of all 
of respondent’s Plan 4 tonnage has 
been that of one shipper, ABC Freight 
Forwarding Co., hereinafter called 
ABC.” Examiner Dunn said. “The re- 
maining 2.5 per cent cf the traffic has 
been tendered by only three other ship- 
pers, of which one is a shippers’ asso- 
ciation.” 

Examiner Dunn noted that the con- 
tainers used in the Plan 4 service were 
smaller than the trailers used in Plan 3 
service and said that the B & O pub- 
lished rates at a 50,000-pound mini- 
mum, which alternated with 170,000- 
pound rates. In order to offset increased 
cost to shippers using Plan 4, the B & O 
reduced its Plan 4 70,000-pound mini- 
mum rates below the corresponding Plan 
3 70,000-pound rates, he said. 


Leasing of Equipment 
Discussing the arrangement between 


the B & O and ABC, Examiner Dunn 
said: 


“In its petition for suspension filed in 
these proceedings, protestants alleged 
that the B & O’s Plan 4 service is not 
held out equally to all shippers. It also 
raised questions concerning the arrange- 
ments whereby a large shipper secures 
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equipment for use in Plan 4 service. Any 
shipper can theoretically avail itself of 
the Plan 4 service by acquiring the neces- 
sary equipment and tendering the traffic 
to the B & O. As a practical matter 
however, the statement just made is 
hardly true, for the record shows that 
in spite of operation under Plan 4 for 
over a year, 97.5 per cent of respond- 
ent’s Plan 4 traffic has been that of only 
one shipper, the ABC Freight Forward- 
ing corporation. Only one other shipper, 
an association, has directly obtained 
flat cars in order to utilize respondent’s 
Plan 4 service. The remaining two, 
whose tonnage obviously has been neg- 
ligible, apparently obtained the neces- 
sary flat cars temporarily on sublease 
basis. On February 2, 1959, ABC leased 
from the B & O for a period of three 
years, 23 flat cars equipped with special 
tie-down devices at a daily rental of 
$8.57 per car. This charge covers per 
diem, mileage, and the cost of equipping 
the cars with the special tie-down de- 
vices. The rent paid by ABC to the 
B & O for the flat cars is the same as 
that paid by the B & O to the owner 
of the cars plus an additional charge to 
cover the cost of the special tie-down 
devices. The total rent for three years 
paid by ABC for these flat cars amounts 
to $215,832. 


“The B & O originally subleased flat 
cars to ABC because at that time Trailer 
Train Co. was unwilling to furnish cars 
to companies other than railroads. To- 
day, however, shippers can secure flat 
cars from Trailer Train Co. and other 
car companies. For this reason the 
B & O no longer holds itself out to sub- 
lease flat cars to shippers for use in 
Plan 4 service. 


“The special containers used by ABC 
in Plan 4 service are owned by that com- 
pany. All other expenses incident to the 
Plan 4 operation are borne by ABC, It 
loads and unloads the containers on 
and off the flat cars, using its own fork- 
lift equipment for that purpose, except 
at Washington where a B & O crane 
is used at a charge to ABC of 4.5 cents 
per hundred weight. ABC also bears all 
drayage expense incident to delivering 
and picking up the containers, as well 
as the expense of loading and unloading 
the freight into and out of the contain- 
ers. 


“ABC has made a substantial invest- 
ment in equipment for use in the Plan 
4 service. It has invested $321,912 in 
Plan 4 equipment. Of this total $215,832 
represents the flat-car rental, and 
$106,080 represents the purchase price 
of fork lifts. This total does not include 
the cost of containers and chassis owned 
by ABC, which amounts to $332,464.” 


Legal Points 

Examiner Dunn said that there were 
two separate and distinct questions of 
legality as to the Plan 4 operation. The 
first, he said, was whether the Plan 4, 
as envisioned in the tariff, was legal. 
The second, a subordinate question, he 
said, was whether the providing of cars 
by the B & O by lease to ABC was 
legal. In arriving at his conclusions 
in this respect, Examiner Dunn said: 


“The respondent cannot possibly jus- 
tify its action in supplying, by any 
means or ‘stratagem,’ as characterized 
by protestants, cars for one big shipper 
and failing to do so upon request to 
others, The fact that no request has 
yet been made by others is perhaps for- 
tunate; but it can hardly be expected 


to continue. The Trailer-Train Com- 
pany seems tacitly to have reached 
that conclusion, and it is believed that 
the respondent itself is now of the same 
opinion, and that it does not intend 
to renew the lease or make any other 
similar leases. They are not necessary 
to the future operation of Plan 4, and 
in fact are in derogation of its principle, 
which is the provision of motive power 
only, to shipper-owned or provided 
vehicles, The matter of the ABC iease 
is scarcely mentioned or discussed by 
respondent on brief, except in narrating 
the history of the development of its 
Plan 4 service. 


“The laws provide ample remedies 
both before the Commission, and in the 
courts, upon petition or complaint, for 
violations of the interstate commerce act. 
The lease to ABC is not essential to the 
functioning of respondent’s Plan 4, nor 
to a proper determination of the direct 
issues here involved. The examiner will 
therefore make no finding as to the 
lawfulness of the presently existing 
lease with ABC, but pass on to the more 
basic issue of legality of respondent’s 
Plan 4 as specified in the tariff pro- 
visions set forth in the orders of inves- 
tigation. 


Finding of Lawfulness 


“Shipper-owned or leased cars, used 
in general service by railroad have long 
been in-use and recognized as lawful. 
Now, however, the respondent, appar- 
ently in recognition of this fact, has by 
tariff provision withdrawn its holding 
out to the public, to the limited extent 
above shown, to provide the vehicles 
normally used to hold the shipper’s prod- 
ucts. This is a new type of service in 
addition to, and not in substitution of, 
an old service. It is being used, and has 
according to the clear evidence, at- 
tracted traffic back to the respondent’s 
service. The Commission still has the 
statutory duty under the national trans- 
portation policy of ‘developing, coordin- 
ating, and preserving a national trans- 
portation system by water, highway and 
rail’ and of recognizing and preserving 
‘the inherent advantages of each.’ No 
shipper on this record opposes the con- 
tinuation of this new form of service. 
Shippers are hardly known to oppose a 
transportation service they can use at a 
lower price. The charges for these serv- 
ices are unquestionably very low, as 
will be more fully shown. The examiner 
finds that the respondent’s Plan 4 serv- 
ice, to the extent here under investiga- 
tion, apart from the issue of the level 
of the charges therefor, is lawful.” 


Requirements on Classification 


As to a contention of the protestants 
that the considered Plan 4 all-commodity 
rates completely negated the legal re- 
quirements of a freight classification as 
required by section 1(6) of the act, Ex- 
aminer Dunn said that the prime purpose 
of commodity rates was to depart from 
the rate requirements of the classifica- 
tion, 


A recent one-day survey showed that 
only five carloads out of 2,000, or one- 
fourth of 1 per cent, moved over the re- 
spondent’s lines on class rates, he said. 

“Thus, the classification now applies, 
apparently, chiefly to those few unfortu- 
nate little shippers who, by reason of 
their small tonnage or lack of carrier 
competition, at the small villages prob- 
ably involved, must ship by rail at less- 
carload rates,” he said. “So long as these 
departures from the spirit, if not the 
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letter, of the classification enactment 
exists, it is idle to expect the examiner 
to condemn or to find unlawful the 
considered Plan 4 rates or service. 

“ .. Perhaps the time has come, now 
that costs have taken a greater share 
and weight in the determination of 
lawful rates, to ask whether the whole 
concept of classification is not in need of 
critical reappraisal. At least, one clear 
fact should be borne in mind; that with 
very minor exceptions, it costs no more 
for a railroad to haul a ton of finished 
steel a mile than a ton of sand a mile. 
In any event, the value of a classifica- 
tion may well be open to question when 
it has such a tiny application in com- 
parison with the total transportation 
picture.” 


Cost Discussion 


Examiner Dunn said that both the re- 
spondent and the protestants introduced 
cost studies based on the formulas used 
by the cost section of the Commission 
(statement 5-59) for operations in 1958, 
in the Eastern District. He said respond- 
ents gave no figures to show full costs 
for the reason that it contended that 
just and reasonable minimum rates did 
not necessarily have to cover fully 
allocated costs. Paint and Related 
Articles in Official Territory, 308 ICC 
439, 444. Examiner Dunn noted that the 
Commission’s Cost Finding Section had 
rejected fully-distributed costs as the 
proper basis of rate making, and said: 

“Before going further, it should be rec- 
ognized by all concerned, including the 
Commission, that in some respects this 
is a proceeding of first impression. At 
least, no case directly in point dealing 
with Plan 4 service has been cited of rec- 
ord. The Commission should take offi- 
cial notice of the fact, of which it is 
abundantly informed by its official ex- 
perience in recent years, that the trans- 
portation industry in this country is still 
undergoing evolutionary developments. 
It is not the industry it was 1887, or in 
1935. Bold thinking and experimenting 
pervades it. Blind adherence to preced- 
ents, or to cost formulas, it is most 
earnestly submitted, simply will not do.” 


Examiner Dunn suggested that “if, as 
seems the case, the Commission is to 
rely increasingly upon cost evidence, and 
if, as the parties herein seem to allege, 
this is a matter of life and death to en- 
tire segments of the transportation in- 
dustry, then the examiner does most 
seriously and earnestly say that the sub- 
ject of costs must be studied more 
thoroughly, and presented to the Com- 
mission and its staff with much greater 
clarity than has thus far been evident.” 

Rate-Making Paradox 

After discussing findings in general 
rate increase cases, in which he said that 
the railroads practically always repre- 
sented to the Commission that they had 
to have an increase in rates in order to 
cover their increased operating costs 
~ the prior increase, Examiner Dunn 
said: 


“Yet now, with no reduction in the 
cost of living generally apparent, and 
with inflationary forces still visible, they 
suddenly ask to reduce their rates on 
all-commodities (albeit on behalf of a 
very limited number and class of ship- 
pers) to rates so low that they range 
between 10 and 16.3 per cent of first 
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effective date of the order, to institute

The 
ether specific carload published rates 
varied from a minimum of $197.60 be- 
tween Columbus and Baltimore, to a 
maximum of $399 between Louisville and 
Jersey City. For lading in excess of the 
50,000 pounds, the rates per 100 pounds 
varied from a low of 445 cents between 
Cincinnati and Baltimore to a high of 
71.5 cents between Louisville and Jersey 
City. There is no evidence that the max- 
imum weights (50,000 or 70,000 pounds) 
have ever been exceeded. There is no 
need, therefore, to consider these per- 
100 pound rates published to apply on 
any excess, and they will not be further 
considered. 


“In docket No. 33233 noted in footnote 
1, by order of October 16, 1959, the Com- 
mission broadened this investigation to 
include matter in tariff ICC No. 24451 of 
the respondent on tariff page 7, item 


connection with the 70,000 pound charges, 
and the explanations thereof on tariff 
page 8. These rates in Docket 33233 be- 
came effective October 21, 1959. It will 
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for investigation apply whether the con- 
tainers are loaded or empty. They ob- 
viously are closely related, and will be 
considered in one report. 

“The Eastern Central Motor Carriers 
Assn., Inc., and five individual carriers, 
ie., Eastern Express, Inc., Cooper-Jar- 
rett, Inc., Kramer Brothers Freight 
Lines, Inc., Eastern Motor 
Inc., and Chicago Express, Inc., are 
protestants. They contend that the con- 
sidered rates are competitively unneces- 
sary, unlawful, and unjust and unrea- 
sonable. They have set forth an un- 
usually detailed list of requested findings 
of fact and conclusions therefrom. The 
Commission has approved and encour- 
aged this practice, too often ignored 
by the parties.” 


Use of Containers 


Examiner Dunn said that although 
the B & O rates were commonly referred 
te by all of the parties as Plan 4 TOFC 
rates, the Plan 4 service technically was 
not a TOFC service since the freight 
or payload considered was not in trail- 
ers, but in containers which were spe- 
cially built as, or similar to trailer bodies 
to be lifted on and off from trailer 
chassis and freight cars. 

Examiner Dunn said that the insti- 
tution of TOFC services by the respond- 
ent was for the definite purpose of 
effectively meeting severe competition in 
the transportation field. He said that 
the B & O had joined in Plan 3 piggy- 
back rates, under which the shipper 
provides the trailers, the railroad re- 
ceives them at the railhead, and the 
shipper performs pickup and delivery 

The B & O was at a competitive dis- 
advantage under Plan 3 because of the 
lack of adequate tunnel clearances and 
a lack of adequate or suitable rolling 
stock, Examiner Dunn said, as two spe- 
cific reasons why the B & O found it 
necessary to establish the Plan 4 serv- 
ice. 

Examiner Dunn said that because Plan 
4 rates and charges were under inves- 
tigation by the government. shippers 
and the respondent were naturally re- 
luctant to invest large sums for ade- 
quate amounts of equipment before the 
legal issues were determined. 


“This situation goes far to explain 
why an estimated 97.5 per cent of all 
of respondent’s Plan 4 tonnage has 
been that of one shipper, ABC Freight 
Forwarding Co., hereinafter called 
ABC.” Examiner Dunn said. “The re- 
maining 2.5 per cent of the traffic has 
been tendered by only three other ship- 
pers, of which one is a shippers’ asso- 
ciation.” 

Examiner Dunn noted that the con- 
tainers used in the Plan 4 service were 
smaller than the trailers used in Plan 3 
service and said that the B & O pub- 
lished rates at a 50,000-pound mini- 
mum, which alternated with 170,000- 
pound rates. In order to offset increased 
cost to shippers using Plan 4, the B & O 
reduced its Plan 4 70,000-pound mini- 
mum rates below the corresponding Plan 
3 70,000-pound rates, he said. 


Leasing of Equipment 
Discussing the arrangement between 


the B & O and ABC, Examiner Dunn 
said: 


“In its petition for suspension filed in 
these proceedings, protestants alleged 
that the B & O’s Plan 4 service is not 
held out equally to all shippers. It also 
raised questions concerning the arrange- 
ments whereby a large 
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equipment for use in Plan 4 service. Any 
shipper can theoretically avail itself of 
the Plan 4 service by acquiring the neces- 
sary equipment and tendering the traffic 
to the B & O. As a practical matter 
however, the statement just made is 
hardly true, for the record shows that 
in spite of operation under Plan 4 for 
over a year, 97.5 per cent of respond- 
ent’s Plan 4 traffic has been that of only 
one shipper, the ABC Freight Forward- 
ing corporation. Only one other shipper, 
an association, has directly obtained 
flat cars in order to utilize respondent’s 
Plan 4 service. The remaining two, 
whose tonnage obviously has been neg- 
ligible, apparently obtained the neces- 
sary flat cars temporarily on sublease 
basis. On February 2, 1959, ABC leased 
from the B & O for a period of three 
years, 23 flat cars equipped with special 
tie-down devices at a daily rental of 
$8.57 per car. This charge covers per 
diem, mileage, and the cost of equipping 
the cars with the special tie-down de- 
vices. The rent paid by ABC to the 
B & O for the flat cars is the same as 
that paid by the B & O to the owner 
of the cars plus an additional charge to 
cover the cost of the special tie-down 
devices. The total rent for three years 
paid by ABC for these flat cars amounts 
to $215,832. 


“The B & O originally subleased flat 
cars to ABC because at that time Trailer 
Train Co. was unwilling to furnish cars 
to companies other than railroads. To- 
day, however, shippers can secure flat 
cars from Trailer Train Co. and other 
car companies. For this reason the 
B & O no longer holds itself out to sub- 
lease flat cars to shippers for use in 
Plan 4 service. 


“The special containers used by ABC 
in Plan 4 service are owned by that com- 
pany. All other expenses incident to the 
Plan 4 operation are borne by ABC. It 
loads and unloads the containers on 
and off the flat cars, using its own fork- 
lift equipment for that purpose, except 
at Washington where a B & O crane 
is used at a charge to ABC of 4.5 cents 
per hundred weight. ABC also bears all 
drayage expense incident to delivering 
and picking up the containers, as well 
as the expense of loading and unloading 
the freight into and out of the contain- 
ers. 


“ABC has made a substantial invest- 
ment in equipment for use in the Plan 
4 service. It has invested $321,912 in 
Plan 4 equipment. Of this total $215,832 
represents the flat-car rental, and 
$106,080 represents the purchase price 
of fork lifts. This total does not include 
the cost of containers and chassis owned 
by ABC, which amounts to $332, 


Legal Points 


Examiner Dunn said that there were 
two separate and distinct questions of 
legality as to the Plan 4 operation. The 
first, he said, was whether the Plan 4, 
as envisioned in the tariff, was legal. 
The second, a subordinate question, he 
said, was whether the providing of cars 
by the B & O by lease to ABC was 
legal. In arriving at his conclusions 
in this respect, Examiner Dunn said: 


“The respondent cannot possibly jus- 
tify its action in supplying, by any 
means or ‘stratagem,’ as characterized 
by protestants, cars for one big shipper 
and failing to do so upon request to 
others, The fact that no request has 
yet been made by others is perhaps for- 
tunate; but it can hardly be expected 





to continue. The Trailer-Train Com- 
pany seems tacitly to have reached 
that conclusion, and it is believed that 
the respondent itself is now of the same 
opinion, and that it does not intend 
to renew the lease or make any other 
similar leases. They are not necessary 
to the future operation of Plan 4, and 
in fact are in derogation of its principle, 
which is the provision of motive power 
only, to shipper-owned or provided 
vehicles, The matter of the ABC iease 
is scarcely mentioned or discussed by 
respondent on brief, except in narrating 
the history of the development of its 
Plan 4 service. 


“The laws provide ample remedies 
both before the Commission, and in the 
courts, upon petition or complaint, for 
violations of the interstate commerce act. 
The lease to ABC is not essential to the 
functioning of respondent’s Plan 4, nor 
to a proper determination of the direct 
issues here involved. The examiner will 
therefore make no finding as to the 
lawfulness of the presently existing 
lease with ABC, but pass on to the more 
basic issue of legality of respondeni’s 
Plan 4 as specified in the tariff pro- 
visions set forth in the orders of inves- 
tigation. 


Finding of Lawfulness 

“Shipper-owned or leased cars, used 
in general service by railroad have long 
been in-use and recognized as lawful. 
Now, however, the respondent, appar- 
ently in recognition of this fact, has by 
tariff provision withdrawn its holding 
out to the public, to the limited extent 
above shown, to provide the vehicles 
normally used to hold the shipper’s prod- 
ucts. This is a new type of service in 
addition to, and not in substitution of, 
an old service. It is being used, and has 
according to the clear evidence, at- 
tracted traffic back to the respondent’s 
service. The Commission still has the 
statutory duty under the national trans- 
portation policy of ‘developing, coordin- 
ating, and preserving a national trans- 
portation system by water, highway and 
rail’ and of recognizing and preserving 
‘the inherent advantages of each.’ No 
shipper on this record opposes the con- 
tinuation of this new form of service. 
Shippers are hardly known to oppose a 
transportation service they can use at a 
lower price. The charges for these serv- 
ices are unquestionably very low, as 
will be more fully shown. The examiner 
finds that the respondent’s Plan 4 serv- 
ice, to the extent here under investiga- 
tion, apart from the issue of the level 
of the charges therefor, is lawful.” 


Requirements on Classification 

As to a contention of the protestants 
that the considered Plan 4 all-commodity 
rates completely negated the legal re- 
quirements of a freight classification as 
required by section 1(6) of the act, Ex- 
aminer Dunn said that the prime purpose 
of commodity rates was to depart from 
the rate requirements of the classifica- 
tion. 


A recent one-day survey showed that 
only five carloads out of 2,000, or one- 
fourth of 1 per cent, moved over the re- 
spondent’s lines on class rates, he said. 

“Thus, the classification now applies, 
apparently, chiefly to those few unfortu- 
nate little shippers who, by reason of 
their small tonnage or lack of carrier 
competition, at the small villages prob- 
ably involved, must ship by rail at less- 
carload rates,” he said. “So long as these 
departures from the spirit, if not the 
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letter, of the classification enactment 
exists, it is idle to expect the examiner 
to condemn or to find unlawful the 
considered Plan 4 rates or service. 

.. . Perhaps the time has come, now 
that costs have taken a greater share 
and weight in the determination of 
lawful rates, to ask whether the whole 
concept of classification is not in need of 
critical reappraisal. At least, one clear 
fact should be borne in mind; that with 
very minor exceptions, it costs no more 
for a railroad to haul a ton of finished 
steel a mile than a ton of sand a mile. 
In any event, the value of a classifica- 
tion may well be open to question when 
it has such a tiny application in com- 
parison with the total transportation 
picture.” 


Cost Discussion 


Examiner Dunn said that both the re- 
spondent and the protestants introduced 
cost studies based on the formulas used 
by the cost section of the Commission 
(statement 5-59) for operations in 1958, 
in the Eastern District. He said respond- 
ents gave no figures to show full costs 
for the reason that it contended that 
just and reasonable minimum rates did 
not necessarily have to cover fully 
allocated costs. Paint and Related 
Articles in Official Territory, 308 ICC 
439, 444. Examiner Dunn noted that the 
Commission’s Cost Finding Section had 
rejected fully-distributed costs as the 
proper basis of rate making, and said: 

“Before going further, it should be rec- 
ognized by all concerned, including the 
Commission, that in some respects this 
is a proceeding of first impression. At 
least, no case directly in point dealing 
with Plan 4 service has been cited of rec- 
ord. The Commission should take offi- 
cial notice of the fact, of. which it is 
abundantly informed by its official ex- 
perience in recent years, that the trans- 
portation industry in this country is still 
undergoing evolutionary developments. 
It is not the industry it was 1887, or in 
1935. Bold thinking and experimenting 
pervades it. Blind adherence to preced- 
ents, or to cost formulas, it is most 
earnestly submitted, simply will not do.” 


Examiner Dunn suggested that “if, as 
seems the case, the Commission is to 
rely increasingly upon cost evidence, and 
if, as the parties herein seem to allege, 
this is a matter of life and death to en- 
tire segments of the transportation in- 
dustry, then the examiner does most 
seriously and earnestly say that the sub- 
ject of costs must be studied more 
thoroughly, and presented to the Com- 
mission and its staff with much greater 
clarity than has thus far been evident.” 


Rate-Making Paradox 
After discussing findings in general 
rate increase cases, in which he said that 
the railroads practically always repre- 
sented to the Commission that they had 
to have an increase in rates in order to 
cover their increased operating costs 


since the prior increase, Examiner Dunn 
said: 


“Yet now, with no reduction in the 
cost of living generally apparent, and 
with inflationary forces still visible, they 
suddenly ask to reduce their rates on 
all-commodities (albeit on behalf of a 
very limited number and class of ship- 
pers) to rates so low that they range 
between 10 and 16.3 per cent of first 
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class. Such a paradox is scarcely be- 
lievable, and surely calls for a careful 
explanation. None is attempted on this 
record. The only valid explanation that 
this examiner can imagine is that the 
increased rates policy did not work, 
that it drove more and more traffic to 
the competitors of respondent operating 
less costly services, that the beliefs, 
predictions, and conclusions of the re- 
spondent and the Commission in those 
proceedings were wrong, and that now 
drastic surgery is required, which will 
work, if it works at all, only on the 
theory of greatly increasing the volume 
of traffic. If costs are to continue to 
hold a trusted role in rate determina- 
tions, the examiner most vigorously and 
earnestly recommends to the respondent 
that a better explanation of this par- 
adox be given to the Commission before 
the close of this proceeding. If class 
rates were charged on some commodities 
by respondent before institution of Plan 
4 that were 10 times as high as are now 
being charged on the same commodities 
between the same points, what are we 
to conclude as to the size of the profit 
made thereon? 

“It is not, too difficult to accept the 
theory of ‘maximizing the net return’ as 
approved in Paint and Related Articles, 
in Official Territory, supra, at pages 444 
and 445. This is especially true when 
dealing with but one commodity, of 
above-average value. But what is one 
to say where, as here, the carrier pro- 
poses to reduce the rates on all com- 
modities to a level so low that it is 
lower than the lowest classification rat- 
ing? The examiner is here attempting 
to adhere strictly to the subject of 
‘costs,’ but it is well nigh impossible 
since the Commission has always ad- 
hered to the principle that cost is but 
one of the many factors to be considered 
in the determination of a reasonable 
rate, which has led inevitably to a com- 
mingling, on records and briefs, of cost 
evidence and other types of evidence 
such as competitive forces, value of the 
service to the shipper, volume, etc. 


‘Maximizing’ Net Return 

“If we keep well in mind, however, 
that on this record it is established that 
the all-commodity rates return in all 
instances revenues well above the out- 
of-pocket cost of service, and if we ac- 
cept the belief of respondent that this 
Plan 4 service will substantially increase 
tonnage from other modes of transport, 
particularly private motor carriage, it 
seems that the principle should work 
when extended to the total tonnage of 
various commodities. The whole world 
knows the story of Henry Ford, how by 
low sales price and volume sales he 
made a fortune on one commodity. The 
analogy can be carried over into the rail- 
road industry. In any event, we have 
witnessed over the past decade, the re- 
verse of the principle of ‘maximizing 
the net return’ which is the law of di- 


compared with rates or charges for the 
older, common forms of rail freight 
service, or even the more complete and 
more expensive TOFC services. He con- 
cludes that there are reasonable grounds 
to expect that they will increase the 
net freight revenues of respondent. Rea- 
sonableness under section one is a sep- 
arate and remaining issue.” 

With respect to the latter issue, Ex- 
aminer Dunn said that even the pro- 
testants’ own computation of costs 
showed that the revenues under the 50,- 
000-pound shipments would exceed the 
out-of-pocket costs by 9 to 36 per cent 
and on 70,000 pounds, from 1 to 37 per 
cent. He concluded that the respondent’s 
charges were reasonably compensatory, 
and added: 

“In accepting the doctrine of ‘maxi- 
mizing the net return,’ advocated by this 
same respondent in Paint and Related 
Articles—Official Territory, supra, the 
examiner believes that from a financial 
standpoint it is better to have a relatively 
small unit return of revenue on volume 
movements, than to have no return at 
all from high paper rates that induce 
shippers to use their own private trucks 
or some other competitive mode of car- 
riage. 

Discussion and Conclusions 

“No shipper, despite ample opportunity, 
appeared or testified in opposition to this 
Plan 4 service. They would hardly be ex- 
pected to object to lower rates. For 50 
years, more or less, after the passage of 
the original act to regulate commerce, 
many essential features of which are 
still the cornerstone of the interstate 
commerce act, lower rates were some- 
thing to be highly encouraged by the 
Commission, In these days of high prices 
and inflation, they should again be en- 
couraged, rather than discouraged. 


“Whether these charges, if allowed to 
continue or spread, will cast an undue 
burden on other traffic, is indeed the 
serious and unanswerable question at 
this moment. If, as the respondents hope 
and predict, the plan will increase their 
tonnage and net revenues, there will be 
no burden on other traffic. The plan 
should be given a fair trial. The Com- 
mission may retain its jurisdiction over 
this proceeding; but in any event, there 
are ample. opportunities and ways under 
the act to place a future check upon 
the respondent, if the plan shows signs 
of destructive or unfair competition. It 
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compensatory, that they are not in vio- 
lation of the national transportation pol- 
icy, that they do not constitute unfair 
or destructive competition, as contem- 
plated by the interstate commerce act, 
and that they are just and reasonable.” 


Motor Service at Goodrich 
Plant Site by 33 Carriers 


Meets Approval of Board 


Approval of 33 applications filed 
by motor carriers for authority to 
serve a new plant, now under con- 
struction by the B. F. Goodrich Co. 
near Fort Wayne, Ind., is recom- 
mended by a joint board in a report 
and order in MC-59852, Sub. 13, All 
States Freight, Inc., Extension—B. F. 
Goodrich Plant Site, and 32 em- 
braced proceedings. 


The recommendation was made by 
Joint Board No, 72, composed of William 
J. Guenther, of Indiana. The board said 
no one opposed the applications. 

Exceptions may be filed with the Com- 
mission within 20 days from July 20, 
the date of service. 

“The applicants herein,” the board 
said, “hold authority in general to trans- 
port general commodities, with the 
usual exceptions, over regular routes, in 
one of more of the north-central states, 
serving Fort Wayne, Ind., as either an 
intermediate point or terminus on their 
respective regular-route operations. 

“By the instant applications, all the 
applicants seek to serve a new plant, 
now under construction, of the B. F. 
Goodrich Co., at a site in Milan town- 
ship, Allen County, approximately 11 to 
13 miles east of Fort Wayne off U. S. 
Highway -24, in connection with their 
present regular-route operations to and 
from Fort Wayne.” 

The board said each applicant demon- 
strated that it had the necessary equip- 
ment and facilities with which to serve 
the supporting shipper, and that each 
was in compliance with the Commis- 
sion’s safety regulations and the high- 
way regulations of Indiana. 

The board said that the B. F. Good- 
rich Tire Co., a subsidiary of the B. F. 
Goodrich Co., of Akron, O., selected the 
site because of the numerous motor car- 
riers available at this point, and had re- 
quested these carriers to file the appli- 
cations consolidated herewith. 


Authority Recommended 


The board recommended granting 
authority for the transportation of gen- 
eral commodities, except those of unusual 
value, Classes A and B explosives, house- 
hold goods as defined by the Commis-

Van Line Can’t Carry Voting 


Machines, Says Examiner 


Hearing Examiner Alton R. Smith, of 
the Commission, by a recommended re- 
port in MC-C-2447, Ill-Mo Van & Stor- 
age Co.—Investigation and Revocation of 
Certificate, has proposed the entry of a 
cease and desist order against the Ill-Mo 
Van & Storage Co., of St. Louis requir- 
ing it to abstain from the transportation 
of voting machines without having ob- 
tained appropriate authority. 

Examiner Smith said the respondent 
held a certificate providing for the trans- 
portation of household goods, between 
points in Missouri and Illinois on the 
one hand, and, on the other, points in 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Tennessee, 4 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Oklahoma, Nebraska, 
Arkansas, Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut. 


The examiner said Ill-Mo had trans- 
ported shipments of voting machines 
from Akron, O., to St. Louis, contending 
that such machines were properly defined 
as household goods since they were 
articles of unusual nature or value re- 
quiring the specialized handling and 
equipment usually employed in moving 
household goods. 

The examiner said it was clear that 
at least a number of the voting machines 
were delivered to the destination point 
in St. Louis under unfavorable condi- 
tions, and that such service could not 
efficiently have been accomplished by 
the normal carriers of other commodities. 
He said, however, there was no longer a 
requirement for any unusual practice in 
delivering the machines, nor was he per- 
suaded that the machines themselves 
were articles of such value or unusual 
nature as to require the specialized han- 
dling and equipment usually employed in 
moving household goods. 

Examiner Smith concluded that there 
had been no willful violation of the in- 
terstate commerce act on the part of the 
respondent, and therefore, the carrier’s 
certificate should not be disturbed. 


Unlawful Control 


By a report in MC-F-7369, Interstate 
Dress Carriers, Inc.—Investigation of 
Control—Gold Star Freight Lines, Inc., 
Hearing Examiner John F. Collins has 
recommended that the Commission find 
that control or management of Gold 
Star Freight Lines, Inc., of Newark, 
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N.J., in a common interest- with Inter- 
state Dress Carriers, Inc., of New York 
City has been effectuated and is con- 
tinuing in violation of section 5(4) of 
the interstate commerce act. He said an 
order should be entered terminating the 
violation. Any exceptions to the report 
must be filed at the Commission within 
30 days from July 18. 


Examiner Rules Against 
Petitions for Work Rights 
Filed by Bus Line Employes 


Bus line employes who asked the 
Commission to determine their rights 
because of the loss of employment 
following the acquisition of control 
by other interests of the bus lines 
which employed them, will receive 
no consideration by the Commission 
if it follows the recommendations 
of one of its examiners. 


Hearing Examiner Thomas J. Patrick 
said that a petition of one driver should 
be dismissed because it was not filed 
until the expiration of a three-year 
period during which the Commission had 
reserved jurisdiction to impose condi- 
tions for the protection of empivyes. 
He said a petition filed jointly by four 
other employes should be denied be- 
cause they were laid off in accordance 
with their seniority rights and with the 
approval of the union. He also said they 
had been “dilatory” in filing their pe- 
tition. 

Examiner Patrick’s recommendations 
were in a recommended report in MC- 
F-5570, J. E. Craft—Control: Consoli- 
dated Bus Lines, Inc.—Control—Blue 
Ribbon Lines Corp., embracing MC-F- 
5571, Leonard H. Samworth and First 
National Bank of Huntington, Trustee— 
Control; Ohio Valley Bus Co.—Purchase 
(Portion)—Blue Ribbon Lines Corp. The 
examiner said that the parties had 
stated that the transactions approved 
by the ICC had been consummated No- 
vember 4, 1955. 

Examiner Patrick said that the peti- 
tion he dealt with in MC-F-5570 was 
filed by John M. Aarnock, a driver, on 
November 6, 1958, which was after the 
expiration of the period in which the 
Commission reserved jurisdiction. There- 
fore, he said, the petition should be dis- 
missed for lack of jurisdiction. 

In MOC-F-5571, the examiner said, 
Alonzo and Thomas Sarven, brothers, 
and Arlie Robinson and Melvin C. Stur- 
gill, cleaners, had petitioned the Com- 
mission on October 31, 1958, to deter- 
mine their rights. Their employment 
had been terminated on various dates 
between December 15, 1955, and April 
27, 1958. 

The examiner said, that these em- 
ployes were laid off in accordance with 
their seniority rights and with the ap- 
proval of the unions. He said it was 
clear that those employes and others 
would have subsequently lost their jobs 
if the transaction had been disapproved. 
He said it had been necessary for Ohio 
Valley to reduce expenses in order to 
continue operating. 

“No reason is given for the dilatoriness 
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of complainants in both proceedings in 
bringing the matter to the attention of 
the Commission at an earlier date,” Ex- 
aminer Patrick said. “Any harm or ad- 
verse effect upon complainants oc- 
curred at the time of their discharge or 
lay off and not from six months to three 
years later. The record does not actually 
show that they have seriously been af- 
fected by the action taken by Ohio Val- 
ley in those lay offs with the approval 
of the union. .. . In the examiner’s 
opinion, the petition of complainants 
should be denied.” Exceptions to the 
report are due at the Commission, in 
Washington, D.C., 30 days from July 15, 
the date of service.

HEARINGS 
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Protection of Employes, 
Routing Asked in Argument 


On DL & W-Erie Merger 


Prompt approval of a plan to 
merge the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Railroad Co. and the Erie 
Railroad Co., in order to save the 
carriers an estimated $35,000 a day, 
was urged by attorneys for the two 
railroads in oral argument held July 
20 before the entire Commission in 
Finance No. 20707, Erie Railroad Co. 
—Merger, Etc.—Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western Railroad Co. 


Approval of the plan was recom- 
mended in a report by hearing Examiner 
Hyman J. Blond, who said the merger 
would result in estimated savings of 
more than $13 million annually at the 
end of the first five years after merger 
(T.W., April 2, p. 119). 


Applicant’s Case 
“The benefits which the Erie-Lacka- 
wanna merger will create are tremen- 
dous,” M. C. Smith, Jr., general counsel 
of the Erie, asserted as he presented the 
case for the applicants. 


“We submit that there can be no ques- 
tion but that the merger will be consist- 
ent with the public interest. First, the 
merger will make possible large savings 


in the transportation service now ren- 
dered by the two railroads without any 
adverse effect on the public, and, sec- 
ondly, will result in a substantial im- 
provement in the quality of such trans- 
portation service.” 


Mr. Smith described the two railroads 
as “hard-pressed” carriers operating 
“heavily in the red.” He said that 
without consummation of the merger 
proposal, the condition of the railroads 
was “critical and alarming.” 


“We must have this merger and be 
able to begin these savings quickly to be 
able to survive,” Mr. Smith said. “Every 
day that this merger is postponed means 
at least $35,000 to these two impover- 
ished railroads.” 


Mr. Smith said the nation’s railroads 
were being subjected to intensive com- 
petition, and that it was increasingly 
important to them to take advantage of 
every possible opportunity to operate 
efficiently and economically. He said the 
two companies could see no alternative 
to a merger, in order to meet “the 
emergency” he said was confronting the 
carriers. . 

As examples of improvements accruing 
to the public should the merger be ap- 
proved, Mr. Smith said, the railroads 
planned to build a hump-retarder yard 
at Buffalo, N.Y., and that the heavier 
traffic density east of Buffalo would 
permit the operation of more trains on 
more-frequent schedules: east of there. 
Referring to the proposed exchange of 
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stock—whereby holders of Erie common 
stock would received 1% shares of com- 
mon stock in the new company, Erie- 
Lackawanna, while Lackawanna stock- 
holders would receive new stock on a 
share-for-share basis—Mr. Smith said 
it was true that the book value of Lacka- 
wanna stock was greater than Erie stock, 
but he added that Examiner Blond said 
in his report that the book values did not 
correctly relate to the current real value 
of the stock. 

Mr: Smith said the stock exchange 
ratio had been arrived at after careful 
study, and that exceptions to the exam- 
iner’s report on behalf of a group of 
Lackawanna stockholders should be re- 
jected. 

Concerning the position of railroad 
intervenors, Mr. Smith said their objec- 
tions centered around conditions for the 
protection of their traffic. He said the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad 
Co. (Nickel Plate) proposed the imposi- 
tion of 12 conditions, which, he said, 
would result in much confusion if im- 
posed. He said that in previous proceed- 
ings it had been established that a 
merger in the public interest should not 
be disapproved only because it might 
result in a shift of traffic from one 
carrier to another. 


Effect on Employes 


Walter J. Cummins, Jr., also appearing 
for the applicants, discussed the effect 
of the merger on the railroads’ employes. 
He said a maximum of 1,900 jobs 
would be abolished in the five-year pe- 
riod after the merger, but that only an 
estimated 863 of those would be imme- 
diately affected through refusal of em- 
ployes to accept transfer of positions. 

He said the Railway Labor Executives’ 
Association took “the extreme position” 
that the newly organized carrier must 
retain all employes. He said the associa- 
tion’s “most drastic” contention was the 
prohibition of any dismissal of employes 
for a four-year period. 


“Consolidation would be meaningless, 
if the carriers could not transfer or dis- 
miss employes, if they were properly 
compensated,” Mr, Cummins said. 


Traffic Diversion 


Thomas O. Broker appeared on behalf 
of the Nickel Plate. He said his com- 
pany did not oppose the merger, but 
was protesting the predicted diversions 
of traffic from other railroads, which he 
said had been estimated at $7 million 
in the initial five-year period after the 
merger. Half of this, he said, would be 
from the Nickel Plate. 


He said the Nickel Plate also asked 
the right to benefit equally with the. Erie- 
Lackawanna from any new facilities at 
Buffalo. He said the Nickel Plate felt 
entitled to protection of traffic which the 
Nickel Plate “has built up over 50 years.” 
He said that if the Nickel Plate’s pro- 


from a “tariff standpoint,” would disap- 
pear. He said that, under such circum- 
stances, it would not be possible to tell 
what traffic had originated under which 
route agreements with other carriers. 


Stockholders’ Dissent 


Arnold L. Fein, saying he represented 
the dissenting Lackawanna stockholders, 
said it had been suggested that, since 
those stockholders held 1 per cent of 
the stock in the railroad, “their rights 
should be disregarded.” Mr. Fein pro- 
tested the procedure followed in the 
hearing, saying he had not had sufficient 
time to prepare his case and was unable 
to cross-examine witnesses for the ap- 
plicants. He said his clients objected to 
the stock ratio which would result from 
the merger, and that he had not been 
allowed to examine a financial study on 
which the merger proposal was based. 


RLEA Contentions 


William G. Mahoney, representing the 
RLEA, said the proposal represented 
the “most-important issue to railroad 
employes to be considered” by the ICC 
in 10 years. He said that the “onslaught 
of merger cases,” if approved, would cut 
railroad employment 12% to 25 per cent. 
He discussed the wording of section 5(2) 
(f) of the interstate commerce act, and 
asserted that the plain language of the 
section, “its unequivocally and unusually 
clear legislative history and its inter- 
pretation by the U.S. Supreme Court re- 
quire the Commission to preserve em- 
ployment of all employes who would be 
affected by a transaction under 5(2) for 
a@ period of at least four years from the 
Commission’s order of approval.” 

Rebuttal 

Mr. Cummins, on rebuttal, differed 
with Mr. Mahoney’s interpretation of 
section 5(2)(f). He said he did not be- 
lieve the wording of the section was in- 
tended to “freeze employes in their jobs.” 

Also appearing on ‘rebuttal for the ap- 
plicants was Rowland L. Davis, who said 
there was no proof in the record that 
Mr. Fein represented Lackawanna stock- 
holders. Referring to the argument of 
the Nickel Plate’s attorney, he said that 
railroad wanted to build a fence “around 
unrouted traffic’ and traffic solicited 
through the Buffalo gateway. 

“We feel in the public interest that all 
routes should be open to everybody,” Mr. 
Davis. said. 

He concluded by urging the Commis- 
sion to give the proceeding prompt at- 
tention.

Hearing and Conference Set 


In Florida Motor Rate Case 


The Florida Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commission has scheduled a 
public hearing on part of a petition by 
the Florida Intrastate Rate Bureau for 
an increase in intrastate motor rates on 
all class and commodity traffic and the 
commission has set a pre-hearing con- 
ference on procedures to be followed in 
a hearing on the entire petition. 


The commission said the bureau had 
petitioned for authority to increase in- 
trastate motor truck rates on all class 
and commodity traffic by 15 per cent, or 
by such measure as may be required to 
produce an operating ratio of not ex- 
ceeding 93 per cent for the petitioning 
carriers. 


The bureau also requested, in the pe- 
tition, immediate approval of a proposed 
interim emergency increase of 2 per cent 
pending full hearing and ha ee pg a of 
the requested 15 per cent increase. 
case has been docketed No. “cor 

A public hearing on the interim in- 
crease will be held July 28 in the new 
State Office Building in Miami, starting 
at 9 a.m. The commission said it would 
hear all relevant evidence and argument 
in support of or in opposition to the in- 
terim increase. 

Immediately following the public hear- 
ing, a pre-hearing conference will be 
held to consider the nature of the vari- 
ous exhibits that will be required or per- 





mitted, the separation procedures to be 
followed, and such other matters calcu- 
lated to assist the commission in han- 
dling the hearing on the remaining por- 
tion of the petition. At both hearings, 
the commission said, all parties of in- 
terest would be given an opportunity to 
be fully heard. 


Pennsylvania PUC Suspends 
Proposed Air Fare Rises 


The Pennsylvania Public Utility Com- 
mission has suspended and ordered an 
investigation of increased fares filed by 
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five airlines to become effective July 24 
for flights within Pennslyvania. 

The commission said it appeared that 
the proposed increases—filed by Trans 
World, Eastern, Capital, Allegheny and 
United airlines—would raise intrastate 
flight rates between 10 and 20 per cent, 
rather than 2% per cent on all fares, plus 
an additional $1 on one-way fares that 
went into affect July 1 on interstate trips 
with approval of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 

The state commission suspended the 
increases for up to six months to next 
January 24 pending hearings, which the 
agency said would be opened as soon as 
possible.

FMB Examiner Recommends 
Permission for Waterman 


To Serve Puerto Rico 


A Federal Maritime Board ex- 
aminer, stating that maritime ship- 
ping services are “vitally important 
to the more than two million people 
of the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico,” has recommended that Water- 
man Steamship Corp. be granted 
permission to continue domestic 
service between US. Pacific coast 
ports and Puerto Rico if Waterman 
is granted a subsidy for its foreign 
trade operations. 


Examiner Edward C. Johnson made the 
recommendation in an initial decision 
in S-73, Sub. 1, Waterman Steamship 
Corp., Application under Section 805(a), 
Merchant Marine Act, 1936. The cited 
section requires written permission from 
the FMB for a subsidized carrier in for- 
eign trade to operate in domestic trades. 
To grant the permission, the board must 
find that domestic services of a sub- 
sidized carrier will not be harmful to 
US.-flag operators serving the domestic 
trade exclusively. 

Examiner Johnson said that there was 
no opposition to the application. He also 
said that Waterman was a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of McLean Industries, Inc., 
and that the officers and directors of 
both “are interlocking to a certain ex- 
tent.” Hence, he said, the applicant’s 
parent and the officers and directors of 
both applicant and its parent “have a di- 
rect or indirect pecuniary interest in 
applicant,” and “request for permission 
to continue” those interest had been 
made. He recommended that such per- 
mission to given. 


The examiner, developing the need of 
shipping services to Puerto Rico, said 
that “ocean shipping services are the 
life line” of the island in furnishing food 
and other commodities essential to its 
people, and that industries on the island 
were “by necessity oriented toward ocean 
shipping.” He also said that Waterman 
had commenced the Pacific coast-Puerto 


Rican service.in 1959 and that “either 
it or its affiliate, Sea-Land Service, Inc. 
(formerly known as Pan-Atlantic Steam- 
ship Corp.) has operated continuously 
in that trade since then.” 


Examiner Johnson set out his con- 
clusions as follows: 


“On this record, it is found that the 
granting of the requested permission 
under section 805(a) of the merchant 
marine act, 1936, as amended, for ap- 
plicant Waterman Steamship Corp, to 
engage in domestic coastwise service be- 
tween United States Pacific coast ports 
and ports in Puerto Rico, and for con- 
tinuation of the pecuniary interest of 
McLean Industries, Inc,, and the officers 
and directors of McLean Industries, Inc., 
and Waterman in Waterman Steamship 
Corp., and for continuation of the agency 
arrangements between Waterman and its 
subsidiaries, Waterman Steamship Corp. 
of California, and Waterman Steamship 
Corp. of Puerto Rico, in connection with 
such service, will not result in unfair 
competition to any person, firm or cor- 
poration operating exclusively in the 
domestic intercoastal or coastwise serv- 
ice, nor be prejudicial to the objects or 
policy of the act. 


“This report shall serve as such written 
permission for the foregoing services, in- 
terests, and arrangements requested by 
applicant in the absence of any excep- 
bass thereto or review thereof by the

Aaron 
Glickman, of San Francisco, executive 
secretary of the California Ports Asso- 
ciation, said that the issue raised by the 
complaint appeared to be “the right of 
any port to assess charges against steve- 
doring companies when performing work 
on the port facility in competition with 
the port which has already set itself up 
to perform the same type of service.” 
(T.W., June 26, p. 195.) 


FMB Allows Isbrandtsen 
Waiver to Permit Director 
To Hold Foreign-Flag Stock 


Because of service to American in- 
dustry by the transportation of ore 
in a type of ship of which there is 
“an insufficiency,” the Federal Mar- 
itime Board has granted Isbrandtsen 
Co., Inc., a two-year waiver under 
section 804 of the merchant marine 
act of 1916 to permit Jakob Is- 
brandtsen, president and director of 
the company, to continue to hold 
stock of the -Canadian Foreign 
Steamship Co., a British company 
which operates foreign-flag vessels. 


The action was by a report in S-60, 
Sub. 2, and S-64, Sub. 1, Waiver Under 
Section 804, Merchant Marine Act, 1936. 

Under section 804 of the 1936 act those 
having an interest in foreign-flag steam- 
ship lines may not have an interest in 
American-flag lines which have operat- 
ing-differential subsidy contracts with 
the federal government, unless a waiver 
is obainted from the FMB on a showing 
of special circumstances and good cause. 
Isbrandtsen Co., which applied for the 
waiver, was granted a subsidy on its 
eastbound round-the-world service 
(T.W., Aug. 23, 1958, p. 89). 

The board adopted the conclusions of 
one of its examiners that there was 
“a relative absence” of competition be- 
tween the three Dutch-fiag vessels under 
charter to Canforship and essential 
American-flag service and that berth 
liner services did not compete effectively 
with the large, specialized bulk ore and 
oil-carrying vessels used by the British 

and the further conclusion 


carrying raw materials “vital to Ameri- 
can industry,” with substantial savings 
to American industry. 


The board also adopted the examiner’s 
conclusion that there was an insuffi- 
ciency of American-flag berth vessels 
to carry all the ore moved by Canforship 
from Chile to the United States. 

The board accepted the conclusion 
that the three foreign-flag vessels com- 
peted with essential American-flag serv- 
ice and that, consequently the provisions 
of section 804 were in effect as to Mr. 
Isbrandtsen and the vessels controlled 
by Canforship “in which the president 


and director of applicant holds a minor- 
ity, but substantial, interest.” 
However, the board said, special cir- 
cumstances and good cause had been 
shown justifying waiver of the provisions 
of section 804 of the 1936 act. The waiv- 
er may, under the terms of the board’s 
report, be canceled on 90 days’ notice. 


FMB Permits Grace to Drop 
Great Lakes Service, Asks 


Route ‘Essentiality’ Study 


The Federal Maritime Board has 
conditionally authorized Grace Line, 
Inc., to withdraw from the St. Law- 
rence-Great Lakes/Caribbean serv- 
ice, and has asked the Maritime 
Administration to restudy that trade 
route (No. 33) to determine if it 
should be continued to be classified 
as “essential.” 


Unless the maritime administrator 
declares a foreign trade route essential, 
the FMB may not enter into operating- 
differential subsidy contracts with US.- 
flag lines operating on the route. 

Permission was given Grace to with- 
drawn from the Great Lakes service by 
a report of the FMB in S-133, In Re 
Grace Line, Inc., Trade Route 33, Line 
D (Great Lakes-Caribbean). This ac- 
tion followed permission given Grace 
earlier this year to reduce its sailings to 
a minimum of seven and maximum of 
12 voyages in 1960, and temporarily to 
suspend sailings while the request of the 
shipping line to withdraw from the serv- 
ice, because of the losses it experienced 
in 1959, was heard.and considered (T.W., 
March 26, p. 291; May 28, p. 101, and 
June 4, p. 106). 


Conditions Imposed 

The board modified the subsidy con- 
tract to permit Grace to withdraw from 
the service, but did so with the following 
conditions: 

1. The ships used on trade route 33 
shall be considered as withdrawn from 
the subsidy contract as of the date of the 
last voyage of each vessel. 

2. No expense for any of the vessels 
shall be charged against subsidized op- 
erations for any period after termination 
of the last voyage on trade route 33. 

3. Depreciation on four of the vessels 
must continue to be deposited in reserve 
funds as long as the vessels are owned 
by Grace. 

4. If the four ships are sold within 
three years, the proceeds of the sale must 
be deposited in capital reserve funds. 

Grace said it had lost $1,657,000 34 
the Great-Lakes-Caribbean service 
eicaun thal ane tome ten ohne 
less than $120,000 a voyage in 1960, plus 
“pro rata of ballast and lay-up costs of 
about $250,000 for two vessels” for the 
1960 session. 

The board said that Grace Line had 
satisfactorily established that it had 
suffered and would for the foreseeable 
future suffer a loss or would, at the 
most, not make a reasonable profit on 
its investment on the route. 

The FMB made the modification in the 
subsidy contract, it said, because Grace 
Line had established that it had and 
would suffer a loss on its investment on 
trade route 33, and in the absence of 
any objection from any of the Ameri- 
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can shippers or exporters who would 
be affected by discontinuance of the 
service. 

At the same time, the FMB rejected 
the contention made by Grace that the 
results from one route or service included 
in a subsidy contract should be consid- 
ered by the board in connection with a 
petition for modification of the contract. 
The board said that the averaging of 
the financial results from all of the 
services and routes in a subsidy contract 
carried out the purposes of the mer- 
chant marine act of 1936 and enabled 
“the more profitable operations. to help 
carry the less profitable operations and 
thus assists in obtaining service on the 
less profitable services, routes and lines.” 


FMB Allows Reestablishment 


Of Dual Rates on Explosives 


The Federal Maritime Board, by an 
order, has approved a statement filed by 
the Pacific Westbound Conference pro- 
posing to reestablish contract/non-con- 
tract rates on explosives and setting 
forth a differential of $3 in the rates, 
the same as is presently applied on other 
commodities. 

The conference statement was filed 
February 18 and was approved by the 
FMB July 18. The transportation of ex- 
plosives is in the trade from Pacific 
coast ports of the U.S. and Canada to 
Japan, Korea, Formosa, Siberia, Man- 
churia, China, Hong Kong, Indo-China, 
Thailand, and the Philippines.

Honduran Airline Awarded 


One-Year Permit Extension 


President Eisenhower, acting on rec- 
ommendation of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, has approved renewal for one 
year of the temporary foreign air car- 
rier permit of Transportes Aereos Na- 
cionales, S.A., an air carrier of Honduras. 


The permit, approved July 18, au- 
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thorizes the line to carry persons, prop- 
erty and mail between the co-terminal 
points of Tegucigalpa and San Pedro 
Sula, Honduras; and intermediate point 
or points in Honduras; the intermediate 
point of Belize, British Honduras, and 
the terminal point of Miami, and to op- 
erate off-route charter trips, on condi- 
tion that it not engage in foreign air 
transport between Miami and points 
south or east of Honduras or provide 
service, by interchange of equipment, 
between Miami and points south or east 
of Honduras. 

In order E-15548 in the case, No. 9647, 
Transportes Aereos Nacionales, SA., 
the board said the renewal was limited 
to a year to enable the board “to make 
an early re-examination of the carrier’s 
operations and the progress made by the 
carrier in becoming substantially owned 
and effectively controlled by nationals of 
Honduras.” 


CAB to Give ‘Great Weight’ 
To CRAF Contracts and Rates 


In Military Exemption Cases 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
stated that it will give “great weight” 
to air carriers which have executed 
Civil Reserve Air Fleet standby con- 
tracts and to “fair and reasonable” 
rates in passing on applications for 
individual exemptions which enable 
non-scheduled airlines to bid com- 
petitively on military traffic without 
having published rates on the traffic. 


The board’s statement was made in an 
exchange of letters between Whitney 
Gilliland, CAB chairman, and Dudley 
C. Sharp, Secretary of the Air Force. The 
letters were made public July 20. 

The board said it had reviewed various 
Air Force programs and memoranda and 
had discussed with Department of De- 
fense officials specific plans for carrying 
out the courses of action relative to 
military airlift. 


“As we understand it,” the board said, 
“these plans contemplate negotiation 
[by the Department of Defense] for the 
procurement of international commercial 
air transportation by categories as fol- 
lows: 


“(a) Certain personnel and cargo to 
move over the routes and via the cer- 
tificated international route operators 
on an individually ticketed and waybilled 
basis. 


“(b) Planeload movements of person- 
nel and cargo via carriers (all classes) 
who are participants in CRAF, provided 
such carriers meet equipment and other 
requirements set forth in the program of 
implementation.” 

The board noted that certificated in- 
ternational route carriers, certificated 
domestic all-cargo carriers and supple- 
mental carriers participated in CRAF. 
It also noted that the Defense Depart- 
ment considered it essential that all car- 
riers meeting prescribed specifications 
and participating in CRAF be eligible to 
participate in the program. 

The board also said that for any 
carrier to render services outside the 
scope of its certificate at rates other 
than as published in its tariffs required 
special authority from the board. 


“Our letter of June 24, 1960, [T.W., 
July 9, p. 106], stated that the board 
had concluded to discontinue the grant 
of blanket exemptions . . . for the move- 
ment of military traffic,” the board said. 
“Insofar as blanket exemptions for in- 
ternational air transportation are con- 
cerned, it is still the board’s plan to 
discontinue such exemptions; the ques- 
tion of how: best to deal with domestic 
traffic . .. is receiving further study. 

“The board, in passing upon individual 
exemption applications from air carriers 
as defined in the act will give great 
weight to the following considerations, 
if they are present: 

“(a) The rates agreed upon are 
deemed by the board to be fair and 
reasonable. 


“(b) The carrier has executed a CRAF 
standby contract. 


“(c) The Secretary of the Air Force 
or his designee has determined that the 
contract is in the interest of national 
defense. 

“The board understands that in seek- 
ing acceptable rates that will be fair and 
reasonable, the Department of Defense 
will analyze rates proposed by a carrier 
on the basis of a breakout of costs and 
profits in accordance with the CAB 
uniform system of accounts and that 
such analysis, together with the break- 
out of costs and profits, will be available 
to the board.” 


CAB Voids National-’Pan Am’ 
Stock Exchange but Okays 


Plan for Leasing of Jets 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
ordered the voiding of a stock trade 
and option agreement between Pan 
American World Airways, Inc., and 
National Airlines, Inc., but has ap- 
proved the leasing of jet aircraft 
back and forth between the two car- 
riers. 


In order E-15541 in No. 9921, Pan 
American-National Agreement Investi- 
gation, the board said it was “in sub- 
stantial agreement with the initial deci- 
sion in the case filed by Examiner Leslie 
G. Donahue” which held that the stock 
plans would enable Pan American to 
acquire control of National, would elimi- 
nate existing competition in the Havana- 
New York/Miami markets, would indi- 
rectly provide Pan American with a 
domestic route contrary to prior board 
findings, and would adversely affect the 
competitive balance in air transportation 
between the northeastern United States 
and Florida and between the United 
States and Latin America. The exami- 
ner recommended approval of the equip- 
ment leasing provisions. 

The stock proposals and the lease 
agreements were announced in 1958 (T. 
W., Sept. 13, 1958, p. 20). The agreements 
called for a lease arrangement whereby 
Pan American would use National jets 
in the summer in the European trade and 
National would use Pan American jets in 
the winter in the New York-Florida 
trade. A mutual exchange of 400,000 
shares of stock between the two carriers 
was also proposed and Pan American was 
to be given an option to acquire 250,000 
additional shares of National stock. The 
CAB announced its tentative vote to ap- 
prove the lease agreements but to dis- 
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approve the stock agreements on April 7 
(T.W., April 16, -p. 136). 


Divestiture of Stock 

In the instant order, the board rejected 
arguments by the applicants that it 
lacked jurisdiction. It also rejected an 
appeal by Eastern Air Lincs, Inc., that 
both the lease and stock agreements 
should be disapproved. It modified the 
time limits proposed in the initial de- 
cision for Pan American and National to 
divest themselves of stock already traded 
or acquired. 

The board also reviewed past orders 
in which it had denied Pan American 
requests for domestic routes and pointed 
out that it had placed conditions in the 
Pan American certificate providing that 
the carrier should not render single- 
plane service between New York and 
Miami via Nassau. 

“We find nothing in the record to 
persuade us that the policy reflected in 
the board’s prior decisions is no longer 
sound and should not be disregarded,” 
the board said. “Accordingly, we cannot 
find the agreement in its present form 
to be in the public interest.” 

The board gave the carriers 60 days to 
return the stock already exchanged and 
to cancel the stock option and ordered 
that they file with the board a proposed 
plan for the divestiture of the respective 
shares of stock each owned in the other 
corporation. The divestiture plan would 
be re to board approval, the board 
said. 


CAB Denies Rail-Air Pleas 
To Suspend Reduced Fares 
As Proposed by Allegheny 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
dismissed complaints by two rail- 
roads and an air carrier insofar as 
suspension was asked of a proposal by 
Allegheny Airlines, Inc., for fare re- 
ductions between Philadelphia/Cam- 
den, N.J., and Boston and Providence, 
RI. At the same time, the board 
deferred its decision on requests of 
the complainants to institute an in- 
vestigation of the proposed fares, 
sending a decision on similar fares 


of Allegheny between Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh. 


By order E-15525 in Nos. 11541 and 
11544, Complaints Against Allegheny 
Airlines, Inc., Proposed “No-Reservation 
Fares” Between Philadelphia and Provi- 
dence/Boston, the board described the 
fares involved. 


“By a tariff revision filed on June 10, 
1960,” the board said, “Allegheny Air- 
lines, Inc., proposes to introduce ‘No- 
Reservation Fares’ between Philadelphia/ 
Camden, on: the one hand, and Boston, 
Mass., and Providence, R.I., on the other. 


“The one-way fares proposed are $13.64 
between Philadelphia and Boston and 
$11.82 between Philadelphia and Provi- 
dence. These fares reflect reductions 
from the currently effective first-class 
fares of approximately 36 per cent and 
37 per cent, respectively, and are marked 
to expire on March 31, 1961. They are 
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available to passengers who make no 
reservations, carry their own baggage, 
and board flights on a standby basis. 


“The New York, New Haven & Hari- 
ford Railroad, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Co. and Northeast Airlines, Inc., by com- 
plaints filed June 24 and 27, 1960, have 
requested the board to investigate and 
suspend Allegheny’s proposed tariff on 
the grounds that the fares are uneco- 
nomical . . . and will have the effect 
of increasing the subsidy requirements 
of Allegheny.” 

The board said that in 1959 it had 
considered a similar proposal by Alle- 
gheny to introduce a “No-Reservation 
Fare” between Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh and had found that, “although 
suspension of the proposal was not war- 
ranted, an investigation should be in- 
stituted to determine the lawfulness of 
the tariff charge.” A hearing in this 
investigation is scheduled for July 28. 

Commenting on the instant fares, the 
board said: 


“The proposed fares represent a worth- 
while experiment in promotional fares 
and a lower-cost type of service which 
we are reluctant to suspend in the ab- 
sence of a more compelling showing of 
probable unlawfulness than has been 
made by the complainants. We will 
therefore dismiss the complaints insofar 
as suspension is sought. 

“The current investigation of Alle- 
gheny’s ‘No-Reservation Fare’ between 
Pittsburgh and Philadelphia (Docket 
10900) involves many questions which 
are substantially similar to those in- 


volving its Philadelphia - Providence/ 


questions involved, we recognize that the 
final decision in the Pittsburgh-Philadel- 
phia investigation may provide guide- 
posts for further board action in respect 
to fares of this nature, both as presently 
proposed and as may be proposed in the 
future. 

“Moreover, it is to be expected that the 
decision of the board in the Pittsburgh- 
Philadelphia case will be issued at a 
much earlier date than would be possible 
for the completion of any investigation 
of the instant proposals. Under these 
circumstances we will not initiate a sec- 
ond investigation of ‘No-Reservation 
Fares’ at this time. 


“We will defer ruling, therefore, upon 
the complainants’ requests for investi- 
gation until such future time when any 
investigation would not result in either 
an unjustifiable duplication of effort or 
a substantial delay in concluding the 
pending investigation.” 

The order, approved by the board 
July 8, was made public July 18. 


Member Alan 8. Boyd dissented, saying 
that until obtaining results from the 
Philadelphia - Pittsburgh investigation, 
“T do not favor extension of the experi- 
ment to other routes without some rea- 
sonably conclusive evidence as to the 
financial success of the initial experi- 
ment, or some explanation as to why the 
reduction should be offered on yet other 
sectors before it has been proved profit- 
able on the first.”

Pilots’ Union Sues to Block 
FAA Rule Giving Inspectors 


Seats in Cockpits of Jets 


The Air Line Pilots Association 
filed suit July 18 in the federal dis- 
trict court at Chicago asking that 
the Federal Aviation Agency be re- 
strained from keeping in effect an 
order that FAA inspectors on jet 
flights must have a station in the 
cockpit of the plane. 


On airlines whose contracts with the 
ALPA agree to three pilots and a flight 


The union said its suit would have 
no effect on informal conferences be- 
tween the parties involved scheduled for 
July 19 by Judge Julius Miner to explore 
the possibility of finding a common 
ground on which the problem could be 
resolved. 


“We welcome a meeting of this type,” 
said the ALPA, “inasmuch as the FAA 
has previously shown no inclination to 
work out the problem on this basis even 
though pilots feel safety is being seri- 
ously jeopardized under the current 
situation and procedures which compel 
them to compromise their best and ex- 
perienced judgment.” 

In its suit, the union said: 

“The administrator’s actions are co- 
ercive, unlawful and unreasonable, hav- 
ing the purpose or effect of interfering 
with, cutting down and invading the 
area of independent judgment required 
to be reserved to the pilot respecting 
safety in flight. The administrator’s ac- 
tions would coerce a pilot to certify as 
safe and to embark upon a flight which 
the pilot might independently adjudge 
to be unsafe due to the absence of a 
— stationed and functioning third 

ot.” 

The union argued further that the 
inspection facilities on the jet craft in- 
volved “provide far better opportunity 
for proper inspection with the third 
pilot at his customary station than any 
previous t in use,” and 
charged that FAA was violating “two 
ere rules of safety under by ee 

arrartirt tr ip iy 2 have always been 
presen in the past.” 
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The rules, the ALPA said, were: 

(1) “The inspection shall not inter- 
fere with the operation of the aircraft 
or with any member of the crew engaged 
in such operation” and (2) “the in- 
spector performing this inspection shall 
not displace any crew member unless 
the inspector is qualified to perform in 
the crew member's place.” 


The regulation at the seat of the 
trouble was issued June 8 by E. R. 
Quesada, FAA administrator, and states 
that FAA inspectors must be given “full 
and uninterrupted access” to aircraft by 
the pilots in command. 


“The occupancy of the forward ob- 
server’s seat by en route inspectors is 
essential to observing crew performance, 
a function required under existing 
safety standards,” said Mr. Quesada. 


27 Railroads Are Fined 
For Safety Violations 


The Commission has announced that, 
in June, 1960, fines totaling $35,750 were 
imposed on 27 railroads by US. district 
courts for 143 violations of the safety ap- 
pliance acts. 


The violations were based on 8 inoper- 
ative couplers, 23 inefficient hand brakes, 
25 insecure boards, 3 insecure 
handholds, 2 insecure roof handholds, 2 
insecure safety railings, 2 insecure lad- 
ders, 38 defective air brakes, 1 per-cent- 
of-air, 2 incorrect height-of-drawbar, 
and 37 instances of failure to make a 
proper air brake test. 


The Central Railroad Co. of New Jer- 
sey was fined $250 on one count; Chi- 
cago & North Western, $1,500 on six 
counts; Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & 
Pacific, $14,000 on 56 counts; Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific, $1,000 on four 
counts; Delaware & Hudson, $250 on one 
count; Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern, $750 on three counts; Erie, $250 on 
one count; Grand Trunk Western, $250 
on one count; Great Northern, $1,000 on 
four counts; Gulf, Mobile & Ohio, $4,750 
on 19 counts; Kansas City Southern, 
$250 on one count; Kansas City Ter- 
minal, $500 on two counts; Lake Supe- 
rior Terminal & Transfer Ry. Co. of the 
State of Wisconsin, $250 on one count; 
Milwaukee-Kansas City Southern Joint 
Agency, $250 on one count; Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas Railroad Co. of Ra 
$750 on three counts; Missouri Pacifi 
$250 on one count; New York Central, 
$1,250 on five counts; New York, Chicago 
& St. Louis, $3,000 on 12 counts; Penn- 
Sylvania, $1,000 on four counts; Read- 
ing, $750 on three counts; St. Louis-San 
Francisco, $500 on two counts; St. Louis 
Southwestern, $500 on two counts; Sea- 
board Air Line, $250 on one count;

In addition, the Missouri Pacific was 
fined $200 on one count, the Mononga- 
hela Connecting, $400 on two counts, and 
Pennsylvania, $200 on one count of vio- 
lating the hours of service act. The 
Louisville & Nashville was fined $300 for 
one violation of the accident reports act. 
The M-K-T of Texas was fined $500 for 
two violations of the locomotive inspec- 
tion law. The Florida East Coast was 
fined $100 for violation of the signal in- 
spection law. 
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Rail Explosives Violation 


The Commission has announced, in a 
“memorandum for the press,” dated 
July 12, that it has been advised that 
The New York Central Railroad Co. on 
June 7 was fined $1,000 in the federal 
district court for the southern district 
of Ohio, eastern division, following en- 
try of its pleas of guilty to an informa- 
tion charging it with knowingly trans- 
porting in its freight train a tank car 
loaded with a compressed flamable gas, 
although the “Dangerous” placards re- 
quired to be securely applied to the 
brake-end of the car and on each side 
thereof were missing.

Supreme Court of California, In Bank 


Petition seeking an annulment of an 
order of the Public Utilities Commission. 


Court News 


The Supreme Court, McComb, J., held 
that substantial evidence did not sus- 
tain the Commission’s finding that the 
company was a public utility, a ware- 
houseman or a food warehouseman. 


Order of the Commission annulled. 


Under the statutes, both a “ware- 
houseman” and a “food warehouseman” 
are persons or corporations which regu- 
larly store or receive commodities or food 
for compensation from the public gener- 
ally. West’s Ann. Public Util. Code, 
secs. 239, 1756, 2508. 


Where company was originally or- 
ganized as a cooperative and its basic 
purpose was to store apples of its mem- 
bers and members had a vested right to 
an aliquot part of storage space and to 
storage services at cost and could trans- 
fer such space to other members or non- 
members and receive compensation 
therefor and during a part of the off 
season company rented all its cold stor- 
age space to one designated customer 
and during remainder of off season 
space was unused and company turned 
down other offers to rent space to out- 
siders and did not engage in solicitation 
or intend to dedicate its property to the 
public generally, company was not a 
“public utility” either as a “warehouse- 
man” or as a “food warehouseman.” 
West’s Ann.Corp. Code, sec. 100 et seq.; 
West’s Ann.Public Util.Code, secs, 239, 
1756, 2508. (Pajaro Valley Cold Stor. 
Co. v. Public Utilities Com’n., 352 P.2d
